ANNUAL MEETING, MARCH 31, 1896. 


WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting :— 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, on Tuesday, the 
thirty-first day of March, current, at seven o’clock in the forenoon, for 
the following purposes, to wit :— 

First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose by ballot the following town officers: One Town 
Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector of 
Taxes, for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; three Assessors, for 
one year; three members of the School Committee, for three years; one 
member of the School Committee, for one year; four Trustees of the 
Public Library, for three years; two Trustees of Walnut Hills Ceme- 
tery, for three years; one Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, for three 
years; one Park Commissioner, for three years; one member of the 
Water Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one year; a Commit- 
tee for Planting Trees, of three members, for one year; five Constables, 
for one year; two Fence Viewers, for one year. 

Also, upon the same ballot, to vote ‘‘Yes” or ‘*No” upon the question, 
‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town?” 

For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7.15 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, and may be closed at 5.15 inthe afternoon. 

Also, to choose or appoint all the other usual town officers, in such 
manner as the town may determine. 

Third, To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes, 

Fourth, To accept the list of Jurors, as revised by the Selectmen and 
posted according to law. 

Fifth, To hear and act upon the reports of town officers and com- 
mittees. 

Sixth, To authorize the Selectmen to settle suits and claims against 
the town, and to employ counsel in suits against the town, and whenever 
they shall deem it necessary. 
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Seventh, To see if the town will authorize the School Committee to 
pay for the transportation of scholars to the Heath-street School. 

Eighth, To authorize the Treasurer to borrow the sum of $25,000, 
appropriated by the town January 30th, 1896, toward the cost of erect- 
ing the new Bath-house. 

Ninth, To see if the town will appropriate and authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow the sum of $100,000, to be expended by the Park Commis- 
sioners for the purchase in different parts of the town of such pieces of 
land for playgrounds and school-house sites as in their judgment, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, seems desirable. 

Tenth, To appropriate $8000, to grade and finish Longwood Play- 
ground, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Eleventh, To accept and allow a new covered channel for a part of 
Village Brook, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting; to appropriate $58,000 for its construction, and to au- 
thorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Twelfth, To accept and allow a new covered channel for the brook 
from Beacon street to Park street, through land of Thomas B. Griggs 
and others, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting; to appropriate $16,000 for its construction, and to authorize 
the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Thirteenth, To see if the town will release to Eugene R. Knapp, the 
‘right of way granted by him to the town March 13th, 1885, which has. 
since been used as a location for the high-service water-main. 

Fourteenth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of $75,000 
towards the cost of constructing a bridge over the parkway, at Long- 
wood avenue. 

Fifteenth, To see if the town will change the name of Hill street to 
Hawthorne road, as petitioned for by John H. Cabot and others. 

Sixteenth, To see if the town will vote to rescind the votes passed at: 
the Special Town Meetings on October 24th, 1895, and January 30th, 
1896, for the establishment of a public bath for the town of Brookline, 
and appropriating money therefor. 

Seventeenth, To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen upon 
the subject of a new police station. 

Eighteenth, To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, with 
reference to increased protection from fire, for property in the neigh- 
borhood of Aspinwall Hill. 

Nineteenth, To see if the town will accept Chapter 462 of the Acts of 
1893, permitting the Selectmen to establish a building line, not more 
than twenty-five feet from any highway or townway. 

Twentieth, To see what action the town will take in reference to a 
new building for the Pierce Grammar School. 

Twenty-first, To hear and act upon the report of the School Com- 
mittee, with reference to the erection of a school-house on the Druce- 
street lot, and to appropriate $40,000 therefor, and authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow the same. 3 

Twenty-second, To see if the town will appropriate $1,000 for Fourth 
of July celebration. 
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Twenty-third, To appropriate and raise, by borrowing or otherwise, 
such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles, and especially to act upon all the 
appropriations asked for or proposed by the Selectmen, or by any other 
town officers or committees, or as may be required to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the financial year 1896-7. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen, seven days at least before the day of said 
meeting.

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant, the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in 
the Town Hall, in said town, on Tuesday, the thirty-first day 
of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-six, and were called to order at seven of the clock 
in the forenoon,.by the Town Clerk, who read the warrant 
calling said meeting, and the return thereon of the officer who 
served it upon the inhabitants. 


First Article taken up,—‘“ To choose a Moderator.” 

Voted, That the polls be kept open three minutes. 

The Town Clerk then declared the polls open for the 
reception of votes for Moderator, and they were kept open 
three minutes, when they were declared closed. The votes 
were then sorted and counted, and the whole number given 
was eleven, as follows, to wit:— 

For Moderator,— Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., had eleven, and 
was declared elected. 
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The meeting was then called to order, and] prayer was 
offered by Rev. Leonard K. Storrs, D. D. 


Voted, That the consideration of the third and fourth articles in the 
warrant be postponed until eight o’clock this evening, and taken up at 
that time. 


Voted, That the Moderator of this meeting, with the outgoing and 
incoming Selectmen, the Town Clerk and Town Treasurer, and twenty- 
five citizens at large, be appointed by the Moderator, to constitute a 
committee to consider the appropriations recommended by the Select- 
men and other town officers and committees, and the remaining articles 
in the warrant after the fourth article, and to report in print, with 
appropriate forms of votes, at the adjournment of this meeting.

Second Article taken up,—<To choose by ballot the follow- 
ing Town Officers: One Town Clerk for one year; five 
Selectmen for one year; one Collector of Taxes for one year; 
one Town Treasurer for one year; three Assessors for one 
year; three members of the School Committee for three years; 
one member of the School Committee for one year; four 
Trustees of the Public Library for three years; two Trustees 
of Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; one Commissioner 
of the Sinking Fund for three years; one Park Commissioner 
for three years; one member of the Water Board for three 
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years; three Auditors for one year; a Committee for Planting 
Trees, of three members, for one year; five Constables for one 
year; two Fence Viewers for one year. Also, upon the same

Voted, That the Board of Selectmen to be elected, and Mrs. Henrietta 
G. Codman and Miss Martha W. Edgerly be the Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Voted, 'That the polls be kept open for voting under the second article 
until thirty minutes past five of the clock in the afternoon. 


In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in rela- 
tion to elections, the Town Hall had been fitted up as a 
polling place, a space railed off and thirty-five shelves or 
compartments provided for the convenience of voters to ex- 
amine and mark their ballots, each compartment being sup- 
plied with cards of instruction and suitable conveniences for 
that purpose. 

The Moderator appointed Constable Willard Y. Gross to 
have charge of the space inside of the railing. 

The ballot clerks, Frederic M. Bond and Francis F. Mul- 
downey, who had been appointed by the Selectmen, were 
sworn by the Town Clerk. The ballot clerks were then sta- 
tioned at the entrance to the polling place, and furnished with 
duplicate lists of the registered voters of the town, one for 
men and one for women. 

The Town Clerk, in conformity with the provisions of 
chapter four hundred and seventeen of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three, then delivered to the 
ballot clerks two sealed packages marked “Official Ballots 
for the Town of Brookline, March 31, 1896,” one package 
marked “2000” and one package marked “2058”; and one 
package marked “Special Ballots for Women Only, March 
31, 1896,” marked “475”; which he had caused to be printed 
and prepared for the purposes above named, and took their 
receipt therefor, said ballots to be delivered by them to the 
legal voters as called, and to check their names on the lists 
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when so delivered. Cards of instruction and specimen ballots 
were also posted in different parts of the hall outside of the 
railing. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections (the Ideal) was then 
opened in the public meeting and examined by the Moderator 
and Town Clerk, and shown to be empty. The register of the 
box was then set at zero (0) and locked, and the key 
delivered to Constable Willard Y. Gross. The polls were 
then declared open for the reception of votes, at fifteen minutes 
past seven of the clock in the forenoon. 

The Moderator appointed the following additional assistant 
ballot clerks and tellers: — Edwin N. Tyler and Thomas F. 
Barrett, assistant ballot clerks. Tellers: Alexander S. 
Arthur, Edward W. Baker, Edwin P. Bowker, G. Loring 
Briggs, Lincoln Crocker, Tucker Daland, Joseph Driscoll, 
Murray T. Edgar, John E. Griffin, Prescott F. Hall, Alfred E.

After giving due notice of the closing of the polls they were 
declared closed at thirty minutes past five of the clock in the 
afternoon. 

During the voting the ballot-box (the Ideal) failed to work 
when the register of the box stood at nine hundred and forty- 
nine (949), and another ballot-box (the “ Standard”) was put in 
its place. The box was set at zero (0) and the voting was then 
proceeded with, using the Standard ballot-box for the rest of 
the day. The box was opened several times during the voting, 
Jy the consent of the Moderator and Town Clerk, for the pur- 
pose of counting the ballots cast, and again at the close of 
the polls, when the register of the ballot-box stood at one 
thousand and fifty-four (1054), to which add the nine hundred 
and forty-nine (949) registered by the Ideal ballot-box, and 
three (8) ballots which the Standard ballot-box failed to 
register, gives the whole number of ballots cast as one thousand 
nine hundred and eighty-six. 

The lists of voters used by the ballot clerks were then 
counted up and compared with those used by the Town Clerk 
at the ballot-box, and were found to agree. The number of 
ballots left at the close of the polls deducted from the number 
receipted for by the ballot clerks, showed that eighteen hun- 
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dred and fifty-four ballots had been delivered to men and one 
hundred and thirty-two to women voters.

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to extend the 10-inch 
water-main in Naples road, as petitioned for by Mr. D. H. McKay, he hayv- 
ing guaranteed an income of at least five per centum per annum upon the 
cost of laying said pipe, for five years, a distance of 1200 feet, at an 
estimated expense of $1544; said sum to be taken from the amount 
appropriated for street mains likely to be called for. 


In relation to the State tax and its probable future annual 
increase, caused by increasing grants of money by the Legisla- 
ture to the Highway Commissioners to enable them to carry out 
their work : — 


Resolved, In view of the large and apparently annually increasing 
grants of money made by the Legislature to enable the state highway 
commission to carry on the work for which it was appointed, that it is 
the opinion of the town of Brookline that the time has come to make a 
change in the method of assessing the costs of such highway construc- 
tion, and that by an allotment of taxes on the basis of benefits received, 
those municipalities directly benefited should be made to contribute 
toward the expense of such highway construction to a much larger degree 
than they do under the existing method. 


In relation to the County tax, the following preamble and 
resolution was passed :— 


Whereas, The town pays more than 354 per cent of the expenses of 
the County of Norfolk; 

And whereas, Certain statements have been made before the Legisla- 
tive committee on county expenses that the funds of the county have 
been injudiciously expended during the last four or five years; therefore, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the town an investigation should be 
made by a committee of the Legislature into the manner in which and 
the purposes for which the county funds have been used. 


* Or such sums as may be assessed. 
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Fifth Article taken up,—“ To hear and act upon the reports 
of town officers and committees.” 


Voted, That the reports of town officers and committees, which have 
been printed and distributed through the town, be accepted. 


The report of the committee on establishing an auditing 
department was taken up and considered. 

The following by-law to establish an auditor’s department 
was presented and read, to wit : — 


SECTION 1. The Auditor shall have the custody of all contracts of the 
town and of all bonds of indemnity given to the town; shall keep a 
register of the dates, amounts and sureties on all such bonds, and notify 
the Selectmen whenever any such bond expires, or he is of the opinion 
that it is impaired by the death, insolvency or other disability of a 
surety; shall keep a complete set of books, wherein shall be entered the 
amount of each specific appropriation and each amount that has been 
expended on account of such appropriation; shall, when any appropria- 
tion has been wholly expended, immediately make a report of that fact to 
the Selectmen and to the head of the department under whose direction 
the work for which the appropriation was made, is carried on; shall 
direct to the Treasurer all necessary warrants, drafts or other orders for 
the payment of money in such form as the Selectmen shall approve, but 
such warrants, drafts or orders shall only be valid when signed by a 
majority at least of the Selectmen, or other board or committee authorized 
to expend an appropriation. 

SECTION 2. Said Auditor shall, within forty-eight hours after the close 
of the period covered by any pay-roll, and after examination thereof, if 
found correct, approve the same, and shall deliver to the Treasurer a 
warrant or order to pay the amount so approved. 

Section 3. Said Auditor shall examine all bills or demands rendered 
against the town; shall see that they have been incurred and properly 
approved by some person duly authorized, in exact accordance with such 
authority, that the clerical computations are correct, and that there are 
on hand funds appropriated for such purpose sufficient for the payment 
of such demand or bill; in case of any error or informality, he shall 
make note of the fact and return the bill or demand, with his objections, 
to the officer or board presenting the same; if he approve the bill or 
demand, he shall cause an abstract of the same to be entered in a book 
kept for that purpose; not later than the second Monday of each month 
he shall sign on said books a draft or warrant for the Town Treasurer 
to pay all accounts entered therein. When requested in writing by any 
officer in charge of a department, the Auditor may, if he deem it proper so 
to do, audit and issue drafts or warrants for the payment of accounts at 
other times. 

SEcTION 4. Said Auditor may, with the approval of the Selectmen, in 
a writing deposited with the Town Treasurer, designate a subordinate, 
who shall, for such time not exceeding four weeks from the date of such 

‘designation as shall be specified in the writing, perform the duties therein 
required of the Auditor, and for his acts the Auditon shall be responsible. 
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Section 5. Said Auditor shall, immediately after the first day of the 
month, make to the Selectmen a report of the amounts of the several 
appropriations and of the amounts of all drafts on account of each 
appropriation made, and of all receipts during the month preceding the 
statement, and the amounts of such drafts made and receipts since the 
beginning of the financial year, and of the balance of such appropriations 
remaining subject to draft. 

SecTIon 6. Such Auditor shall in his annual report include a statement 
of all the receipts and expenditures of the town for the past financial 
year, giving in detail the amount of each specific appropriation and the 
expenditure therefrom, the receipts from each source of income, the 
reduction, if any, of the town debt, and the change, if any, in the sink- 
ing funds; said statement shall be arranged, as far as practicable, to 
conform to the accounts of the Town Treasurer and Town Collector, and 
to show what the payments are for and at what rate per unit of measure; 
- and shall be accompanied by a schedule of the property belonging to the 
town. 

SECTION 7. The auditor shall examine the books and accounts of the 
Treasurer and Collector, and of all officers and committees intrusted with 
the receipt, custody or expenditure of money, at least twice a year. 
The Treasurer shall have the custody of all receipted bills;receipts, and 
of notes, bonds and coupons which have been paid. 


Voted, That the by-law recommended in the report of the committee 
on establishing an auditing department be adopted. 

It was then moved that the salary of the auditor appointed 
under this by-law shall be fixed by the Selectmen for the cur- 
rent year, at a rate not exceeding $2000 per annum. 

Voted, That the motion be indefinitely postponed. 


Voted, That the proceeds of all sales of lots or rights of burial in the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery, and any and all other receipts, excepting receipts 
for or on account of the Perpetual Care Fund, be appropriated and 
applied to the preservation, improvement, and embellishment of the 
cemetery, and the incidental expenses thereof. 


Sixth Article taken up,—To authorize the Selectmen to 
settle suits and claims against the town, and to employ coun- 
sel in suits against the town, and whenever they shall deem it 
necessary.” 

Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to settle any claims or suits 
against the town which, in their opinion, cannot be defended success- 
fully, but acting upon the advice of counsel when the amount to be paid 
exceeds one thousand dollars; and that the Selectmen be authorized to 
employ counsel in suits against the town, and whenever they deem it 
necessary. . 

Seventh Article taken up,—“‘To see if the town will author- 
ize the School Committee to pay for the transportation of 
scholars to the Heath-street School.” 
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Voted, That $350 be appropriated to enable the School Committee to 
pay for the transportation of scholars to the Heath-street School, the 
same to be added to the general appropriation for schools. 

Highth Article taken up,—“‘To authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the sum of $25,000, appropriated by the town January 
30th, 1896, toward the cost of erecting the new Bath-house.” 


Mr. Horace James then offered the following vote, to wit :— 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by 
the Selectmen, to borrow the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) appropriated at the meeting held on January 30th, 1896, for 
the construction of the new bath-house, giving therefor the note or notes 
of the town, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority 
at least of the Selectmen, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding four 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annually. Such note or notes shall be 
made payable in such annual proportionate payments as will extinguish 
the same in or within ten years from the date of their delivery. 


The Moderator appointed as tellers Thomas Aspinwall and 
Frederick Higginson, and they were sworn by the Moderator. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was two hundred and sixteen, as follows, 
to wit: Yes, one hundred and ninety-five (195); No, twenty- 
one (21); and the vote was declared passed in the affirmative, 
by more than two-thirds of the voters present and voting 
thereon. 

Voted, That the sum of $500 be appropriated to pay so much of the 
interest upon the foregoing loan as may become due and payable within 


the current financial year, the same to be added to the general appro- 
priation for interest. 


Ninth Article taken up,—“To see if the town will appropri- 
ate and authorize the Treasurer to borrow the sum of $100,000 
to be expended by the Park Commissioners for the purchase 
in different parts of the town of such pieces of land for play- 
grounds and school-house sites as in their judgment, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, seems desirable.” 


Voted, That the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) be 
appropriated for the purchase of land for public playgrounds. 

Voted, That no purchase of land or expenditure of money under the 
authority of the foregoing vote, shall be made by the Park Commis- 
sioners,. except with the previously obtained written approval of the 
board of Selectmen. 

Voted, That the Park Commissioners are requested to examine 
into and report to the town upon the advisability of securing for a 
public reservation a considerable tract of waste or unimproved land. 
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Mr. Horace James then presented the following vote, to 
wit :— 

Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by 
the Selectmen, to borrow from time to time the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000), appropriated at this meeting, for the pur- 
chase of land for public playgrounds, giving therefor the note or notes 
of the town, bearing interest at arate not exceeding four per centum 
per annum, payable semi-annually, signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by a majority at least of the Selectmen. Such note or notes 
shall be made payable within thirty years from the date thereof. 


The vote was then put upon its passage, the same tellers 
acting, and the whole number of votes was one hundred and 
seventy-eight, as follows, to wit: Yes, one hundred and 
seventy-eight (178) ; No, none (0); and the vote was declared 
passed in the affirmative, by more than two-thirds of the voters 
present and voting thereon. 


Tenth Article taken up,—‘“To appropriate $8,000 to grade 
and finish Longwood Playground, and to authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow the same.” 


Voted, That the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) be appropri- 
ated to grade and finish Longwood Playground. 


Yes, one hundred and forty-two (142) ; No, none. 


Mr. Horace James then presented the following vote, to 
wit :— 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Park Commissioners, the sum of eight thousand dollars 
($8,000) appropriated at this meeting, at a rate of interest not exceeding 
four per cent per annum, the bonds of certificates of indebtedness to be 
given therefor to be denominated upon their face, ‘‘Public Park Con- 
struction Loan,” and to be made payable in such 'annual proportionate 
payments as will extinguish the same in or within ten years from their 
date; the bonds or certificates to be signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by a majority at least of the Selectmen; and the said Park Com- 
missioners are authorized to expend the said sum of eight thousand 
dollars for the improvement of the Longwood Playground. 


The vote was then put upon its passage, the same tellers 
acting, and the whole number of votes was one hundred and 
fifteen, as follows, to wit: Yes, one hundred and fifteen (115); 
No, none (0); and the vote was declared passed in the affirm- 
ative, by more than two-thirds of the voters present and voting 
thereon. 
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Fourteenth Article taken up,—“To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of $75,000 towards the cost of construct- 
ing a bridge over the parkway, at Longwood avenue.” 

Mr. Edward W. E. Tompson offered the following vote, to 
wit :— 

Voted, That the sum of fifty thousand dollars be appropriated and so 
much thereof as may be found to be the proportionate share of the town 
of Brookline be expended towards the cost of a new bridge on Long- 
wood avenue, at the Boston line, whenever the city of Boston shall join 
the town of Brookline in the erection of said bridge. 

Voted, To postpone the further consideration of fourteenth article 
until the adjourned meeting. 

Voted, That when this meeting adjourns it be to meet in this place on 
Wednesday next, the twenty-second instant. 

Voted, To adjourn.

Fourteenth Article taken up,—<To see if the town will ap- 
propriate the sum of $50,000 towards the cost of constructing 
a bridge over the parkway, at Longwood avenue.” After a 
very full discussion of the subject, it was 


Voted, That the fourteenth article be laid on the table. 


Eleventh Article taken up,—‘“To accept and allow a new 
covered channel for a part of Village Brook, as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, to 
appropriate $58,000 for its construction, and to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow the same.” 


Voted, That the reading of the report on the laying out of said brook 
be dispensed with. 
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The Selectmen presented the following report on the laying 
out of said brook, to wit :— 


We, the undersigned, Selectmen of the town of Brookline, having 
given printed notices to the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, Cathe- 
rine Cantwell, James H. McGivney, James Healey, heirs of Philip Duffy, 
Ann Bowen, Rose Madore, Mary A. Gilbert, Catherine Geary, Maurice 
Dee, Maria E. McDonough, heirs of Patrick McCarthy, James G. Mun- 
govan, John Leahy, Catherine McCarthy, Joseph P. Shaw, owners of the 
fee of Kerrigan place, Catherine Kelly, Ellen J. Mealy, George P. Davis, 
and George F. Arnold, trustees under the will of Elijah C. Emerson, Eliza 
Hunt, Mary A. Welch, Edward McAvoy, Emma J. Bean, Augustine 
Shurtleff, Ellen Ballentine, heirs of Nellie B. Munroe, Andrew J. Ward, 
Alexander Marshall, Edward 8S. Ritchie & Sons, being all the parties 
known to us to be interested in the subject matter of the improvement,

The location of said brook channel is in accordance with a plan of the 
same drawn by Alexis H. French, Town Engineer, dated March 19, 1896, 
signed by us, and said plan is adopted by us, and is hereby made a part of 
this record. 

This location of said brook channel is made by us under the provisions 
of Chapter 99 of the Acts of 1887, and of every other power and authority 
us hereto enabling. 

We take only the easement in said land, we reserve to each owner of 
each parcel of land taken, and to their heirs and assigns the right to use 
the surface of the parcel taken from such owner for any purpose that 
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will not interfere with the construction, the stability, or the future 
maintenance of the brook channel, or any drains or water-courses that 
may be laid therein. 

We reserve to the City of Boston all the rights to drain through the 
new channel which it now has to drain through the present brook. 

We have estimated the damages sustained by the owners of lands, 
rights and interests in lands, caused by this taking and location, whether 
by the taking of land, diverting water, or by injuring land in any manner 
whatsoever, and finding that the benefits fully equal the damages to 
the land caused by said taking, we make no awards. 

But we do agree on behalf of the town to supply suitable means to 
carry off the surface-water from each and all the several estates which 
now drain into the brook, to connect anew any house-drains with the 
sewer which now runs alongside the present brook when it shall have 
been relaid, and upon the completion of the brook channel to grade off 
the land over the same, and repair or restore any building or buildings 
or any part thereof now standing on land taken, which may be disturbed 
or injured by the building of the brook channel, and to rebuild any fences 
or walls that may be disturbed, and leave the same in as good condition 
as they are in at the time the premises are entered upon. 

We give the owners of the land taken under this laying out one month 
from the date of its acceptance by the town, in which to remove all 
fences, trees and other property from the land so taken. 

And said improvement so laid out, located and described, is hereby 
reported to the town for acceptance. 

The estimated cost of construction, including repairs to buildings, 
fences, etc., etc., is $58,000.

We, the undersigned, Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, having 
given written and printed notices to John W. Shapleigh, Thomas B. 
Griggs, Brookline Gas Light Company, Samuel A. Robinson, heirs of 
Thomas Griggs, heirs of Thomas H. Bacon, being all the parties known 
to us to be interested in the subject-matter of the improvement, of our 
intention to lay out and improve under the provisions of law authorizing 
the assessment of betterments, and of Chapter 99 of the Acts of 1887, the 
brook running from Beacon street to Park street, by widening the same, 
removing obstructions in or over the same, diverting the water, altering 
its course and deepening the channel thereof through the lands of the 
parties above named, such notices requiring such persons to appear 
before us at our room in the Town Hall, on Wednesday, the eighteenth 
day of March, A. D. 1896, at 4 o’clock p. M., and having caused such 
notices to be actually served according to law upon all such persons by a 
constable of this town, at least seven days before the day so appointed 
for the hearing, and having also given notice to them, and all other 
persons (if any) who may be interested in the laying out and improve- 
ment of said brook, whose names are not known to us, by posting up 
copies of the same notice in three public places in said town at least seven 
days before the time appointed for the hearing: 

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for the 
hearing, and after hearing the parties, and their remarks and objections, 
and after viewing and examining the route of said improvement of said 
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brook, as hereinafter described, after fully considering the subject, do 
adjudge that it is necessary for the purpose of improving said brook for — 
the public convenience and for the public health, and in order to furnish 
a sufficient water-way for the amount of water which flows through said 
brook, that a new covered channel for said brook should be laid out and 
maintained by the town beneath the surface of the ground; and for this 
purpose we do hereby take in fee simple, subject to the reservations 
hereinafter set forth, and under the provisions of law authorizing the 
assessment of betterments, a strip of land ten feet in width throughout 
its entire length, excepting only that portion of the location which lies 
within the location of Washington and Fairbanks streets. And taking 
also such covered channels, water-courses or drains, as have been con- 
structed in or through the land taken for this purpose.

[AcTs oF 1893, CHAPTER 462. ] 

An Act to authorize the establishment of a building line on public ways. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — ; 

Srecrion 1. The board or officers having authority to lay out city or 
town ways may, in the manner prescribed by law for giving notice of 
an intention to lay out any such way, give notice of an intention to 
establish a building line parallel to, and not more than twenty-five feet. 
distant from, any exterior line of a highway or city or town way, and 
after said notice may pass a vote establishing such building line, and in 
the case of a city, upon the recording of said vote in the-records of the 
city, or in a town, upon the acceptance of said vote by the inhabitants of 
the town at a town meeting called as provided by law, said building line 
shall be established; and until another building line shall thereafter 
be established in the same manner, no structure shall thereafter be 
erected, placed or maintained between such building line and such way, 
except that steps, windows, porticos and other usual projections appur- 
tenant to the front wall of a building, may be allowed in such restricted 
space, to the extent prescribed in the vote establishing such building 
line. 

SECTION 2. Any person sustaining damage by reason of the establish- 
ment of such building line shall have the same remedies for obtaining 
payment therefor as may be prescribed by law for obtaining payment for 
damages sustained by the laying out of a highway in such city or town. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect in any city when accepted by the 
city council thereof, and in any town when accepted by a majority of the 
legal voters thereof present and voting thereon at a town meeting cailed 
for the purpose.

Voted, That the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) be added to the 
appropriation for the care of public grounds, for improving and fencing 
school-house lots.

A motion was made that fifteen hundred dollars be appro- 
priated to celebrate the Fourth of July, which was rejected, 
and no further action was taken under this article.

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Boundary Line Between Boston and Brookline. 


The undersigned, James M. Codman, Jr., and Nathaniel Conant, Se- 
lectmen, and Alexis H. French, Engineer, thereto duly authorized by the 
Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, and John H. Lee and 
Charles H. Bryant, Aldermen, John M. Galvin, City Clerk, and John W. 
Morrison, Chief Surveyor, authorized substitute for William Jackson, 
City Engineer, thereto duly authorized by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston, met on the 27th day of May, A. D. 1896, and examined 
the lines and established the boundary marks between the said town and 
city, which are described as follows : — 

Beginning at a stone monument marked B O, B R and N standing in 
the present boundary line between the cities of Newton and Boston, 
said monument being twenty-five feet southeasterly from the axis line 
of the location of the Newton Circuit division of the Boston & Albany 
railroad measured at right angles thereto, near and southwest of Reser- 
voir lane (so called); thence running northeasterly by a line parallel 
with and twenty-five feet distant from the said axis line of said railroad, 
for a distance of about twenty-one hundred and twenty-one feet to a

The Secretary, Treasurer and Receiver-General, Auditor and Attorney- 
General, shall hold their respective offices for two years, beginning with 
the third Wednesday in the January succeeding their election, and until 
others are chosen and qualified in their stead. 

A person shall be eligible as Treasurer and Receiver-General for three 
successive terms, and no more. 

The first election to which this article shall apply shall be that held on 
the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November, in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight; and thereafter elections for the 
choice of all the officers before mentioned shall be held biennially on the 
Tuesday next after the first Monday in November.

In pursuance of the within warrant, I have notified and warned the 
inhabitants of the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, to 
meet at the time and place and for the purposes herein named, by causing 
a printed attested copy of the same to be left at their last and usual place 
of abode, and I also posted printed attested copies of this warrant in at 
least three public places in said Brookline, seven days at least before the 
day of said meeting. W. Y. Gross, Constable. 

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in 
the Town Hall in said town, on Tuesday, the third day of 
November, in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
ninety-six, it being the Tuesday next after the first Monday in 
said month, and were called to order at half-past six of the 
clock in the forenoon, by Horace James, chairman of the 
Selectmen and presiding election officer. The Town Clerk 
then read the warrant calling said meeting and the return 
thereon of the officer who served the same upon the inhab- 
itants. . 

In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in rela- 
tion to elections, the Town Hall had been fitted up as a polling 
place, a space railed off, and thirty-five shelves or compart- 
ments provided for the use and convenience of the voters to 
examine and mark their ballots, each compartment being 
supplied with cards of instruction and suitable conveniences 
for that purpose. 

The Inspectors, Frederic M. Bond and Francis F. Muldowney, 
and Deputy Inspectors, Edwin N. Tyler and John E. Griffin, and 
the Tellers, Alfred E. Kenrick, Edwin A. Robart, Joseph 
Walker, Charles A. Bowditch, Charles A. W. Spencer, James 
P. Parker, Samuel W. Bowker, Sumner H. Foster, Frederick 
A. Flood, Henry Ware, George P. Johnson, Tucker Daland, 
Warren 8S. Jenney, Thomas F. Barrett, Philip S. Parker, 
Walter W. Paige, John A. Curtin, Sidney Harris, Thomas F. 
Lacy, Walter RK. Carroll, Herbert R. Chase, Clifford M. Tyler, 
Alexander 8. Arthur, Harry H. Whitney, Frank A. Hogan, 
who had been appointed by the Selectmen, were sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duties by the Town Clerk, and 
with the Selectmen and Town Clerk making an equal number 
of election officers from the two leading political parties. 

Messrs. Frederic M. Bond and Francis F. Muldowney were 
then stationed at the entrance to the polling place, and 
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furnished with a duplicate list of the male voters of the 
town, as prepared by the Registrars of Voters. 

One set of the ballots supplied by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, marked “First set of ballots, three thousand and 
two hundred, Town of Brookline,” was then delivered to the 
presiding election officer by the Town Clerk, who took his 
receipt therefor. ‘The presiding election officer then publicly 
broke the seal of said package and delivered the ballots to the 
Inspectors, who furnished them to the voters as they presented 
themselves, and checked their names on the list. The cards 
of instruction and specimen ballots were also posted in 
different parts of the hall outside of the railing. 

The ballot-box—the “Standard ” furnished by the Common- 
wealth to be used at this election — was then opened in public 
meeting, and examined by the election officers and shown to 
be empty. The register of the box was then set at zero (0) 
and locked; the key was delivered to Willard Y. Gross, the 
constable having charge of the meeting. 

The polls were then declared open for the reception of votes, 
and were kept open until thirty minutes past four of the clock 
in the afternoon, when, on motion, it was voted that they be 
kept open until thirty-four minutes past four of the clock in 
the afternoon, at which time, after due notice, they were 
declared closed. ) 

The election officers had charge of the election, and the 
ballot-box and check-list were in their care, and by unanimous 
consent the ballot-box was opened at eight of the clock in the 
forenoon for the purpose of counting the ballots, and also 
several times during the day, and again at the close of the 
polls, when the box register stood at two thousand six hundred 
and fifteen (2615). During the voting the box had failed to 
register forty-nine times, but cancelled the ballots. The 
names on the lists of voters which had been checked were 
then counted, and the whole number was two thousand six 
hundred and sixty-four, which was found to agree with the 
register on the box after adding the forty-nine times which 
the box failed to register. The number of ballots left at the 
close of the polls, deducted from the whole number receipted 
for by the presiding election officer, showed that two thousand 
six hundred and sixty-four ballots had been delivered to the 
voters. 
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The election officers then proceeded to canvass the votes 
given in, and the whole number was two thousand six hun- 
dred and sixty-four, which were sorted, counted, and recorded, 
and declaration thereof made in open town meeting, as re- 
quired by law, and were for the following national, state and 
county officers, and on two articles of amendment to the Con-

TowN OF Brooxutine.—In Boarp oF HEALTH. 


Whereas, upon a petition of Osborne Howes and others, presented to 
the Board of Health of the town of Brookline, December 21st, 1895, 
asking for an abatement of a nuisance consisting of wet and spongy 
land and land covered with stagnant water, situated in the area in said 
Brookline which is bounded by Heath street and Woodland road, the 
Board of Health of said town, after a hearing held in said town after 
due notice to the petitioners, to the persons whose lands it might be 
necessary to enter upon to abate the said nuisance, to the owners of land 
which might be benefitted by such abatement, and to all other persons 
who might be affected by the proceedings of the board in the premises, 
did, on February 17th, 1896, make the following order, to wit :— 

That the said nuisance be abated, and that to this end the water course 
in said area of land, which begins at the west side of Oak street, or Oak 
place, and flows southerly and southwesterly through lands of the 
trustees of the Holyhood Cemetery Association, John G. Wright, Grace 
Howes, Osborne Howes and Thomas Gaffield, which then crosses Ham- 
mond street, and thence flows through other lands of Thomas Gaftield 
and other lands of said Cemetery Association to the north side of Wood- 
land road, near the junction of its westerly end with Heath street, 
which water course is shown on a plan on file in the office of the Town 
Clerk, entitled ‘‘ Plan showing water course to be improved under the 
order of the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass., dated Brookline, Febru- 
ary 17th, 1896,” drawn by Alexis H. French, Town Engineer, and dated 
January 28th, 1896, be improved as hereinafter described, to wit :— 

From the point where the said water course crosses said Woodland 
road, and marked ‘‘A” on said plan, to a distance of about fifteen hun- 
dred (1500) feet above the point ‘‘A” above mentioned, and following 
the general line of the present brook as indicated by the letters ‘‘ B,” 
“*C” and ‘‘D” shown on said plan, and by a blue line, the channel is to 
be straightened, widened to at least five (5) feet, and deepened to the 
grades hereinafter given. Above the point ‘‘ D” a new channel is to be 
excavated, as shown upon the plan by red lines and indicated by the 
letters ‘‘E,” “FF,” ‘*G” and ‘‘H.” In the open cut above the point 
marked ‘‘C” on the plan, the channel is to have a bottom width of four 
(4) feet. The material excavated from the channel is to be deposited on 
the banks, and is to remain the property of the abutting land owners. 

A substantial culvert is to be built under Hammond street at the point 
marked ‘ E,” said culvert to have a width of not less than four (4) feet, 
and a height of not less than four and a half (44) feet. The bottom of 
said water course is to have an elevation of one hundred sixty-seven 
and fifty one-hundredths (167.50) feet above Boston city base at the point 
‘s\” above mentioned, and is to rise uniformly at the rate of one (1) 
foot in one thousand (1000) for a distance of eleven hundred and fifty 
(1150) feet to the point ‘*C” above mentioned. From this point the 
bottom is to rise at the rate of two (2) feet in one thousand (1000) for a 
distance of eighteen hundred and fifty (1850) feet. Above this last point 
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the bottom is to rise gradually to the bottom of the pond west of Oak 
street. Where practicable the banks of the water course are to have 
side slopes of one and one-half (14) horizontal to one (1) vertical. For 
a distance of about three hundred (300) feet in the rear of the cemetery 
it is expected that it will be necessary to build side walls which, if 
required, shall be placed four (4) feet inthe clear, and have a height of 
four and one-half (44) feet. Above the walls the banks are to be sloped 
as above described.

Whenever the name of any person is removed from the 
voting list for any cause except death, the Selectmen, as soon as they 
obtain the necessary information from the Registrars of Voters, shall, 
if practicable, cause a notice to be served upon each person whose name 
has been so removed, and if the service of such notice is not practicable, 


they shall take such other means as they may deem adequate to notify 
such persons.

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Ninth Article taken up,— “To take such action in regard to 
the town by-laws as has been made necessary by the action 
of the Superior Court in disallowing certain by-laws adopted 
at the last town meeting, and to adopt additional by-laws 
and amendments to by-laws.” 


Voted, That the following by-law be adopted and numbered Section 
51 of the town by-laws :— 

SECTION 51. Any person or corporation operating electric or other 
wires within the town shall, upon request of the Superintendent, furnish 
him with such information as may be necessary to the faithful and effec- 
tual discharge of his duties under this by-law. 


Voted, That the following by-law be adopted and numbered Section 
60 of the town by-laws :— 

SECTION 60. No person shall drive, wheel or draw any coach, cart, 
wheelbarrow, hand-cart, or any carriage of burden or pleasure (except- 
ing children’s carriages drawn by hand) upon any sidewalk in the town. 

Voted, That Section 65 of the town by-laws be amended by striking 
out the word ‘‘near” and substituting the words ‘‘within audible distance 
i ede 


Voted, That the following by-laws be adopted and numbered Sections 
84 and 85 of the town by-laws :— 

SECTION 84. The officers and members shall receive such compensa- 
tion as the Selectmen shall from time to time determine; provided, that 
no member not appointed as provided in the seventy-eighth section, and 
no officer not approved as provided in the seventy-ninth section, shall 
receive any portion of such compensation. 

Section 85. No claims whatever on account of said companies, their 
officers or members, shall be paid by the Town Treasurer, except the 
compensation as provided for in the eighty-fourth section.” 


Voted, That the following by-law be adopted and numbered Section 90 
of the town by-laws : — 

SecTION 90. Habitual truants and children between seven and fifteen 
years of age, who may be found wandering about in the streets or 
public places in the town, having no lawful occupation or business, not 
attending school, and growing up in ignorance, and such children as 
persistently violate the reasonable rules and regulations of the public 
schools, shall be committed to the Union Truant School at Walpole as a 
place of confinement, discipline and instruction, or to such other place 
as may now or hereafter be provided by law. 


Voted, That the following by-law be adopted and numbered Section 
121 of the town by-laws : — 

SECTION 121. Except in cases where it is otherwise provided by law, 
all notices issued by the Board of Health shall be in writing, and served 
by any person competent to serve a notice in a civil suit, personally on 
the owner, occupant, or his authorized agent; or a copy of the order 
may be left at the last and usual place of abode of the owner, occupant, 
or agent, if he is known or within the state. But if the premises are 
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unoccupied, and the residence of the owner or agent is unknown or with- 
out the state, the notice may be served by posting the same on the 
premises and advertising in one or more public newspapers in such 
manner and for such length of time as the Board of Health officer may 
direct. 

Voted, That Section 183 of the town by-laws be amended so as to read 
as follows : — 

SECTION 133. Except when otherwise provided by law, prosecutions 
for offences under the by-laws of the town may be made by any con- 
stable or police officer of the town. 


Voted, That Section 134 of the town by-laws be amended by substi- 
tuting tc words ‘‘ the by-laws of the town” for the words ‘these by- 
laws” wherever the words occur in the section, so that the section will

SECTION 134. Any person who shall violate any provision of the by- 
laws of the town, or who shall refuse or neglect to obey any order of 
the Board of Health issued under the by-laws of the town and directed 
to him and properly served upon him, shall, in cases not otherwise pro- 


vided for, forfeit and pay for each offence a fine not exceeding twenty 
‘dollars. 


Tenth Article taken up,—< To accept Sections 32, 33 and 34 
of Chapter 60 of the Public Statutes, relating to hay-scales.” 


The sections are as follows :— 


SECTION 32. In cities in which the city council and in towns in which 
the inhabitants adopt this and the two following sections, or have 
adopted the corresponding provisions of earlier laws, the mayor and 
aldermen and selectmen may from time to time appoint, for a term not 
exceeding one year, some person or persons who shall have the superin- 
tendence of the hay-scales belonging to such city or town, and shall 
weigh hay offered for sale therein and any other article offered to be 
weighed. Such weighers of hay may be at any time removed by such 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen. 

SECTION 33. The person so appointed shall conform to all ordinances 
and by-laws established by the city council or selectmen respectively 
concerning the hay-scales and concerning the compensation or fees for 
weighing thereon. 

SECTION 34. If a person not so appointed sets up hay-scales in a town 
or city for the purpose of weighing hay or other articles, he shall for- 
feit twenty dollars a month so long as such scales are continued, to be 
recovered in an action of tort, and appropriated to the use of such city 
or town. 

Voted, That Sections 32, 33 and 34 of Chapter 60 of the Public Statutes 
be, and the same are hereby, accepted. 


Kleventh Article taken up,—“To appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 to pay for land taken for additional water supply, and 
to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same.”

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Voted, That the sum of fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated, to pay for land taken under the provisions 
of Chapter 343 of the Acts of 1872, and Chapter 131 of the Acts of 1888, 
for procuring an additional water supply for the town. 


Mr. Horace James then offered the following vote, to wit: — 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars, 
appropriated at this meeting, to pay for land taken under the provisions 
of Chapter 343 of the Acts of 1872, and Chapter 131 of the Acts of 1888, 
for securing an additional water supply for the town, paying therefor a 
rate of interest not exceeding four per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, giving therefor the note or notes of the town, to be denomi- 
nated on their face ‘‘ Brookline Water Scrip,” signed by the Treasurer, 
and countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen. Such indebt- 
edness shall be payable in such annual proportionate payments as will 
extinguish the same within twenty years from the date of the delivery 
of said note or notes. 


The Moderator appointed Messrs. Joseph Walker and G. 
Loring Briggs to act as tellers, and they were sworn by the 
Town Clerk. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was one hundred and twenty-nine, as follows, 
to wit: “Yes,” one hundred and twenty-nine (129); “No,” 
none (0); and the vote was declared passed in the affirmative 
by more than two thirds of the voters present and voting 
thereon. 


Twelfth Article taken up,—“To authorize the Water Board 


to contract for water-pipe for the season of 1897, to the extent 
of $4,000.” 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to contract for water 
pipe for the season of 1897 to the extent of $4,000. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘“ To authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint a committee to have the care and management 
of the new Public Bath.” 


Voted, That the Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized and 
instructed te appoint a committee of nine citizens, who shall serve with- 
out pay, and who shall have the care and management of the new Public 
Bath, when completed, the members of the said committee to be 
appointed from the Board of [ealth, School Committee and Water 
Board, or their app: intees, and at least two citizens at large. The said 
committee so appointed shall establish such rules and rates for the regu- 
lation and use of the Public Bath as they deem best, and shall appoint 
such officers and assistants for the care and conduct of the establishment 
as are necessary, and shall fix the terms of their compensation, The 
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said committee shall hold office until their successors are appointed after 
the annual town election. The Selectmen shall have power to fill any 
vacancy upon the said committee. 

Fourteenth Article taken up,—* To appropriate the sum of 
$3,000 to pay for fitting up and furnishing the bath-house and 
for grading the grounds around the building.” 

Voted, That the sum of three thousand ($3,000) dollars be appropri- 
ated to pay for fitting up and furnishing the bath-house and for grading 
the grounds around the building, to be taken from any unexpended 
balances or money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Fifteenth Article taken up,—“To appropriate the sum of 
$1000 for the maintenance of the bath-house to February Ist, 
1897-” 

Voted, that the sum of one thousand ($1,000) dollars be appropriated 
for the maintenance of the bath-house to February Ist, 1897, the same 
to be taken from any unexpended balances or money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Sixteenth Article taken up,— To make an additional appro- 
priation for the Highway Department.” 

Voted, That an additional appropriation of $4,000 be made for high- 
ways, to be taken from any unexpended balances or money in the treasury. 
not otherwise appropriated. 

Seventeenth Article taken up,—“To make an additional 
appropriation for the Health Department.” 

Voted, That an additional appropriation of $3,000 be made for the 
Health Department, to be taken from any unexpended balances or money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Eighteenth Article taken up,—“To make an additional 
appropriation for printing and advertising.” P 

Voted, That an additional appropriation of $500 be made for printing 
and advertising, to be taken from any unexpended balances or money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Nineteenth Article taken up,— ‘To make an additional 
appropriation for contingencies and legal expenses.” 

Voted, That an additional appropriation of $1000 be made for con- 
tingencies and legal expenses, to be taken from any unexpended balances 
or money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Twentieth Article taken up,—‘To authorize and instruct 
the Selectmen to apply to the next General Court for such 
legislation as will give the boards of Park Commissioners of 
Brookline and Boston jurisdiction over Longwood-avenue 
bridge and its approaches.” 
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Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to apply to the 
next General Court in cooperation with the proper authorities of the city 
of Boston, for such legislation as will give the boards of Park Com- 
‘missioners of Brookline and Boston jurisdiction over Longwood-avenue 
bridge and its approaches. 

Twenty-first Article taken up,—‘“‘To amend the plumbing 
laws so that in certain cases air-pipes to traps shall not be 
required.” 

Voted, That the subject-matter of the twenty-first article be referred 
to a committee consisting of Messrs. William Atkinson, George H. 
Wetherell, John G. Stearns and Michael Duffley, to report at a future 
meeting. 

Twenty-fourth Article taken up,—‘ To authorize the School 
Committee to obtain plans for a new grammar school-house to 
take the place of the Pierce Geammar school-house.”’ 

After considerable discussion on the subject, it was voted 
that the article be laid on the table. 


Voted, That the twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth articles be referred to 
the Water Board, to report thereon at the next meeting.

ADJOURNED SPECIAL MEETING, DEC. 23, 1896. 


Pursuant to adjournment the inhabitants of the town of 
Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in the Town Hall 
in said town, on Wednesday, the twenty-third day of Decem- 
ber, in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and ninety-six, 
and were called to order at half-past seven of the clock in the 
evening, by the Moderator, Charles A. Williams. 


Ninth Article taken up,— To take such action in regard to 
the town by-laws as has been made necessary by the action of 
the Superior Court in disallowing certain by-laws adopted at 
the last town meeting, and to adopt additional by-laws and 
amendments to by-laws. 


Voted, That the following by-law be adopted and numbered Section 
123 of the town by-laws :— 


SECTION 123. No person shall distribute papers, circulars, or adver- 
tisements through the town in such manner as to create a disturbance or 
litter. 
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Seventh Article taken up,—‘‘ To adopt a by-law in relation 
to hawkers and peddlers.” 


Mr. Moorfield Storey, to whom the seventh article was 
referred at the last meeting, reported the following by-law in 
relation to hawkers and peddlers, to wit: — 


SECTION 136. No person except a bonajide resident and citizen of 
Brookline shall hawk or peddle any of the articles enumerated in section 
one of chapter sixty-eight of the Public Statutes, until he has recorded 
his name and residence with the Chief of Police, and been assigned a 
number by him, nor unless any vehicle or receptacle in which he shall 
carry or convey such articles shall have printed on it in letters and 
figures at least two inches in height the name of the person selling, and 
the number given him by the Chief of Police, and be approved on the 
first Monday in every month by the Chief of Police; provided, how- 
ever, that the foregoing provisions shall not apply to minors licensed 
by the Selectmen; and further, provided that the Selectmen may restrain 
the sale by minors of any or all such articles. , 


SECTION 1387. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or exposing for 
sale, any articles enumerated in section one of chapter sixty-eight of the 
Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the town. 


SECTION 138. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any articles 
enumerated in section one of chapter sixty-eight of the Public Statutes 
in any manner that will tend to injure or disturb the public health or 
comfert, nor otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 


Voted, To adopt the foregoing by-law. 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth Articles taken up:— 


Twenty-fifth,—“To see if the town will release to the vari- 
ous persons holding title under Henry M. Whitney, the right 
or easement in their respective parcels in relation to water- 
pipes or water-mains granted by said Whitney to the town by 
deed dated March 5th, 1885, and recorded with Norfolk Deeds 
in book 564, page 638, the water-pipe laid in accordance there- 
with having since been abandoned.” 


Twenty-sixth, — “To see if the town will release to the 
various persons holding title under Eugene R. Knapp, the 
right or easement in their respective parcels in relation 
to water-pipes or water-mains granted by said Knapp to 
the town by deed dated March 5th, 1885, and recorded with 
Norfolk Deeds in book 564, page 639, the water-pipe laid in 
accordance therewith having since been abandoned, and to 
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rescind, if need be, the vote on the same subject passed at the 
annual town meeting holden March the thirty-first, and by 
adjournment April 14th, 1896.” 


On motion of Mr. James M. Codman, Jr., it was 


Voted, That the Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized in the 
name and behalf of the inhabitants of Brookline to affix the corporate 
seal to and to sign, acknowledge and deliver a release or releases, for a 
nominal consideration, to the various persons holding title under Henry 
M. Whitney of the right or easement in their respective parcels east of 
Dean road, in relation to water-pipes or water-mains, granted by said 
Whitney to the town of Brookline by deed dated March 5th, 1885, and 
recorded with Norfolk Deeds in book 564, page 638. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized in the 
name and behalf of the inhabitants of Brookline to affix the corporate 
seal to and to sign, acknowledge and deliver a release or releases, for a 
nominal consideration, to the various persons holding title under Eugene 
R. Knapp of the right or easement in their respective parcels in relation 
to water-pipes or water-mains granted by said Knapp to the town of 
Brookline by deed dated March 5th, 1885, and recorded with Norfolk 
Deeds in book 564, page 639, and that the vote on the same subject, 
passed at the annual town meeting held March 31st, 1896, and by adjourn- 
ment April 22d, 1896, be, and the same is hereby, rescinded. 


The committee to whom the twenty-first article in the 
warrant, in relation to plumbing, had been referred, stated that 
they were not ready to report. 

Zoted, That the article be referred back to the same committee, to 
report thereon at a future meeting. 

Fourth Article taken up,—“ To hear and act upon the report 
of the Selectmen upon the subject of municipal lighting.” 


The report of the Selectmen upon the subject of municipal 
lighting, which had been printed and distributed through the 
town, in their report on the articles in the warrant, was pre- 
sented and accepted. 


On motion of Mr. James M. Codman, Jr., it was 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to favor any movement that 
may be made to relieve cities and towns of the more burdensome pro- 
visions of the municipal lighting acts, and for this purpose to appear 
before the Legislature. 

Third Article taken up,—‘To hear and act upon the reports 
of town officers and committees.” 


The committee, appointed at the special town meeting held 
on the twenty-fifth day of June, 1896, to consider the existing 
laws relating to counties and county commissioners, and to 
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report in print at the next town meeting, presented their 
report, which had been printed and distributed through the 
town with the Selectmen’s report on the articles in the war- 
rant, was presented. 

Voted, That the report of the Committee on County Legislation be 
adopted, and that its recommendations be approved. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to apply to 
the next General Court for the passage of the legislation recommended 
in the report of the Committee on County Legislation, and that the 
committee be authorized and requested to codperate with the Selectmen. 
in securing the passage of the legislation recommended, with such modi- 
fications and amendments as the committee may deem necessary or 
desirable. 

Voted, That the Act imposing penalties for the violation of duties im- 
posed by law upon county officers, contained in the report of the Com- 
mittee on County Legislation, be included in the terms of the votes as 
to the recommendations of that committee. 

Mr. William H. Lincoln presented the report of the com- 
mittee appointed at the town meeting held on the twenty-fifth 
day of June, 1896, to examine the report of the Legislative 
Committee on the acts of the Commissioners of Norfolk County 
in relation to the construction of the new Court House at 
Dedham, and to report thereon in print what further action 
by the town shall be proper, said report having been printed 
and distributed through the town. 


After a lengthy discussion of the subject, and various state- 
ments in the report had been considered and examined, it was 
Voted, To accept the report of the committee. 


Voted, That the town, through its board of Selectmen, respectfully 
petition the next Legisiature to impeach the present chairman of the 
County Commissioners from said office, for reasons alleged in the report 
of the special committee of the Legislature.

Whitwell, Martha D.C. Eustis, estate of Benjamin Estabrook, Josephine

The valuation of the real and personal estate in Brookline is 
now $60,996,000, as compared with $59,002,000 a year ago. 
This increase, together with the large debt payments and the 
comparatively small amount of new loans issued in the last 
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year, have combined to increase materially our borrowing 
capacity, which is now approximately $615,000. No part of 
the loan of $100,000, authorized for playground purposes, has 
yet been issued. The loan of $16,000 authorized for the 
Tannery brook, so called, has not been issued, although the 
work has been completed. 


The Sinking Fund Debt. 


With the payment of the $90,000 Playground bonds last 
July the Sinking Fund debt has been reduced to $125,000 
sewer bonds and $467,000 water scrip. The sewer bonds and 
$425,000 of the water scrip mature and must be paid off in 
the financial year 1897-8. The interest charge for sinking 
fund bonds was $40,300 in 1896, and will be reduced to $34,475 
in 1897 and to $2,100 in 1898 and 1899, after which it will 
cease entirely, as the last of the sinking fund water scrip 
matures January Ist, 1900. 

It became apparent some years ago that the annual payments 
which were being made into the sinking fund would be entirely 
insufficient with their accumulations to meet the large amount 
of this kind of debt which matures in the coming financial 
year. Accordingly for several years past the appropriations 
for this purpose have been gradually increased, although there 
has been no increase during that time in the sinking fund debt, 
but on the contrary a material reduction. The appropriations 
for the sinking fund for the past five years have been :—

This year an appropriation as large as $79,000 may be 
needed, as the results attained by the sinking fund commis- 
sioners during the past year have been even less favorable than 
was anticipated a year ago. This sum is based on the suppo- 
sition that the sinking fund commissioners will be able to 
obtain par next January for the city of Boston bonds now held 
by them and two per cent on all cash which may be in their 
hands between now and that date. The amount required may 
be materially reduced, however, if the commissioners obtain a 
premium upon the sale of their bonds, or use them to exchange 
for outstanding sewer and water bonds, or discount the sewer 
bonds due April Ist, or obtain more than two per cent upon 
their money in any of the various ways open to them. 
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After next January there will be outstanding $42,000 sink- 
ing fund bonds maturing January Ist, 1900, and there will be 
in the sinking fund, bonds to the amount of $40,110 available 
to meet them, so that after that time this class of debt will 
cease to be of any importance. 

However valuable a sinking fund may be in theory, our ex- 
perience has demonstrated that as a practical matter the system 
pursued of late years of making our debt payable in annual 
proportionate payments is much more likely to produce good 
results in Brookline. | 


Interest. 

The approaching maturity of the sinking fund debt and con- 
sequent reduction in interest charge make it timely to consider 
now our interest methods and to see what means can be taken 
to decrease still further the expenditure for this purpose, 
or at all events to prevent it from increasing more than is 
absolutely necessary. The sinking fund debt has entailed 
a charge of more than $100,000 annually and when this 
ceases a much larger proportion of our. exceptional expendi- 
tures can and ought to be met from current taxes. If we 
once begin to pay for school-houses and other constantly 
recurring expenditures as we go along, the large annual debt 
payments will really reduce the debt and save interest instead 
of being offset by new borrowings of approximately equal 
amount.. It may be also that a wider market for our bonds 
can be obtained and thus our credit strengthened and lower 
rates of interest paid. Cities like New Haven, Hartford and 
Providence obtain money at lower rates than we do and very 
likely -we can profit’ by their experience; jay lee asst 
ably true that our method of putting out loans payable 
in annual proportionate payments provides a security less 
convenient and desirable for some classes of investors than a 
plain, long time bond. A larger variety of kinds of bonds 
would tend to broaden our market. Very likely it would 
attract buyers among our own citizens and other private 
investors if some of our large loans were offered in separate 
notes payable at different times and sold over the counter at 
par from time to time as occasion might be afforded. This 
or some other method could be used.to avoid a situation 
which now occurs when the whole estimated cost of an under- 
taking is appropriated, and borrowed when interest rates are 
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low, and the work is subsequently completed for less than the 
appropriation. All our loans may well be borrowed for less 
than the longest period allowed, especially when, for any rea- 
son, a loan is issued to meet liabilities previously incurred. 
Sooner or later a law is likely to be passed exempting munici- 
pal bonds from taxation. Such a law would tend to lower the 
rates at which towns can borrow money and so it is desirable 
that when such a law is passed there should not be a great 
number of bonds outstanding having a long time to run. 

The size of our interest appropriation calls for careful study 
of our methods by all citizens having knowledge or experience 
in such matters. 


State, County and Metropolitan Taxes. 

As these taxes are authorized by the state and not by the 
town, there is danger that citizens of the town will not give 
them the attention which they deserve, but will treat them 
simply as things which cannot be helped. They require wide 
knowledge, breadth of view and constant vigilance on the part 
of our representative at the State House, and intelligent sup- 
port of him by the town. 

STATE TAX. 

The whole State tax, of which Brookline now pays .02379, 
amounted last year to $1,750,000; an increase of $250,000 over 
what was anticipated in the early part of the session. The 
preliminary estimates for this year exceed those of last year 
by more than $750,000 and indicate a total State tax of at 
least $2,000,000. 

The estimates, however, include $500,000 for McTammany 
voting ‘machines and other large items which may not be 
authorized. More information will be available before the 
adjournment of the annual meeting, but at present it may be 
estimated that our State tax will be the same as last year, 
$41,632.50. The policy pursued by the state of borrowing for 
some annually recurring expenditures is sure to increase the 
State tax as time goes on. 

COUNTRY TAX. 

The Norfolk County Commissioners recommend that a tax 
of $170,000 be granted this year, as compared with $120,000 
granted last year. As Brookline pays more than 89 per cent 
of the whole Norfolk County tax the following table is of 
interest : — 
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As the bill asked for by the town requiring that county 
figures be accompanied by explanatory reports has not yet 
become law and no legislative hearing has yet been held upon 
the subject of this tax, no full explanation of these figures can 
now be given. It is understood, however, that of the increase 
in the item for highways, bridges and land damages, $9,000 is 
to pay the county’s share of the expenditures of 1894 and 1895 
for state highways, and $12,000 is to meet liabilities which 
are now outstanding by reason of an insufficient appropriation 
having been made last year to meet liabilities already incurred. 
The increase in the item for miscellaneous and contingent 
expenses is said to be to meet certain bills incurred in connec- 
tion with last year’s legislative investigation which the County 
Treasurer has thus far refused to pay. The question of the 
hability of the county for bills of this kind is pending in the 
courts. If $170,000, the amount asked for by the commissioners, 
is granted by the Legislature our share will be $60,489.07. 
Last year the amount was $42,698.17. 


METROPOLITAN SEWER TAX. 


The special commission appointed to determine ‘the propor- 
tions in which the several cities and towns in the Metropolitan 
Sewer District shall annually for the years 1896 to 1900, both 
inclusive, pay money into the treasury of the commonwealth 
to meet the interest and sinking fund requirements and the 
cost of maintenance and operation of the Metropolitan sewer 
system made its award in October last. The commissioners 
adopted the old basis of valuation for the interest and sinking 
fund requirements and population for the cost of maintenance 
and operation. By the last previous award our proportion was 
5.15 per cent of the interest and sinking fund requirements of 
the loan of $5,000,000. By the present award our proportion 
is 4.55 per cent of a total loan now authorized of $5,830,000, a 
slight increase. Our proportion of the annual cost of main- 
tenance of the Charles River valley system is 16.24 per cent, 
as compared with 14.16 per cent under the old award. The 
award was not made in season for the amount to be assessed 
upon the town last year, and we therefore owe the state for 
last year’s assessment. The town, however, anticipating that 
the assessment would be made, appropriated $15,000 at the 
last annual meeting, which sum is adequate for the purpose 
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and is still in the treasury ready to be paid whenever the 
amount is figured up and called for. 

This year a new condition of affairs is presented. The 
Charles River valley sewer, to which Brookline is tributary, 
stops at the corner of Huntington avenue and Gainsborough 
street, where it empties into the Boston main sewer. The 
city of Boston takes care of the sewage from this point to the 
sea and charges annual rental for so doing. Some time ago 
the city began to ask for a very large increase in this rental 
and the Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners and the city 
have not been able to agree upon the proper rental for the future. 
Last year Governor Greenhalge called attention to this sub- 
ject in his annual message, saying in part: “It would be well 
to consider whether it would not be economy and good policy 
for the commonwealth to take the main trunk sewer of the 
Boston improved system, from the point.in Huntington avenue 
where the Metropolitan sewer connects with it to the pumping 
station and take the pumping station and outfall sewer now 
belonging to the city of Boston as a part of the Metropolitan - 
system, and have the same thereafter maintained and operated 
by the commonwealth.” 

The matter was postponed till this year and the Metropolli- 
tan Sewerage Commissioners now recommend that the action 
suggested by Governor Greenhalge be taken, and a bill for the 
purpose is under consideration at the State House. The Select- 
men think well of the plan, and have endeavored to see that 
such a bill, if passed, shall be so drawn that the interests of the 
town shall be properly protected. The special commissioners 
above mentioned say, with reference to their award, that if the 
Boston main sewer is purchased or taken by the common- 
wealth their apportionments, “both for the Charles River 
system and for the North Metropolitan system, would un- 
doubtedly need to be recast and adjusted to the new and 
materially changed facts and financial condition which would 
then exist.” . As the matter now stands. we think the proper 
course for the town to pursue is to appropriate $15,000, the 
same as last year. , 


METROPOLITAN PARK TAX. 


A good deal of money has already been spent for Metro- 
politan Parks and Boulevards and more is constantly being 
asked for. The special commission appointed for the purpose 
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made an apportionment of the expenses for the first five years 
among the cities and towns in the district. As explained at 
the special town meeting last June, this apportionment was 
. set aside by the Legislature of 1896, and a law passed requir- 
ing that the funds needed for maintaining these parks and 
boulevards as well as for meeting interest and sinking fund 
charges till 1900, should be deducted from the money borrowed 
on long time for park purposes. This scheme has already 
made trouble by reducing the amount in the hands of the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners far below what is needed 
to meet liabilities authorized and incurred. It is now proposed 
that a further loan of $1,000,000 be authorized, to make good 
the amounts thus diverted from their original purposes. 

It seems to the Selectmen, however, that it is a vicious 
policy to borrow money for forty years to pay for ordinary 
running expenses. It would be much better to begin at once 
to pay something instead of rolling up an artificially increased 
debt. <A bill providing that payments shall begin at once has 
been prepared and is pending in the Legislature. If this is 
passed, an appropriation amounting to perhaps $8,000 will be 
required, as five yearly assessments must now be paid in three 
installments. 

Appropriations. 

The annual appropriations recommended in the following 
table, together with the amounts of those special appropria- 
tions which it is proposed shall be paid from this year’s taxes 
and receipts, amount to $993,931.57 compared with total 
charges against the taxes and receipts of previous years, as 
follows :—

These figures taken in connection with the probable receipts 
indicate that the tax rate will be about the same as it was 
last year, but as several large items depend upon the action 
of the Legislature, the basis of this preliminary estimate may 
be materially changed before the time comes for voting the 
appropriations.

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New Streets and Widenings. 

Shailer street has been laid out and accepted, having been 
constructed without charge to the town. (See Town Engin- 
eer’s report.) 

Chestnut street and Clark road extensions, laid out and 
accepted October, 1895, and referred to by the Superintendent 
of Streets in his report for that year, have been finished and 
opened to travel. The cost to the town of these extensions 
was $3000. 


Widening Washington Street in the Village. 

The unfinished sidewalk on the southerly side of the street 
has been laid and the northerly sidewalk repaired, and this 
completes the work connected with the widening. 

Further particulars in relation to these streets may be fun 
. in the report of the Superintendent of Streets. 

All streets heretofore laid out and accepted have been con- 
structed, and all claims for land damage connected therewith 
have been settled and paid, except an award of $18.00 made to 
an abutter on Webster street. The total cost of this street was 
$5328.82. This street was laid out under the provisions of law 
authorizing the assessment of betterments, and betterments 
amounting to $2892 have been assessed upon owners of abut- 
ting property. 

Highway Department. 

As usual, the report of the Superintendent of Streets de- 
scribes very fully and clearly the operations and expenses of 
this very important department for the past year. 

The suggestion that some action be taken in reference to a 
new stable on the Nahum Smith lot is renewed. This matter 
has been called to the attention of the town in previous reports 
of the Selectmen, and the time seems to have arrived when 
definite action should be taken. The securing of ledges in the 
south part of the town, also merits serious consideration. 


Poles and Wires. 


Further progress has been made in putting the fire and 
police alarm wires under ground and another appropriation of 
$1,500 for this work is recommended. The special wires of 
the Water Department are in the territory where the work 
of the coming year is to be done, and it may be well to have 
them buried also as there is ample room for them in the duct 
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reserved by the town in the conduit put in by the telephone 
company. It will be seen by reference to the report of the 
Superintendent of Wires that it is now practicable to remove 
or bury the wires on Beacon street, beetween Coolidge’s Cor- 
.ner and St. Mary’s street, and it is expected that this long- 
desired result will be reached during the coming year. 


Street Lights. 


Twenty-one new lights have been added during the year, of 
which nine are arc, two incandescent, five gas and five naphtha. 
Our present lights are 241 arc, 6 incandescent, 225 gas and 121 
naphtha. To pay for existing lights at present prices will cost 
nearly $43,500, exclusive of incidental expenses, and if no better 
arrangement can be made than now exists an appropriation of 
$46,500 will be needed if reasonable demands for new lights 
are to be met. © 

The report of Mr. Matthews, printed and distributed in 
connection with the last town meeting, is being called for from 
all parts of the country. The argument made by Mr. Mat- 
thews last year in behalf of the town, for a change in the pur- 
chasing clauses of the municipal lighting law, is also in print 
and contains the reasons for such a change so fully that the 
Selectmen have not felt that any expenditure of money in this 
direction was required this year. A bill relating to this mat- 
ter has been introduced in the Legislature by a representative 
from Brockton and is now pending. We cannot recommend 
that the town should go into the municipal lighting business 
while the law remains as it is. 

It came to our notice that an improved form of Welsbach 
gas light is being used on the Western Boulevard in New 
York, and it was found on inquiry that lights of this kind are 
beginning to be substituted for arc electric lights in Berlin and 
in other places where the subject of street lighting has been 
much considered. It is claimed that this newest kind of street 
light is superior to anything which has preceded it because it is 
very bright and can also be well diffused. Recently an exhi- 
bition of these lights has been given on Beacon street, in Bos- 
ton, and the Selectmen have arranged for a similar exhibition 
in Brookline, so that the citizens may judge of their merits for 
themselves. Three of these lights are said to be more effec- 
tive in lighting a street than one arc light. The following 
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proposition has been received. The prices include the cost of 
gas and the company makes its own arrangements with the 
gas company. - | 3

Guide Boards. 


The guide-boards heretofore reported are still maintained, 
and in our opinion are sufficient for the present. 
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Sewers. 

The general sewer appropriation for the year 1896 was $25,- 
000. Amount spent, $23,043.57. The balance unexpended; 
including a receipt of $7.00, is $1963.43. Sewer assessments 

levied, $22,816.51. . 

All sewers laid out or ordered to date have been constructed. 
As it is impossible to tell with any degree of certainty what 
amount of money may be needed for sewer construction this 
year, we recommend the same appropriation as last year. 


Brook Channels. 

Under a decree of the Board of Health passed in February, 
1896, Saw Mill Brook, between Heath street and Woodland 
road, has been improved and the cost thereof assessed upon the 
owners of abutting property benefited thereby, as provided by 
Section 32, Chapter 80, of the Public Statutes. 

The construction of Smelt Brook channel begun in the fall 
of 1895 has been finished. 

‘The Tannery Brook channel, so called, between Park and 
Beacon streets, as laid out and accepted at the annual town 
meeting held March 31st, 1896, has been constructed. 

The channel for the Village Brook alongside the Boston and 
Albany railroad from the estate of A. J. Cusick to Cypress 
street, as laid out and accepted at the last annual town meet- 
ing, was commenced in the early summer and is now nearly 
completed. 

The usual tables of sewer construction and a more extended 
description of the work done and to be done in connection 
‘ with the brook channels here referred to will be found in the 
report of the Town Engineer printed herewith. 

Chestnut-street Brook, Smelt Brook and Tannery Brook 
channels were laid out under the betterment law, and better- 
ments have been assessed therefor upon estates benefited. 


Police Department. 

The size of the police force has been increased very rapidly 
of late years. The number of the patrolmen on January 31st 
has been as follows:

We. recommend a further increase of four men, and have 

asked for an appropriation accordingly. If these appointments 
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are promptly made there will have been an increase of over 63 
per cent in the number of patrolmen within four years. This 
is the only department for which civil service examinations 
have as yet been held, and they are found to work in a satis- 
factory manner. The pay of our policemen is higher than in 
neighboring municipalities except Boston, and the high and 
steady pay causes great numbers of applicants to take the civil 
service examinations. The department is an efficient one and 
with the proposed increase our force should be the most 
efficient in the state, and such a terror to evil-doers of all kinds 
that Brookline should have a reputation far and wide as a 
place for such people to avoid. | 

We refer to the report of the Chief of Police for full infor- 
mation of the work of the department during the year. 


Fire Department. 

The apparatus is in good condition, and the department is 
efficient. We have not been able to procure a site near Aspin- 
wall Hill for an engine-house, as all land in that vicinity is 
restricted; but with the hydrants added during the year, and 
the new fire-engine (No. 2) on Devotion street, we can give good 
service in that neighborhood. 

A petition has been received for an increase in the pay of 
call men from $75 to $100 a year. A new hook and ladder 
truck is asked for by the Fire Engineers, and some new hose 
must be obtained. 

The estimates for the ordinary running expenses and for 
the changes and additions proposed are as follows. The 
increase in the ordinary expenses is due to the employment of - 
additional permanent men to manage the new steamer.

Fire and Police Alarm Telegraph. 


This system is in good working order but can be further 
improved by putting in a storage battery for the fire alarm 
service, which we think would be an economical thing to do. 
Four new boxes are asked for, two for police signals and two 
for fire alarms. It has been urged for some years that a large 
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bell be placed on the Town Hall. This would make two 
strikers now in use unnecessary. Full details are to be found 
in the report of the Superintendent.

Repairs of Town Buildings. 

The appropriation for this purpose was $3,000; the amount 
spent, $2,279.04. Repairs have been made as follows :— 

Hire Department Buildings: Chemical House — Ceilings 
whitened in part. Combination House— New stall and stable 
floors, and gutters; plumbing repaired; ceilings whitened. 
Hose 2, and H. and L. House— Doors repaired and painted ; 
stall and stable floors renewed and plumbing repaired. Hose 
1 House— Doors repaired and painted, roofs repaired, new 
stall and stable floor; ceilings whitened. Hose 3 House— 
New covering for manure pit and bulk-head ; ceilings whitened. 
_ Almshouse: New sills to stable in part, new doors and 
general repairs, plumbing work in house, etc., etc. 

Drill Shed: New sill and new floor in part. 

Town Hall: Steps and portions of building pointed. 

School Buildings: High School—Tower and roof, damaged. 
by lightning, repaired, and drain repaired. Manual Training 
School — New outside windows and screens, and roof repaired. 

The outside repairs of the other school buildings have been 
mainly repairing of roofs, gutters and conductors, and reset- 
ting broken glass, and these repairs have been made on all the 
school buildings. Inside repairs of school buildings are made 
by the School Committee. 


Legislation. 

The Longwood-avenue bridge bill and the various bills 
relating to county affairs, which the Selectmen were instructed 
to petition the Legislature for, have been duly presented, 
but it is too early in the session to make a complete report at 
this time. Many nieasures of importance to the town are 
pending in the Legislature, and there are almost daily hearings 
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at the State House upon a great variety of constantly fluetuat- 
ing propositions, which seriously affect our interests. Much 
time and attention have been given to these matters as they 
cannot safely be lost sight of or neglected in their early stages. 
Some of these are referred to in that part of our report 
which relates to State, County and Metropolitan taxes. 


Suits to Which the Town is a Party. 
In these matters Charles A. Williams, Esq., has been 
employed as counsel. His report published herewith is referred 
to for information upon this subject. 


Salaries. 

There has been no general revision of the salaries paid to 
town officers for a number of years. The Assessors have 
requested us to recommend an increase in their salaries and 
have presented strong reasons for such an increase, but it is, 
perhaps, hardly proper for the Selectmen to recommend 
changes in the salaries of other officers, and we do not wish 
to recommend an increase in this single case without a com- 
prehensive revision of all the salaries.

REPORT ONZSUITS TO WHICH THE TOWN 
IS A PARTY. | 


Fresruary 6, 1897.

Chairman Board of Selectmen :— 


Dear Str,—I report as follows concerning the suits I have 
had charge of for the town : — 


First. . 
James McDonnell vs. Brookline. 
No action has been taken by the plaintiff in this case, and 
I have nothing to add to my last report. | 


Second. 
Mary E. Corbett et al. vs. Brookline. 
Daniel A. Lynch vs. Brookline. 


These were petitions for assessment of land damages for 
land taken from the petitioners for the extension of the town’s 
water supply. The cases were tried together before Messrs. 
George William Estabrook, Richard M. Saltonstall and Lewis 
G. Farmer, who were appointed by the court as commissioners 
to assess the damages. 

These cases were tried at great length, the hearings extend- 
ing over a number of days, and two views of the land were 
taken. The commissioners made their awards of damages, 
and the cases were afterwards settled by the payment to the 
petitioners of the amounts which had been awarded by the 
commissioners, with the interest and costs, and the parties 
were thereby saved the expense of jury trials. 

In the Corbett case the amount paid by the town was 
$4,808.25 for a little less than six acres of land lying directly 
on the banks of the Charles River, nearly opposite the pumping 
station. 

In the Lynch case the amount paid by the town for about 
nineteen acres of upland situated further from the river than 
the Corbett land, and for about five acres of meadow land, was 
$9,870.99. i 
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In both cases the sums above mentioned included interest 
and costs. In these cases the amounts claimed by the peti- 
tioners were very largely in excess of the sums awarded by 
the commissioners, in the Lynch case the amount claimed 
being about $40,000. 


Third. 
Henry P. Nawn vs. Brookline. 

This case is an action of contract brought to recover about 
$13,000, which the plaintiff, who was the contractor for the 
macadamizing of the roads and walks of the Brookline part of 
the Muddy River Improvement, says he was obliged to expend 
in doing work which was not called for by his contract, and 
which he says would not have been necessary but for the 
failure of the town to do its part of the work properly. 

There have been a number of hearings before Hon. Edmund 
H. Bennett, who was appointed by the court as auditor to hear 
the case. The plaintiff has completed the presentation before 
the auditor of his side of the case, and the counsel for the 
town has raised the question whether the plaintiff, on the evi- 
dence presented by him, is entitled to recover as a matter of 
law. This question has been argued before the auditor, and I 
am now awaiting his decision. 


Fourth. . 
Mary Miskell et al. vs. Brookline. 

This was a petition brought to recover damages for land 
taken for the widening of Washington street. Preparation 
was made for the trial of the case, but it was finally settled, 
and the proper entry discharging the town was made on the 
docket of the court. 

The award of damages made by the Selectmen was $5,000, 
and the case was settled by the payment by the town of the 
sum of $6,705. Of the $1,705 paid in addition to the award 
$705 was for interest. 


Fifth. 
Patrick Tonra vs. Brookline. 
This was an action of tort brought to recover damages for 


injuries which the plaintiff alleged that he sustained while at 
work on a sewer of the town on Naples road. 
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I believed that the town had a good defence to this action, 
but the plaintiff's injury was severe, although not of a perma- 
nent character, and it-seemed best, upon the whole, to settle 
the case upon the payment of a small sum, to avoid the risk 
and expense of a trial. The town accordingly paid the plain- 
tiff $150, and the proper entry discharging the town was made 
on the docket of the court. 


Sixth. . 
Mary W. Gardner vs. Brookline. 

This is a petition brought to recover damages for land taken 
by the town for the extension of its water supply. The court 
appointed as commissioners to assess the plaintiffs damages 
Messrs. George William Estabrook, Hiram P. Harriman and 
Joseph B. Warner. 

The case has been tried before the commissioners, and I am 
now awaiting their decision. 


Seventh. 
Cassius Clay Powers vs. Brookline. 

This was an action of contract brought to recover the sewer © 
assessment levied upon the petitioner’s land on University 
road, and paid by the petitioner under protest. 

The court having decided on certiorari proceedings brought 
by other parties that the action of the Selectmen in levying 
this assessment was legal, the plaintiff in this case felt himself 
bound by that decision, and consented to the entry of judg- 
ment for the town without any trial. | 


Eighth. 
The Town of Brookline by its Board of Selectmen 
vs. Henry S. Hatch. 


This was a bill in equity brought to restrain the defendant 
from keeping more than four horses on his premises on Aspin- 
wall avenue without a license from the Selectmen. ; 
“SAs stated in my last report, the case was heard before Mr. 
Justice Morton of the Supreme Judicial Court, and he made 
a decree in favor of the town. The defendant appealed to the 
full bench of that court. The case was argued in November 
last, and the court has rendered a decision affirming the decree 
made by Mr. Justice Morton in favor of the town. 
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Ninth. 
Fillen J. Mealey vs. Brookline. 


This was an action brought by the plaintiff to recover dam- 
ages for injuries received while walking on the sidewalk on 
Walnut street, near the corner of High street, owing to an 
alleged defect in said sidewalk. 

The plaintiff claimed that there was a hole in the concrete 
of the sidewalk, which had been allowed to remain for a long 
space of time; that she caught her foot in this hole, fell and 
sprained her ankle, and was, in consequence, confined to the 

house for some time, suffered considerable pain, and incurred 
- considerable expense for doctor’s services, ete. 

After a careful examination of the facts I recommended the 
settlement of this case by the payment of $175. This pay- 
ment was made before the entry of the writ, and the proper 
release taken for the discharge of the town from liability. 


Tenth. 
Town of Brookline vs. Daniel A. Lynch. 


This was a bill in equity, which was brought originally by 
the town to compel the defendant to remove from land which 
had been taken from him by the town for the extension of its 
water supply, certain pigs and other animals which the defend- 
ant was keeping on the land, and also to require him to remove 
from the land so taken a windmill which he had erected upon 
it since the taking. 

The defendant removed his pigs and other animals very 
shortly after the filing of the bill against him, but did not 
remove the windmill, and filed an answer in which he claimed 
the right to maintain the windmill on the land which had been 
taken, notwithstanding the fact that the town had taken said 
land. 

The case accordingly came up before Mr. Justice Barker in 
the Supreme Judicial Court for trial of the question of Mr. 
Lynch’s right to maintain the windmill, and Mr. Justice Barker 
decided that Mr. Lynch had no right to maintain the windmill, 
and ordered a decree to be entered, requiring him to remove it. 

It has been intimated to me that the plaintiff may appeal 
from this decision to the full bench. 
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Eleventh. 
Stephen A. Ferrin vs. Brookline. 


This is an action of tort for injuries alleged to have been 
received by the plaintiff by being thrown from a carriage in 
which he was driving on Beacon street. The action has just 
been entered in court, and cannot come up for trial for some 
months. 


Twelfth. 
Eugene B. Stoddard vs. Brookline. 


Willett M. Clark vs. Brookline. 


These are two actions brought by the plaintiffs for injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiffs being thrown 
from a carriage in which they were driving on Boylston street 
in Brookline. 

As the alleged defect in these cases, if it was a defect, was 
due to the action of the city of Boston in laying its water 
pipes through said street, I have notified the authorities of the 
city to come in and defend the cases. 

Ihave had a conference with the counsel for the city in 
regard to the matter, but they have not yet decided whether 
they will assume the defence of these actions or leave that to 
be done by the counsel for the town. I have, however, notified 
them that, if any damages are recovered, we shall hold the city 
responsible to pay the same and all expenses, and have afforded 
them every opportunity to undertake the defence and entire 
management of the cases if they desire to do so. 


Thirteenth. 
Peter Graffam vs. Brookline. 


This is a petition just brought, and returnable in March in 
the Superior Court, in which the plaintiff seeks to recover 
damages for land taken for the laying out and improvement 
of Smelt Brook. The earliest time when the case can be tried 
will be the May term of the court at Dedham. 

It will be understood, of course, that all settlements of cases 
which have been made were made after consultation with your 
Board.

My report on the matter of the liquor traffic of last year is 
applicable this year. The worst form of illegal liquor traffic 
is that of selling and delivering from express and other wagons. 
In the present statute law the lines are so finely drawn that in 
most cases we fail to secure convictions. Action is now being 
taken in the Legislature, to the end that the law in these cases 
may be more closely defined. It is important that a change in 
the law in this direction should -be had. | 

There have been but few well authenticated cases of vio- 
lation of the liquor laws, the past year. Several seizures have 
been made from so-called kitchen barrooms. In most of these 
cases the evidence was insufficient to secure a conviction. The 
several licensed druggists, so far as I have been able to 
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ascertain, have conducted their business in a legal manner. 
The number of arrests for drunkenness has been forty-one less 
than last year. 

Our electric (Gamewell) police signal system, a very impor- 
tant adjunct to our police service, has, under the skilled 
manipulation of Supt. Davis, given very satisfactory service. 


Mounted Service. 

The mounted police service has been well maintained the 
past year. This service has been notably valuable on the 
Riverdale Parkway in the driving season, as well as on the 
Beacon Boulevard. The streets in the south part of the town— 
the outlying districts, are patrolled by mounted officers. 

There has been a large number of absentees from duty by 
reason of illness, in the past year. I strongly recommend that 
your honorable board select and appoint some physician of 
the town to visit officers who are reported sick or disabled; 
a physician who will act independently of the patient, and 
for the best interests of the police service. 

The Inspector of Police has, as in former years, done excellent 
work in many directions. His untiring industry and persever- 
ance are worthy of special note. 

Several dwelling houses have been entered and robbed in 
the last two or three months. The amount of property stolen 
has been of little moment, compared with the nervous disturb- 
ance and mental unrest of our citizens. The reputation of the 
town for large personal wealth is probably well known to the 
expert burglar and thief, hence the necessity for increased 
police protection. 

The care of vacant houses during the summer or vacation 
season, devolves on this department. That they received 
proper attention the past season is conclusive from the fact 
that of the three hundred and forty-nine reported vacant, and 
for which police protection was asked, not one of these was 
molested. This duty calls for a great deal of time and labor 
on the part of the sergeants and patrolmen. 

As I see no reason to change my opinion expressed last year, 
regarding an increase of the force, I most respectfully recom- 
mend a sufficient increase to enable us to establish two new 
routes (night routes), one at the vicinity of Norfolk road, 
upper Boylston and Heath streets (the Holyhood district), and 
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another in the more densely inhabited part of the town, thereby 
shortening several of the routes, now much too long. This 
would require four additional patrolmen and the same appro- 
priation as last year. 

We have a well equipped police department, with four horses, 
patrol and other wagon, and an ambulance which is not excelled 
in the state of Massachusetts, and other first-class equipments. 


Our Station House. 

This is most emphatically a “ back number,” and I would in 
the strongest manner urge on your honorable board the necessity 
of taking a vigorous and decided stand in favor of a new 
Station House, until the town shall realize this need, and 
furnish us the accommodations to which we are entitled. 


The Force. 

The conduct and discipline of the force, with few exceptions, 
has been very good the past year. 

The men have done a large amount of extra duty, especially 
in the last two or three months, which has been done cheerfully. 
Much good work has been done the past year. <A police officer 
should be civil and courteous at all times, and so conduct 
himself as to insure the moral support of law-abiding citizens, 
but he who is everybody’s friend is usually better adapted to 
other occupation than that of police work. 

Many of our citizens have but remote idea of the multifarious 
duties that a police officer is called on to perform. He is ex- 
pected to patrol our streets day and night—in the severest 
storms as well as in sunshine, he is expected to guard your 
lives and property (although his beat may be miles in length) 
while you sleep.. He must be present at all times and on all 
occasions at all large gatherings, at all fires to give assistance 
and preserve order, to attend to the wants of all injured per- 
sons, and lost children; he must report all street lights not 
burning, look after the violation of all town ordinances or by- 
laws. In fact, from no other department of municipal goyern- 
ment is so much expected nor is there any that so much needs 
the encouragement of all law-abiding citizens. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the entire force for their 
cooperation and loyal service. And you, gentlemen of the 
board, for the uniform courtesy and support you have given me.

AND SEWERS. 





Brooxxink, Feb. 8th, 1897. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN : —I respectfully submit my twenty-first annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred in the High- 
way Department for the year ending January 31st, 1897. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways was $56,000 and receipts. At the special 
town meeting held December 16th, 1896, an additional amount 
of $4,000 was appropriated. The amount received from sun- 
dry parties for labor and material furnished, and from other 
departments and special appropriations for use of horses, and 
for material prepared at the expense of the Highway Depart- 
ment, was $2,265.10. The gross amount expended was 
$62,175.21, and the details of this expenditure are as follows :—

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Mr. Fred B. Richardson was appointed assistant superinten- 
dent and has performed his duties very satisfactorily. 

During the year two horses have died and one has been 
exchanged. Three horses have been bought, two of which 
were for highway work, and one for collecting ashes, which 
- was paid for out of the appropriation for the Health Depart- 
ment. » This department now owns 21 working horses and one 
driving horse. The horses, of the Superintendent and his 
assistant are boarded at the town stables, making the whole 
number 24. Some of these are past their usefulness, and must 
be exchanged for younger horses during the coming season. 
Seven of the horses are kept in the old barn on the Nahum 
Smith lot on Harvard street ; the accommodations at this place 
are quite inadequate, and the building is an eyesore to the 
neighborhood. I renew my suggestion of a year ago, that plans 
and estimates of the cost of a suitable stable to be erected on 
this lot be procured. 

The sectional method of caring for the streets has been con- 
tinued in the northerly and central portions of the town with 
good results. It will be well, I think, to add at least one more 
section. 

The care of the bridges was placed in the hands of the Town 
Engineer, under whose direction all the iron work of the vari- 
ous bridges has been scraped and thoroughly painted. An 
arrangement with him provides that the bridge coverings shall 
be looked after by this department as heretofore. 

The guide boards heretofore reported to the town, num- 
bered from 1 to 78, have been maintained, and are in good 
condition. They seem to be all that are needed. 

The long deferred work of resurfacing Beacon street was 
undertaken this year, and has been nearly completed. The 
northerly roadway was resurfaced from Pleasant street to 
Washington street, and from Tappan street nearly to the town 
line. The gutters on this roadway were repaved from oppo- 
site Marion street to Washington street. The southerly road- 
Way was resurfaced from midway between Hawes street and 
Kent street to Harvard street, and from Marion street to Engle- 
wood avenue. The northerly roadway from St. Paul street 
to Pleasant street, and from Washington street to Tappan 
street, and for a short distance at the town line, remains to be 
done; the broken stone is already prepared, and the work

will require but a short time in the spring. That part of the 
southerly roadway between Harvard street and Marion street 
has been pretty well patched, and but little more labor will be 
required on it. That part between Englewood avenue and the 
town line does not as yet require any thorough resurfacing. 
The gutters will need to be repaved over a great deal of the 
distance. i ' 

The material used was the conglomerate stone from the 
Brighton ledges, which is the most available for our purposes, 
but which does not wear as uniformly smooth as the harder 
and more homogeneous trap rock. On the northerly roadway, 
between Marion street and Lancaster terrace, the experiment 
was tried of surfacing two pieces of practically the same length, 
which are exposed to the same conditions, with different kinds 
of stone, using on one piece the Brighton conglomerate, and on 
the other the Salem trap. It will be interesting to note the 
results. 

Two 48” main water pipes were laid in Beacon street during 
the summer by the Metropolitan Water Board. Both pipes 
were laid in the bridle path from the town line near the Chest- 
nut Hill reservoir to Washington street. The northerly pipe 
was continued in the bridle path to a point opposite Summit 
avenue, where it crossed the railroad location, and was laid in 
the northerly roadway as far as Winchester street, where it 
stopped. This pipe will eventually be carried through Win- 
chester or Center street and Harvard street to Allston. The 
other pipe was laid in the southerly roadway from Washington 
street to Pleasant street; it then crossed the railroad location, 
and was laid in the northerly roadway as far as St. Paul street, 
and was continued through St. Paul street to the town line 
at Commonwealth avenue. 

The city of Boston authorized the expenditure of a small 
sum of money for putting Boylston street near Fisher avenue 
in a better condition than it was left in after the 48” pipe was 
laid last year. The cost of the work amounted to $185.17, 
which has been paid by the city. It will be necessary in the 
near future to do considerable work on Walnut and Washing- 
ton streets where this large water pipe was laid, and, as much 
of the work is directly due to the fact that the street was torn 
up by the city of Boston for the purpose of laying this pipe, a 
demand has been made upon the city for the estimated cost of — 
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putting these streets in the condition which they were in 
prior to their occupancy by the city. The question is still 
pending between us, but an early settlement is expected. 

In widening Commonwealth avenue, it was necessary to re- 
build the bridge over the Boston and Albany railroad, at Cot- 
tage Farm station, and the work was done by the city of 
Boston. The grade of the bridge at Essex street was raised 
nearly two feet without consultation with us, and this made 
necessary the construction of two catch basins and the rebuild- 
ing of Essex street for a distance of some 250 feet, to conform 
to the new grade. This change of grade, and reconstruction 
of that part of Essex street, seemed to be a part of the cost of 
the bridge, and a bill for the cost of the work, amounting to 
$538.51, has been sent to the Street Department of the city of 
Boston. 

The Metropolitan Water Board has intimated its purpose to 
lay another large pipe from Chestnut Hill pumping station 
through our streets in the southerly part of the town, but has 
not yet notified us of the route it proposes to follow. The city 
of Boston has notified us of its intention to lay another pipe in 
Fisher avenue, and will probably do the work early in the 
coming season. We cannot prevent the occupancy of our 
streets for this purpose, but we can insist that the work shall 
be so done that we will not be put to any expense by reason of 
such occupancy. 

The reconstruction and widening of Commonwealth avenue 
rendered a change necessary at the northerly end of Babcock 
street. An order was passed in your board for the construc- 
tion of two catch basins at this point, but very soon after the 
ground froze up solid, and they have not been built. They 
should be built as early as possible in the spring, and the lower 
end of Babcock street can then be put in a much better condi- 
tion than it has been in for the last year or two. 

Browne street, between Pleasant street and St. Paul street, 
should be rebuilt at as early a date as possible. 

Portions of Longwood avenue are much in need of early 
attention. 

As the roads on the hillsides are built upon, the need of 
paved gutters on these streets is more pressing, and some- 
thing should be done in this direction during the coming sea- 
son. The cost of this work is necessarily much more than in 
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years past, as the cobble stones which were formerly found in 
abundance in the various gravel banks can no longer be pro- 
cured, and it is necessary to use something more expensive. 

The new stone crushing plant at Westminster Ledge on 
Washington street, in the Brighton district, has been worked 
nearly to its full capacity for the whole year, and the results 
have been quite satisfactory. By the terms of our lease we 
may remain here for nearly two years more. It will be well 
to consult with the Park Commissioners, with a view to secure 
some of the trap ledges in the southerly part of the town, 
before changes in ownership make this more difficult.

A crossing of granite flagstone was laid across Browne 
street at Still street. } 

A crossing of coal-tar concrete was laid across Villa lane at 
Morss avenue. 

Considerable was done in the way of repairs, but it will be 
necessary during the coming year to spend a much larger 
amount than usual for this item, as many of the crossings 
which were laid twenty or more years ago are in very poor 
condition and should be repaved; the large granite blocks 
used at that time should be discarded, and small blocks be sub- 
stituted.for them. These cross-walks are much the roughest 
part of our streets and should receive more attention. 


New Streets. 
Cuestnut SrreEr anp Crark Roap extensions, which 
together form a continuous road between Walnut and Boylston 
streets, through the land of M. P. Kennard, which were 
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reported a year ago as having been carried to the sub-grade, have 
been finished with gravel sidewalks, paved gutters and a Tel- 
ford macadam roadway with a plank walk on the easterly side. 
The street is now in very good condition and has been opened 
to travel since June 6, 1896. 


Special Appropriations. 

IMPROVEMENT OF Boyuston StrREET. The balance of $941.65 
reported a year ago as unexpended has not been used; as the 
question of widening this street has not been definitely settled, 
it seemed unwise to make any large expenditure while the 
matter is pending. 


WESTBOURNE TERRACE AND BartLteTr Crescent. The 
work of putting these roads in proper condition is practically 
finished. There is a balance unexpended of $213.12, and as 
the money was paid in by the late E. D. Jordan for the express 
purpose of putting these roads in proper condition, I recom- 
mend that the balance be carried into the new year’s accounts. 


WASHINGTON STREET WipENtING. The unexpended balance 
of this appropriation, amounting to $576.30, was used in finish- 
ing the brick sidewalk on the southerly side of the street, in 
front of the estates of Messrs. Maher and Nagle, and in relay- 
ing and repairing the concrete sidewalk on the northerly side. 
The edgestones on the northerly side were reset; the cost of 
this was paid for out of the appropriation for sidewalks. 


Watering Streets. 

Twenty-two teams were employed in this work, besides the 
teams of the fire department, which continue to sprinkle 
limited sections near the houses. Applications were received 
early in the season from very many parties for employment, 
and as many of the applicants offered to do the work for less 
than the town had been paying, the pay was fixed at $100 per 
month, which rate included sprinkling on Sundays when 
necessary. The service has improved somewhat during the 
year, and fewer complaints of excessive watering have been 
received. By reason of the lessened cost, and the fact that 
practically no sprinkling was required in November, the bal- 
ance unexpended is larger than it otherwise would have been. 
The appropriation for watering streets was $17,000, and 
$14,963.80 was expended. | 
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Sidewalks. 


The kind and amount of work done on sidewalks is shown 
in the following table, which does not contain the small 
patching on brick and concrete walks, nor the repairs of plank 
walks. When plank walks have been rebuilt with old stock, 
the work has been considered in the nature of repairs, and is 
not included in the table.

The appropriation for sidewalks was $16,000, and the 
expenditure, given in detail in the Treasurer’s report, was as 
follows : —

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Artificial stone walks are growing rapidly in public favor, 
and when properly laid are handsome and durable. Many of 
our citizens have laid them in front of their premises, and 
in most cases an allowance of the cost of bricks or coal-tar 
concrete was made. The chief fault with those already laid is 
their liability to crack under the action of frost. If payment of 
the allowance was made only after at least one winter had 
passed, more attention would perhaps be given to the founda- 
tion, which is a most important part of the construction of 
any permanent sidewalk. 
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Care of Sewers. 

The usual work of caring for the sewers, catch basins and 
drains was done at a cost of $3,403.09. No trouble has been 
met with during the year, and everything connected with the 
sewer system is in good working condition. The repairs on 
the main sewer spoken of last year have been made. The 
new brook on Washington street and Morss avenue built two 
years ago has been thoroughly cleaned out as far as Leverett 
Pond, and as the brook is now covered as far as Cypress 
street, it is thought that the expense of keeping this brook 
clean will be very small in the future. The cost of cleaning 
out the various siphons will naturally increase with each year. 
It is difficult even now to find places where the contents of 
these siphons can be dumped, without serious objection from 
those living in the neighborhood. 

We are now engaged in cleaning the Brook street sewer, 
where we find a deposit averaging over one foot in depth, and 
propose to continue the work down the main sewer. 


Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting ashes and dry dirt throughout the 
town was $7,401.59, which includes the horse hire. The 
greater part of that collected around Harvard, Beacon and 
School streets is used for filling in the Longwood playground ; 
the rest is given to parties owning the nearest dumps. In 
accordance with an order passed January 25th, 1897, an effort 
is now being made to prevent the placing of barrels on the 
sidewalks before the day on which they are to be collected. 
This work is necessarily offensive, but we try to make it as 
little objectionable as possible to our citizens. If householders 
would burn waste paper and other combustible matter on 
their own premises, one very disagreeable feature would be 
eliminated, and less objection would be made to dumping in 
many places. 


Care of Public Grounds and Sundries. 
In April the care of public grounds was transferred from 
the Selectmen’s department to the Park Commissioners. Up 
to that time $202.91 had been expended, most of which was 
for the skating ground for the children on the Cypress-street 
playground, and the usual spring cleaning of the various lots. 
In connection with the Cypress-street playground, it might be 
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well to say that as the northerly side of Davis avenue is closely 
built upon, and as the town owns the land on the westerly 
side of Gorham avenue and the southerly side of Tappan street, 
it seems in every way desirable to improve the appearance of 
the playground by extending the curbstone entirely around it. 
Tappan street between the bath house and the Brookline Hills 
station should be put in better condition, as the town owns all 
the land on each side of the street. 

The grading of the grounds around the new High School 
building was completed by this department. The amount 
expended this year was $607.49. 

The grounds around the new school-house on Druce street 
were graded. The work is not yet finished. It has cost 
so far $989.23. 

Sundry work in connection with the Tannery Brook, so 
called, amounting to $165, was done by this department. 

The grading of the lots between the Village Brook and Boyl- 
ston street was done at a cost of $1148.28, which was charged 
to the appropriation for building the Village Brook. 

The grounds around the Bath House were partially graded, 
the cost so far being $155.66. 

Sundry work in connection with building new sewers was 
done, and the cost, amounting to $116.27, was charged to the 
appropriation for sewers. 

The work of this department, in connection with repairs of 
public buildings, and labor at the Town Hall, amounted to 
$82.42. 

Sundry other work, amounting in the aggregate to $207.60, 
was done, and the cost was charged to the proper appropriations. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is on file in this office.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
WIRES AND LIGHTS. 





_ Brooking, Jan. 31, 1897. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 
GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the eighth annual 
report of the fire-alarm and police telegraph, lights and wires. 


Fire Alarm System. 

The number of boxes connected and working in the fire- 
alarm circuits is forty-one, two having been added during the 
year. Forty of these are in the various highways and one is 
placed in the Town Hall, which is used for sounding the 
signal for no school, and also as a special box for the building. 

One box was ordered and connected in May, on Francis 
street opposite Harrison street, No. 312. The second was 
ordered and connected December 23d, on Summit avenue and 
Mason terrace; this was put in at a special request of the 
engineers and citizens in that vicinity. 

The line wires of the fire alarm and police telegraph were 
rearranged, in order to connect with the wires to be placed 
under ground, both of which were run in loops “cutting out 
all belt lines,” enabling us to locate trouble quicker and keep 
more of the circuit in working order while repairing breaks. 

Numerous complaints come from the call men, school chil- 
dren and their parents, stating that they do not hear the alarm, 
and asking if there is not some way to improve it. I would 
recommend that a bell (weighing not less than 4,000 pounds) 
be placed on the Town Hall, and that the bells new in use on 
Hose house No. 1 and Hose house No. 2 be dispensed with,— 
exchanging the strikers in use at present for a new one, which 
would be placed in connection with the new bell. The cost of 
this would not exceed $1,500. 

The storage battery used on the police signal has given such 
perfect satisfaction, I think it would be well to adopt one of 
the same kind for the fire alarm; it is cleaner, gives a more con- 
stant current, and is more economical. Itherefore recommend 
to your committee that a sufficient sum be appropriated for 
this purpose. 
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A number of the first boxes placed in the town have had the 
old Barrett break-wheels removed, and the new and improved 
Gardner wheels put in their places. 

The Engineers in their report recommend that two new 
boxes be added next year, and placed as follows,—one on 
Beacon street, near Kent or Hawes street, and one on Lancaster 
terrace near Mason terrace. 


Police Signal Telegraph. 
This system at present is giving better satisfaction than ever, 
and is in good condition. 
The change of line wires, as previously stated, has so over- 
come the induction from electric light wires, that it is hardly 
noticeable in talking from the boxes to the station. 


Several committees from other places have visited here, and 
expressed their pleasure in finding our lines so clear. From 
reports and inquiries I find other cities and towns are troubled 
a great deal by high-tension wires. 


Last year your committee recommended that the storage 
battery be used on this system, The Holtzer-Cabot Elect.jic 
Company agreeing to furnish the same for $475, which included 
seventy-two cells of battery, a four-circuit slate switch board, 
alternate motor and generator, the same to be set up ready for 
use. This work was finished June 21st, and the change from 
gravity batteries to this system was then made. The numbers 
of several boxes were changed last year, in order to have them 
correspond with the different circuits. 


In anticipation of an increase in the number of patrolmen 
on the police force, the changing of locations of several boxes 
has been brought to my attention, and is recommended by the 
Chief of Police. This change would place the boxes so that 
two, three, or perhaps four men covering as many routes, 
would be able to ring in from the same box. 


The Chief of Police recommends that two boxes be added 
this year, and two locations changed, one of the new boxes to 
be located on Washington street at Winthrop path, the other 
on Mason terrace at Mason path; the box now at the corner 
of Tappan and Beacon streets to be changed to Washington 
and Beacon, and the box now on Beacon street opposite Fair- 
banks to be moved to a point near Marion street.

I would respectfully recommend to the committee, should a 
new Police Station be built, or changes made, that suitable 
rooms be considered for electrical apparatus and equipment, 
where there would be plenty of light and freedom from 
dampness.

The matter of street lighting seems to remain in the same 
condition as last year, it still being in the hands of a committee. 
While there has been a decided improvement in the arc lights, 
the number of hours reported out during the year is quite a 
good many. The total number of lighting hours is 3,2861 per 
light, and the hours reported out is 2,630. 

There has been a small increase in the number of are lights 
during the year. On February 1, 1896, the number of lights 
was 232; nine were added during the year, making the total 
number 241, January 31, 1897. 

Two 20 c. p. incandescent lights were added in October, 
being placed in the passage-way between Carlton and Hawes 
streets. 
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Gas Lights. 


This method of lighting seems to be very unsatisfactory at 
the present time, owing to the condition of service pipes. <A 
great many are half-inch from the base of the post to the 
lantern, and during cold weather become so choked with frost 
as to stop the pipe entirely. I also find they have been in use 
so long that rust has filled them to a great extent. The 
settlement of streets has also changed the pitch of the pipes 
trom the main to the post in the wrong direction, allowing 
water to collect at the elbows, which often freezes in winter, 
shutting off the gas entirely. 

A list of the small pipes was handed to the Brookline Gas 
Light Company, who agreed to change all these, putting in a 
one-inch pipe from the street main tothe burner; but up to the 
present time nothing has been done. Everything above ground 
has been done to improve the service. The burners were all 
removed, cleaned and repaired. Your committee recommended 
that all lanterns be repaired, and 257 were thoroughly over- 
hauled; 225 of which are in use, the remaining 29 being at 
present in the store-room, ready for use at any time. 

Four men are employed to light and extinguish the lights, 
and one man to attend to setting glass. The lighters are 
required to hand in a weekly report, stating the number of 
lights out, and number of lights of glass broken. During the 
winter months all lights out by pipes being frozen are reported 
here, and a list sent to the Brookline Gas Light Company, who 
attend to the work of thawing out. 

Five lights were added, the cost of which was $35.20. Ten 
unused posts were removed from Davis avenue, Francis, Kent 
and St. Paul streets and Sewall avenue, at a cost of $10.03.

Naphtha Lights. 


The naphtha lights are giving good satisfaction and are kept 
in good condition. Out of the whole number in use, which is 
221, very few outs are reported. Five were added on South 
street near the town line, in the month of November, at a cost 


of $1.00 per light. 
9 
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Underground Work. 


The work of placing wires under ground began in June, 1895, 
at which time about nine miles of wire was removed from poles 
and placed in the conduits, as stated in previous reports. The 
past year this work was continued, and we now have all town 
wires, fire alarm and police telegraph, running in conduits 
through the following streets: High street from Boylston street 
to Cumberland avenue; Allerton and Irving streets to Maple 
street; Washington street from Brookline avenue to Cypress’ 
street; Cypress street from Washington street to Walnut street. 
All fire alarm and police boxes are connected and working 
better than ever before. 

The aerial wires have not all been removed, but I expect 
this work to be done very soon. I would recommend that the 
work be continued, to cover all territory in which underground 
wires can be run at present, thus giving Brookline the lead 
in having more underground wiring for fire alarm and police 
systems than any other city or town outside of Boston. The 
work suggested to be done would be through the following 
streets: Davis avenue, Gorham avenue, Sumner road to 
Boylston street, Blake road, Washington street from Cypress 
street to Beacon street, Beacon street to Tappan street, Fair- 
banks street, Beacon street and Lancaster terrace. 

It seems that this might be the proper time to suggest to 
your honorable board that measures be taken towards the re- 
moval of some of the poles in the streets, as it was stated when 
the wires were placed underground that this should be done. 

Beacon street from Harvard street to St. Mary street has 
had nearly all the wires removed, and those remaining could be 
carried through side streets to reach all points. This would 
clear a portion of one street which has been commented upon 
so often. The telephone company at present has less than ten 
wires on the poles which are working. The Brookline Gas 
Light Company has two are light wires from Harvard street 
to St. Mary street and two alternating current wires for incan- 
descent lighting, one from Harvard street to St. Paul street, 
and one from Carlton street to St. Mary street.

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New Streets. 

The only new street laid out by the Selectmen and accepted 
by the town since the last annual report is Shailer street, 
extending from Harvard street to Center street. Its width is 
40 feet, length 195.02 feet, date of laying out November 238d, 
1896, date of acceptance December 16th, 1896, and of no cost 


to the town. ’ 
Sewers. 


The appended table gives the list of sewers built, together 
with their location, cost and sewer assessments levied. The 
practice adopted some years since of the town furnishing the 
materials and doing the labor by contract has been followed. 

All inspection has been done by men connected with the 
Engineering Department, and their time while thus employed 
charged to sewer construction. 


Brook Channels and Surface Water Drains. 

The rapid growth of the town, together with the adoption of 
the separate sewer system, which excludes surface and ground 
water so far as it is possible, has rendered necessary the ex- 
penditure of a very large amount of money for this purpose in 
various parts of the town, and with uniformly satisfactory 
results. 

The Smelt Brook channel, which was reported last year as 
being in progress, was completed early in August. By its 
construction, the section of the town lying between Babcock 
street and Commonwealth avenue, quite a large part of which 
was low and swampy land, has been permanently drained, and 
conduits constructed across the low lands for the surface water 
which flowed into them from parts of Harvard street, Center 
street, Winchester street, the north slope of Corey Hill, Babcock 
street, and some ten or twelve other streets in that vicinity. 
The channel and its branches are nearly all built either in or 
on the lines of projected streets, with the double advantage of 
reducing the cost of land damages, and having the channels 
accessible when this section of the town shall be closely built 
up. 

The masonry for this and the other channels reported below 
is either wholly or nearly all of cement concrete. Portland 
cement has been used in building the arches, and either Port- 
land or American cement in the side walls and foundations, 
according to circumstances. So far as I am able to learn, 
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Brookline was the first municipality to use this class of 
masonry extensively for arches, and the credit for so doing 
belongs largely to Mr. F. P. Stearns, chief engineer of the 
Metropolitan W ater Commission, who was employed as consult- 
ing engineer on the Village Brook channel when that work 
was commenced in 1893. The saving to the town for this 
year’s work alone by using the concrete masonry rather than 
brick-work, which is the common practice, is upwards of 
$10,000. 

The details of this and other similar work are given in 
the appended table. 

The estimated cost of the Smelt Brook channel was $30,000, 
and the actual cost $22,933.36, exclusive of engineering. 

The town accepted the laying out of Village Brook channel 
from a point about 225 feet west of Washington street to 
Cypress street and made the appropriation for its construction 
at the last annual meeting. The contract for doing the work 
was awarded to Mr. F. A. Snow of Brookline, who began oper- 
ations June 15th, 1896, and practically completed his contract 
December 31st, 1896. 

The proximity to the railroad and the necessity of crossing 
it twice, frequent freshets, numerous buildings under which 
the channel was carried, added to the trouble of getting build- 
ing materials to the work, and finding room for the excavated 
material, made the channel construction slow and expensive. 

About two hundred feet in length of the channel at the 
lower end is 10 feet wide by 9 feet high, the remaining 1710 
feet, with the exception of the reducer at the change in size, 
and the special work made necessary by the different cross- 
section and elevation of the culvert under Cypress street, is 9 
feet wide by 8 feet 4 inches high. 

By the terms of the “laying out” the town was to restore 
all buildings, fences and grounds which were disturbed by the 
work. This work of restoration is very nearly finished, but 
what remains should be undertaken as early in the spring as 
the ground is fit to work. 

The foundation of the channel consists of 6 inches of Amer- 
ican cement concrete, upon which are laid in cement large 
granite paving blocks for a wearing surface. The side walls 
are built either of Portland cement concrete, or of rubble 
masonry with its inner face smoothly plastered. 
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The estimate of cost was $58,000, and the expenditures to 
date $45,180.57. The writer has no doubt whatever that the 
balance will be sufficient to cover the amount due the con- 
tractor, outstanding bills, and the cost of such grading, fence 
building, etc., as remains unfinished. 

The improvement of Tannery Brook, so called, which 
extends from Park street to Beacon street nearly parallel with 
Washington street, has been carried out in accordance with 
the plan accepted at the last annual meeting. The part of the 
channel lying between Fairbanks street and the private way 
above the gas holder has been diverted from the private lands 
into Washington street, and the work of construction done 
by contract. 

The lower end of the work, extending from Park street 835 
feet to the lower end of the section built by the land owners, 
was done by day work, in order to give occupation, so far as 
possible, to local labor, much of which was idle when the 
work was” begun in September. The work was very satis- 
factorily done under the superintendence of Mr. Hughes of 
the Engineering Department. The estimate of cost of 
construction was $10,000, and the actual cost $10,109.39. 

The part of Saw Mill Brook lying between the point where 
it crosses Woodland road and Oak place, some 3200 feet in 
length, has been improved in conformity with the order of the 
Board of Health, dated February 17th, 1896, Te the petition 
of Mr. Osborne Howes, and others. 

In the main, the order contemplated straightening and 
deepening the channel so as to make it possible to drain some 
15 or 20 acres of swampy land east of Hammond street. By 
the terms of the order the banks were to be sloped, with the 
expectation that private interests, once the outlet was pro- 
vided, would maintain the channel with masonry side walls, 
or otherwise. Some of the large land owners are already 
engaged in making permanent, by means of walls and drains, 
the rather temporary work done by the town, and are thereby 
adding very considerably to the healthfulness, attractiveness 
and valuation of lands in that neighborhood. 

The estimated cost of doing the work was $2000. The 
actual cost was $2,093.31. 

Town Survey. 

The topographical and linear survey of the town which has 

-been in progress since this department was established, has 
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been continued as rapidly as my force of assistants would 
allow. More time has been given to the linear than to the 
topographical survey, as the field notes obtained for this work 
were needed at once for a variety of purposes other than the 
topography, and are capable of being used for that purpose 
later on. Both classes of work should be extended over the 
whole town in the near future. 


Assessors’ Plans. 

Quite a large proportion of the year’s appropriation has 
been devoted to this important work for reasons given in my 
last report. So far as possible, the new streets are being 
constructed so as to show complete blocks, thereby enabling 
the Assessors to more easily use the “block system ” in their 
work. 

I hope to be able by May 1st to turn over to the Assessors’ 
’ Department some 20 or 25 of the new sheets, showing those 
parts of the town where the development has been greatest, 
and where, in consequence, the old plans had become most 
inadequate. 

Streets. 

Aside from the work of the department upon street plans 
and the usual work relating to construction and repairs, very 
carefully matured plans and estimates for the improvement 
of Boylston street from Cypress street to the Newton line 
have been made, which I hope to be able to present to your 
board within a few days. 


Parkway and Public Grounds. 

The care of the Parkway, as for several years past, and 
of public grounds, which until the 13th of April, 1896, had 
been in the hands of the Selectmen, have devolved upon this 
department. In addition to the usual work of maintenance, 
quite a large amount of regrading, fencing and planting has 
been done on the public grounds, the stock for the last 
mentioned work being obtained from the surplus on the 
Parkway. 

I stated in my last annual report that an appropriation of 
$8000 would be sufficient to complete the improvement of the 
Longwood Playground, and that appropriation was _ subse- 
quently made by the town. The money has been -expended 
in the purchase of filling and loam, excavating peat for top 
surfacing, laying an 18-inch drain for the water. course which 
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flows through the playground, the laying of a very complete 
system of under drainage, building a stop-plank well, and 
planting nearly all of the land which is to be devoted to that 
purpose. 

I am sorry to be obliged to report, however, that the 30 to 40 
feet of mud which underlies the larger part of the playground 
is swallowing up much more filling than I had concluded in 
my more recent estimates would be necessary, but no more 
than I had provided for in my original estimate. These 
constant settlements, the extent of which no one can foresee, 
have added greatly to the cost of the work. About one-half 
of the loam surface is now completed, and the indications are 
that there will be no further serious settlement in this part 
of the ground. 

As was reported last year, it is proposed to so arrange the 
central part of the Playground that it can easily be flooded 
in winter for skating purposes. The details of the part of. 
the drainage system within the Playground, necessary to 
accomplish the result, are completed. But the main channel 
_ will need to be extended to St. Paul street, and to have taken 
into it at that point all the surface water available for the 
purpose of flooding. 

The Health Department is placing a very large amount of 
ashes upon the lot this winter, and it does not seem probable 
that much additional money will be needed for filling, the 
largest items of future cost being the purchase of loam, gravel 
for the walks and the surface water drain above mentioned. 

My present judgment is that some $4000 or $5000 will be 
needed to complete the Playground as planned. Although a 
costly piece of work, in consequence of the nature of the 
underlying soil, there is no doubt in the mind of the writer 
that for the purpose for which the land was acquired the 
ultimate result will prove very satisfactory. 


Bridges. 

All the iron work of the Dean road, Sumner road and 
Cypress street bridges, and the fencing of the Washington 
street bridge, all over the tracks of the B. & A. R.R., has 
been cleaned and painted two coats. The lower flanges of 
many of the I beams in the last mentioned structure are 
exposed to corrosion, and some means of protecting them 
should be devised early in the coming season. 
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Perambulation. 
The boundary line between Brookline and Boston was 
perambulated, May 27, 1896, and the record of the same filed 
in the office of the Town Clerk. 


Office Accommodations. 

I wish to call the attention of your board to the fact that 
this department, although it has two rooms, one on the street 
floor and one on the third, is very much handicapped in its 
operations by the division of forces, lack of drawing-table 
space and proper light, and the frequent use during the winter 
of the upper room as a coat room for balls, etc. 

The safe accommodations are only sufficient for note books 
and a few official plans. A comparatively small fire in this 
part of the hall would involve a loss of many thousands of 

dollars in plans, instruments, etc. 

While I recognize the difficulty in the way of any improve- 
ment at present, I desire to say that a very much larger 
amount of work could be accomplished with the present 
annual outlay if we had the usual accommodations of offices 
of this importance.

The decrease in aggregate cost as compared with that of the 
preceding year is explained in part by the following facts. 

There was a falling off in both the average and total value 
of the plumbing put into the brick and stone buildings, although 
a greater number of permits was issued for such buildings. 
On account of the rather unusual number of large jobs of 
plumbing done in brick and stone buildings in 1895, and the 
smaller number of large jobs done in buildings of the same 
class in 1896, the total cost of the plumbing appears much less 
than it should properly be considered or really is. 

There was a decrease of twenty-seven in the number of per- 
mits granted to do plumbing in wood and frame buildings; the ~ 
total cost was considerably lower, but the average cost was 
somewhat higher. : 

There were more permits issued for improved drainage than 
for additions and repairs, and in consequence fewer fixtures 
were used, which resulted in lessened cost. 
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There have been no important changes in the method of 
inspection. About the same course has been followed as in the 
past. The principal event of the year has been the introduc- 
tion of the revised plumbing ordinance. The new regulations 
were presented to the town for acceptance June 25, 1896, and 
were passed without much opposition. They were approved — 
without any changes by the Superior Court, October 14, 1896, 
on which date they were ordered to take effect. As so short 
a time has elapsed since this by-law was fully considered by 
the town, it seems unnecessary to give ‘at this time a detailed 
description of its provisions. In its practical working it has 
proved satisfactory, and thus far no difficulty has been found 
in enforcing it. A committee has been appointed by the town 
to investigate and report on the advisability of exempting cer- 
tain traps from ventilation; up to the time of writing this 
report no meeting of the committee has been held, and as the 
matter is one of importance it will be again referred to in a 
later annual report. 

The Inspector has made frequent visits of inspection to all 
buildings where new plumbing was being installed, and when- 
ever work was discovered which was not in accord with exist- 
ing regulations it has been corrected and made to conform 
thereto. 

As in former years, water-tests have been made on all new 
drainage, and also on the old wherever thought necessary and 
found to be practicable. All defective material detected by 
means of these tests was removed and replaced with sound 
material and the work retested whenever necessary. 

The violations of the ordinance were comparatively few, and 
most of those which have occurred were due more to a misap- 
prehension of the true meaning of the ordinance than from any 
intention to evade the law.

Fire Record. 


During the past year the department has answered eighty- 
one alarms; thirty-nine were bell alarms, and forty-two were 
still alarms.

Manual Force. 

This department consists of 72 men, divided as follows: One 
chief, two district chiefs, forty-two hosemen, thirteen hook 
and ladder men, two enginemen, two assistant enginemen and 
ten drivers of apparatus. Of this number fifteen are perma- 
nently employed, and devote their whole time to the interests of 
the department. The balance, fifty-seven men, are only required 
to perform fire duty when called by the alarm bells. The de- 
partment has been increased during the year in efficiency by 

‘10 
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appointing from the call force three men to permanent posi- 
tions. Two of these were required to operate the new engine 
which has been put in commission during the year, and one 
to fill vacancy caused by transfer of a man from the combina- 
tion to the chemical company. 


Apparatus. 

The apparatus in service is as follows: One hook and ladder 
truck, four hose wagons, one chemical engine, one combination 
engine, two steam fire engines and four hose pungs for winter 
use, all being in good condition. There has been purchased 
and put in commission the past year, one new second size 
Amoskeag engine, which has given perfect satisfaction. We 
would again at this time recommend the purchase of a more 
modern hook and ladder truck, one whose ladders can be 
raised and operated in the quickest possible time, so that in 
case the present truck should be in service at a fire and 
another fire should occur in another part of the town, there 
would be a second truck to answer, thereby saving life and 
property, also giving us more and longer ladders. 


Hose. 

The total amount of hose in use in this department is 8500 
feet of cotton seamless fire hose in good condition, and 500 feet 
of cotton fire hose in fair condition. This arm of the service 
must be kept in good condition, for on it our efforts largely 
depend. We would recommend that two thousand feet of new 
hose be purchased. 

Horses. 


We have in service in this department seventeen horses. 
During the year four new horses were purchased, three for 
the new engine and one for the chemical engine to take the 
place of one of the pair which became so lame that he was un- 
fit for the service. The horses have received the same good 
care and attention asin years past. The pair used to draw hose 
four, as reported last year, not being fit for fire service, should 
be replaced by a younger and faster pair which would be more 
adapted to the service. 

Harnesses. 

There are seven sets of double harnesses, five single har- 
nesses, and two sets of old double harnesses which are used in 
connection with the watering carts. 
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Hydrant Service. 

By the report of the Superintendent of the Water Works 
for the year ending January 31, 1897, we find that twenty- 
five new hydrants have been added the past year to the high 
and low services, making a total of 4837 hydrants which can be 
used for fire service. Under the care of Supt. F. F. Forbes 
the hydrants are always in good condition for immediate use. 
For further particulars in regard to water service we would 
refer you tothe report of the Superintendent. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph. 

During the past year two new boxes Have been added to the 
lines, making a total of 41 boxes, which, under the care of 
Supt. E. N. Davis, have given good satisfaction. Two boxes 
should be added the coming year. For location and other 
particulars in regard to the fire alarm department, we would 
respectfully refer you to Superintendent Davis’s report. 


Recommendations. 

During the past year the Engineers received a_ petition 
signed by members of the permanent force, asking for one day 
in ten, or three days a month, in place of two which they now 
have. To do this it would take another permanent man, and, 
in view of the fact that the men spend all their time, day and 
night, on duty, with the exception of their days off and meal 
hours, we would recommend that their request be granted. 

We would also recommend that the matter of bell service 
be looked into, as it is impossible for our call members, of which 
our department is chiefly composed, to hear the alarm of fires 
at all times, or as quickly as they should. We would recom- 
mend that a bell be placed on the roof of the Town Hall, the 
bell to weigh about four thousand pounds. 

As the present truck has to answer all alarms, and some of 
them quite a long distance away, we would recommend that 
the three-horse hitch be kept in service all the time, instead 
of in winter, as now. 

We would also recommend steam heat for houses now 
heated by stoves.

The following report, prepared by the Agent of the Board, 
is respectfully submitted : — 

The board organized with Horace James as chairman. 
George F. Joyce was appointed clerk; H. Lincoln Chase, M. 
D., agent; Michael Duffley, sanitary agent and inspector of 
plumbing; Frederick H. Osgood, M. R. C. V.S., veterinary 
inspector and inspector of milk; Alexander Marshall, M.R. C. 
V.S., inspector of animals and provisions; the arrangement 
with Prof. Ernst for bacteriological service was continued, and 
Willard E. Ward was appointed to disinfect rooms infected 
with dangerous infectious diseases. 

Licenses were granted to H.S. Hatch, M. J. O’Day, C. A. 
Bryant, J. D. Fahey, J. C. Barthelmes, Wm. H. McManus and 
Eneas Smyth, funeral undertakers. 

The license of P. McCarthy for the exclusive right to collect 
grease and bones for one year was renewed. 

A contract was made with Jeremiah Bond for 5 years, from 
May 1, 1896, for the collection of garbage. 

The usual orders relating to dangerous infectious diseases 
and other matters connected with the public health were passed 
and are appended to this report. 

During the year ending Dec. 31, 1896, there were reported 
to the board 27 cases of scarlet fever, 53 cases of diphtheria, 17 
cases of typhoid fever and 167 cases of measles, occurring as

Two of the 27 cases of scarlet fever were fatal, 5 of the 53 
cases of diphtheria, none of the 17 cases of typhoid fever, and 
2 of the 167 cases of measles. There were 3 deaths from 
whooping cough. 

No section of the town suffered especially from infectious 
disease during the year. The Brookline avenue district, which 
contributed so many cases of diphtheria in the previous year, 
has been put in a far more sanitary condition and has had very 
few cases of infectious diseases since. Thorough disinfection 
after scarlet fever and diphtheria has been done by the board © 
after the recovery or death of the patient, but it has not 
returned to the use of sulphur fumes for disinfection, except 
when specially requested, when it is used in conjunction with 
more reliable means. 

Intermittent fever (malaria) has continued to be somewhat 
prevalent in Brookline, as well as in all the adjoining munici- 
palities. Under the provisions of Chapter 80 of the Public 
Statutes, the board of last year ordered the abatement of a 
nuisance consisting of wet and boggy lands lying between 
Woodland road and Heath street. This order has been com- 
plied with, under supervision of the Town Engineer, and the 
expense, amounting to about $2,000, will, for the most part, 
be assessed upon the abutters and ultimately repaid to the town. 
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The Board of Health hospital buildings for diphtheria and 
scarlet fever have been in use much of the time, and by pro- 
viding a suitable place for the isolation and care of the first 
cases occurring in tenements and other crowded dwellings have 
doubtless done much to prevent these dangerous but more or 
less preventable diseases from becoming epidemic, and at 
the same time have enabled many children to continue in 
school who otherwise, though well, must have remained out for 
many weeks. 

The prevention of consumption, which continues to destroy 
more lives than do all the other infectious diseases combined, 
will probably receive serious attention from the board during 
the current year. 

During 1896 twenty-seven deaths were reported from tuber- 
culosis of the lungs (consumption), and seven deaths from 
tuberculosis of other organs. 

Following the suggestion of the State Board of Health, that 
local boards should publish information as to how this common 
and most fatal infectious disease may be prevented, we would 
call attention to the following brief circular of the board : — 


THE PREVENTION OF CONSUMPTION, 


Consumption is the most destructive disease of New England, the num- 
ber of persons dying annually from this cause in Massachusetts alone 
amounting to nearly six thousand. 

The disease is infectious, and can be communicated from one person 
to another. The chief danger exists in the expectoration of the sick, and 
if this expectoration is carefully destroyed little danger need be feared. 

Consumptives should be instructed not to spit upon the floors of rooms. 
public halls, street and railway cars, nor in the streets, but into pieces of 
cloth, or receptacles make for the purpose, containing water or a disin- 
fecting solution. Such bits of cloth should be destroyed by fire before 
the sputa become dry, and other receptacles should be cleansed with 
scalding water, their contents having been destroyed or otherwise care- 
fully disposed of. Handkerchiefs which may have been used from neces- 
sity should be boiled half an hour before washing. 

A healthy person should not sleep in the same room with a consumptive. 

Remember that sputa must never be allowed to become dry.

Early in the year the board arranged with Prof. Ernst tor 
free bacteriological examination of sputa from patients sus- 
pected to have consumption, thus securing for the patient and 
those exposed by him the benefit of an early and reliable 
diagnosis, which this test alone can give before the case be- 
comes practically hopeless and a source of danger to the 
public health. 
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The number of deaths from all causes from Jan. 1, 1896, to 
Dec. 31, 1896, inclusive, was 239, as against 254 in 1895, 247 
in 1894, 254 in 1893, 223 in 1892, and 213 in 1891. Deducting 
the still births, sixteen in number, it leaves 223 deaths during 
the year. With a population of 17,000, as estimated by the 
Town Clerk in the middle of the year, 223 deaths gives a 
mortality of only 13.11 per 1900 of inhabitants for 1896, as 
against 15.03 per 1000 for 1895, 15.60 for 1894, and 16.28 for 
1893. This low death rate for the year just ended is of course 
very gratifying, and especially so to those most directly con- 
cerned in the care of the public health. 

The number of cases of typhoid fever was larger than usual, 
but all were of a rather mild type, and some of them were 
imported from Florida and elsewhere. The ice supplied the 
citizens was inspected from time to time, and specimens sub- 
jected to bacteriological examination were found free from 
disease germs. 

Improved methods of garbage disposal and of disinfection of 
infected rooms and material, continue to receive the attention 
of the board, and it is believed that in the near future experi- 
ments in disinfection with formaldehyde now being made will 
result in a cheaper and more reliable method of disinfection 
than any at present in use. 

In September the agent of the board attended the convention 
of the American Public Health Association, held in Buffalo, 
where disinfection, isolation hospitals, public baths, garbage 
disposal, and other public health problems were thoroughly 
considered by the leading sanitarians of the country, and much 
valuable information was obtained. 

The need of improved public bathing facilities, recommended 
in previous reports of this board as an important health 
measure, has been recognized by the town, and the little 
Swimming tank in the Village Brook has been succeeded by a 
new public bath, located in the center of population, and in 
every respect worthy of the town. 

Before closing this report the agent of the board wishes to 
thank the physicians of the town, and especially Dr. Geo. K. 
Sabine, formerly agent of the board, for their united support 
and kind assistance whenever called on.

AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


SEcTION 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chapter 102.] When a 
householder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or any other infectious or contagious 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or town in which he dwells, 
and upon the death, recovery, or removal of such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the articles therein as, in the opinion 
of the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion 
shall be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board 
of Health.* Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either 
of the above provisions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 


Srcr. 2. Whena physician knows that a person whom he jis called 
to visit, is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any 
other disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if 
he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each 
offense not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Sect. 3. The Boards of Healthin the several cities and towns shall 
cause a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons 
reporting any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School 
Committee immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases 
reported to them according to the provisions of this act. 


Srcr. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 


[The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid fever 
to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above, but 
disinfection after measles and typhoid is not insisted upon. ] 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. 


CuapP. 80, Secr. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after five 
years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 


Cap. 80, Sect. 53. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

Cuap. 47, Sect. 9. The School Committee shall not allow a child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 

[Application for vaccination, by persons who are unable to pay for it, 
may be made to any member of the board or to its clerk or agent. | 
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1. Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is or has been a case of diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, 


* In Brookline disinfection after scarlet fever and diphtheria is in all cases done by the 
Board of Health, and is done free of expense where the householder is unable to pay for it. 
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until the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of 
the last case in the house if diphtheria, six weeks if scarlet fever, and if 
measles, two weeks after the disappearance of the eruption, and tilla 
certificate of the attending physician is furnished to the Board of Health 
that all danger of infection has passed; said certificate in cases of 
diphtheria to be based on the results of a bacteriological examination. 


2. Ordered, That no child who has visited a house in which there was 
at the time a case of scarlet fever shall attend school till the expiration 
of two weeks following exposure. 


3. Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or small-pox, shall have affixed on or near the front door acard, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person rémoving such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 

4. Ordered, That no child from any house where there is a case of 
scarlet fever or diphtheria, shall be allowed to mingle with those from 
any other house, until after the recovery or death of the patient and 
the disinfection of the premises and the removal of the card. 


5. Ordered, That the Clerk of the Board of Health be directed to notify 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case of con- 
tagious disease as soon as reported. 


6. Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other infectious or conta- 
gious disease dangerous to the public health, shall be disinfected by the 
board. The attending physician or the agent of the board shall decide in 
each caseas to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall notify the 
board without delay; but in no case of scarlet fever or diphtheria shall 
disinfection be done in less than four weeks from the commencement of 
the last case in the house (except by special permit of the board); and in 
all cases a certificate of the attending physician shall be required, stating 
that all danger of infection has passed; said certificate, in case of diph- 
theria, to be based on the result of a bacteriological examination. 


7. Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of 
any person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria without 
the written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regulations as 
may prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered, further, 
that the remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once 
be placed in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed 
to view, or disturbed except for burial. 


8. Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notified to warn 
families, in the case of the death of a member from contagious disease, 
against a public funeral. 


9. Ordered, That circulars suggesting means for preventing the spread 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria be sent to every house in which a case of 
said fever or diphtheria shall be reported. 


10. Ordered, That no child ill with whooping-cough be allowed to 
attend school. 


11. Ordered, That no person infected with diphtheria, membranous 
croup or scarlet fever, shall leave the Board of Health hospitals until the 
Board of Health or its agent shall find and certify that all danger of : 
communicating such disease has passed. 


12. Ordered, That no persons other than patients, physicians and 
nurses, shall enter the Board of Health hospitals, except with the special 
permission of the board, or of its agent. 


13. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall keep, or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this 
town, more than one cow, without securing a permit from the Board of 
Health to do so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May, 
annually, x, 


° 
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14. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall use any building as 
a stable for cows, unless such building is properly lighted and ventilated ; 
has a tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever prac- 
ticable with the public sewer; a suppiy of pure water, and not less than 
1,000 cubic feet of air space for each animal. 


15. Ordered, That manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the 
neighborhood of barns. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are 
kept must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. The 
barns shall be kept as clean as possible, and the floor shall be sprinkled 
before being swept. 


16. Ordered, That neither hogs nor manure shall be kept in cellars of 
cow stables, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


17. Ordered, That animals kept for the production of milk shall not ) 
be fed upon swill. 


18. Ordered, That any person having any infectious disease (the board 
considers consumption to come within the meaning of the Statutes in 
regard to infectious diseases), or having recently been in contact with 
any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows or handle cans, 
measures or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, or in any way 
take part or assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is 
satisfied that all danger of communicating such disease is past. 


19. Ordered, That premises where cattle are kept shall be open at all 
times to inspection by the Board of Health, or its appointed officer. 

20. Ordered, That upon satisfactory evidence being furnished to the 
Board of Health of violation of any of the above regulations, the permit 
will be revoked. 

21. Ordered, That in case of death, where the deceased had not been 
attended by a practicing physician, the certificate of death shall be issued 
by the Medical Examiner. 

22. Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public 
vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that 
purpose. 

23. Ordered, That from May lst to November Ist, no vault or cess- 
pool shall be emptied by any other than the odorless process, nor by 
carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, except permission be 
first obtained of the Chief of Police. 

24. Ordered, That the manure from livery stables shall not be re- 
moved between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 

25. Ordered,. That no manure heap shall be allowed within one hun- 
dred feet of any dwelling, unless so covered as not to prove offensive.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, Mass., January 31, 1897. 


To the Board of Health :— 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1897. 

The number of visits of inspection was 224. All written 
complaints received were fully investigated, and where nuis- 
ances were found to exist they have been abated, under direc- 
tion of the board. 

The sources of offense were about the same as those com- 
plained of last year, and consisted mostly of offensive stables, 
decomposing manure heaps, filthy yards, cellars and privies, 
smoke nuisances and defective house drainage. Two public 
hearings have been given by the board during the year and 
such action taken in each case as seemed appropriate. Legal 
notices to the number of seven haye been served upon the 
same number of persons. The orders of the board having been 
complied with in all of the cases, no further action was deemed 
necessary. The board, through its agent, ordered certain 
changes to be made in the drainage system of two dwellings. 
The orders were fully carried out, entirely new drainage being 
placed in both buildings. 

On complaint of the occupant an inspection was made of the 
drainage system of a dwelling where there had been sickness ; 
it was discovered that sewage had been accumulating under 
the ground floor of the building, the main drain pipe having 
been accidentally cut off. The nuisance was promptly abated 
by the owner of the property and new drainage substituted for 
the old. 

Two cases carried over from last year were properly dis- 
posed of, both houses being connected with the public sewer. 
Sixty-five permits have been granted for improving the drain- 
age in dwelling houses. Inspections of the plumbing have 
been made in eight houses; such defects as were discovered 
were made known to the owners or tenants. 
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Peppermint tests have been made in nine houses —in eight 
by request of the owners, and in one by request of the agent 
of the board, where there were cases of diphtheria; in two of 
the former defective drainage was discovered. The defects 
were corrected by the owners, under direction of the Sanitary 
Agent. 

During the year Willard E. Ward, disinfector for the board, 
disinfected the infected rooms after 48 cases of diphtheria, and 
after 24 cases of scarlet fever; he also disinfected one closed 
carriage and various infected articles, mattresses, etc. |

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VETERINARY INSPECTOR. 


OFFICE OF THE Boarp or HEAtru, 
January 31, 1898/7 
To the Board of Health :— 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report as Inspector of Milk for the year ending Dec. 31st, 1896. 

During that time two hundred and sixteen (216) samples of 
milk and thirteen (13) samples of vinegar have been received 
at the laboratory and carefully analyzed. 

As regards the quality of milk as a whole, I believe it has 
averaged as well during the past year as heretofore. 

The time has been extended to include the five months from 
April to August inclusive, when the legal limit is lowered to 
12 per cent total solids. Advantage has been taken of the 
offer made a year ago to analyze free of charge any samples 
brought in to the laboratory on Mondays. 

The idea was to enable producer as well as consumer to 
watch the quality of the milk. I have received from the milk- 
men fifteen samples in this way. 

Many of the dealers in milk do not produce all they sell, and 
so long as their extra samples are not too numerous to be 
handled conveniently at the laboratory, it has seemed only fair 
to give them an opportunity to see that the supply from which 
they draw is up to legal requirement. 

There have been no prosecutions this year, as it has only 
been necessary to notify the dealer when samples were below 
the standard and they have been promptly raised. 

Several such notices have been sent out and in each case the 
dealer has been closely watched, repeated samples being taken 
in the few weeks following such notification. 

Among the special samples received Mondays, have been two 
samples of cream from Mrs. Arthur H. Pray. They were 
closely tested for preservatives, with negative results; one 
sample for bacteriological examination, which was made; and 
special samples from F..W. Smyser, W. H. Wilkinson, J. 
Felmer and F. W. Maynard. 
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Last year a detailed account of the laboratory work was 
given. The plan was somewhat of an experiment but has 
seemed successful; considerable favorable comment has been 
received from various sources and this record will probably 
become a feature of these reports. 

One sample of vinegar proved spurious, being made up of 
caramel, acetic acid and water. —

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
AND PROVISIONS. 





Brooxuine, Mass., Dec. 31, 1896. 


To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit my report for 
the year ending December 31, 1896. 

In accordance with the requirements of the law I have made 
the two regular inspections of all the milch cattle in the town 
of Brookline, during the spring and fall of 1896. 

In the spring inspection I found a large proportion of the 
cattle in very good condition; a large number of cows were 
tested with tuberculin, and those affected with tuberculosis 
were dealt with in the usual way. The hygienic condition of 
cow barns in a large number of cases was very much im- 
proved. The suggestions made to the milk dealers were car- 
ried out by the most of them, and permits were accordingly 
granted. 

In October the second regular complete inspection of cattle 
was made, when numerous cows were tested with tuberculin. 
Those found infected at this inspection were appropriately 
dealt with. Considerable improvement was noted in hygiene 
and health of the cattle. Besides these two regular inspec- 
tions, required by law, a number of special inspections were 
made from time to time, as occasion required. 

One horse suffering from acute glanders was immediately 
destroyed. One horse suspected of having farcy was quaran- 
tined and the proper precautions adopted. 

The inspections of provisions that were made proved satis- 
factory.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 





In his last annual report, the State Inspector of City and 
Town Almshouses describes that in Brookline as being in its 
usual excellent condition. The board takes pleasure in calling 
attention to this opinion, which entirely coincides with its own. 

There has been no change in the management of the Alms- 
house during the past year, Mrs. Campbell still remaining in 
charge, but the number of inmates is smaller. There are now 
six, five men and one woman, all of whom are over sixty, and, 
with one exception, all have been in the house for several years. 
The Almshouse expenses have been $1,465.29, a decrease from 
last year of $145.26. 

The list of those receiving regular outdoor relief is very 
nearly the same as last year; two have ceased to need the help, 
three widows have died and there are two new cases. 

The calls for occasional relief have been rather more numerous, 
owing in part to the unusual lack of work for men during the 
past winter. A large proportion of the laborers in the town 
depend solely upon the town for employment, and, receiving 
work once in two or three weeks, are unwilling to make any 
effort for other and more constant occupation. With the wages 
they receive in this way they live through the spring and 
summer, but, when winter comes and the amount of work to 
be done is so much reduced that each man can have his turn 
only once in four or five weeks, or not at all, there is immedi- 
ately a call for help, either from public or private charity, and 
an impression at once prevails that there is great poverty and 
suffering in the town. This, however, does not seem to be 
really the case, and the relief asked for is generally only for a 
short time. Many of those applying for help are recent comers 
to the town and have no settlement, and application for repay- 
ment must be made either to the state or to some other city or 
town. 3 He 
- Four children are now wholly supported by the town. Of 
the family of six mentioned in the last annual report, one, the 
youngest, has died, and three are self-supporting. 

The number of those receiving temporary aid in sickness is 
larger than usual, and it will be seen that the amounts paid are 
generally for hospital treatment. The expense of this depart- 
ment is larger by nearly $350 than last year. 
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The last remaining class of dependents to be mentioned is 
the insane, and of these the numbers steadily increase. There 
are now twenty-three, and there have also been three men in 
the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs at Foxboro. The total cost of 
these twenty-six persons has been $3,779.12, an increase of 
$446.69 over last year, and this amount is nearly half of the 
whole-appropriation for the support of the poor. It is an item 
which is likely to increase rather than diminish, as the number 
of recoveries is extremely small, and the excellent care and 
comfortable surroundings found in the insane hospitals tend to 
prolong life. 

‘Our total expenditures during the year have been $8,333.38, 
an increase over last year of $572, and, in view of this and of 
the growing population of the town, it will be necessary to ask 
for a larger appropriation for the coming year.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its annual 
report, being for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1897, and 
the twenty-first annualreport. As in former years, the reports 
of the Superintendent of the Water Works and the engineers 
at the pumping stations, with pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the annual town meeting held March 31, 1896, George 
H. Johnson was reélected a member of the board for three 
years. The board organized by the choice of William K. 
Melcher as chairman, and Zeph. R. Forbes was appointed as 
registrar and clerk. There has been no change in the regular 
employees of the department. 

At the time of writing this report the works are in a very 
prosperous condition, and from a review of the reports of the 
Superintendent and the engineers at the pumping stations, it 
is evident that the respective branches of this department have 
been ably and economically conducted. At the pumping sta- 
tions the boilers and machinery are in excellent condition and 
have given good results throughout the year. The record of 
the high duty engine at the low-service pumping station is 
especially worthy of note. During the season of 1895, 483,- 
969,131 gallons of water were consumed, and 803,642 Ibs. of 
coal used to pump the same. The past season, 494,095,562 
gallons were consumed, and to pump this water but 745,692 
lbs. of coal were used. This gain is the direct result of the 
experiments made by the employees of the department, and 
the natural improvement of the new machinery. 

No special extensions or additions have been made to the 
works the past year, and a general description of the work 
performed can be briefly summarized as follows : — 


Street-Mains and Service-Pipe. 

The board has received numerous petitions during the year 
for extensions of street-mains, nearly all of which have been 
complied with; in all, our street-mains have been increased by 
8,850 feet of 2, 6, 8 and 10 inch pipe, making a total of 651 
miles laid to date. 

Ten new fire hydrants have been set in localities which, 
owing to rapid growth, were found to be in need of additional 
fire protection. 
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In accordance with authority granted at a special town 
meeting, held Dec. 16, 1896, a contract has been made for next 
season’s cast iron pipe and special castings. 

The number of service-pipes laid the past season was 178, 
making a total of 2948 now in use. Cement-lined iron pipe 
is used for this work and it has been found that the cost, ease 
with which it is manipulated and its durability make it a very 
satisfactory pipe. A section of a service-pipe recently removed, 
which has been in use for over twenty years, shows on exam- 
ination a perfectly clear water-way, free from rust and sedi- 
ment. | 

Few leaks have occurred in our pipe system, and the cost of 
repairs in this particular has been very small. 

For a detailed report of the street-mains laid the past season, 
and location of new hydrants, attention is called to the Super- 
intendent’s report. 

Meters. 

There have been 113 meters set during the past year, 
making a total of 1368 now in use. The following table shows 
the make, number and size of all meters used by private con- 
sumers and those set in the public buildings of the town.

The increase in the number of supplies metered is noted 
with satisfaction, as it shows that water takers approve of this 
method of payment of water rates, and also insures to the 
town an equitable return for water supplied. The meter, we 
find, is the most reliable inspector we can have, and its use is — 
of great value in suppressing waste. 
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Quality of Water. 

The quality of our water supply remains unchanged, and no 
diminution in the yield of the wells is discernible. The fact 
that the water is taken from a large number of wells which 
are scattered over an extensive area, insures a very slow flow 
from each well and consequently a thoroughly filtered water. 
Analyses of water taken at the source of supply and from the 
covered reservoir, have been made at regular intervals during 
the year by the State Board of Health, and reports of wa 
same sent to this board. 


Buildings and Grounds. 

All the buildings connected with this department are in 
good condition, and have required only ordinary repairs in the 
way of maintenance. 

The grounds in the immediate vicinity of the low-service 
pumping station have been improved by filling in the marsh 
between the buildings and the river. This work was done by 
the water works employees at such times when the work 
about town was not interrupted or delayed thereby. The 
lawns at both the high- and low-service pumping stations have 
been well cared for by the engineers in charge. 


Land Taken for an Additional Water Supply. 

Settlements for 29.56 acres of land, taken April 26, 1890, 
from Daniel A. Lynch and Mary E. Corbett e¢ al., for an 
additional water supply, have been made during the past year. 
Three commissioners were appointed by the Superior Court 
to hear and make awards in these cases. Hearings were held, 
and the awards made being acceptable to all concerned, these 
cases were settled. There now remains but one case to be 
settled, viz., that of Mary W. Gardner. The court has 
appointed commissioners as in the previous cases, and hearings 
have been held, but the award as yet has not been made.

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Superintendent’s salary which has heretofore been taken from 
the extension account—said account being correspondingly 
reduced—and to employ an assistant engineer at the high- 
service pumping station. Since the establishment of the high- 
service system in 1885, one engineer has been able, with 
occasional assistance, to do all the pumping, but owing to the 
rapid development of the territory to be supplied, it has been 
found that this is manifestly more than can now be done by 
one man. An appropriation covering the cost of employing an 
assistant engineer at the high-service station is therefore asked.

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The water department has performed the usual routine of 
work the past season, and in addition to the figures which 
form a part of this report, little more need be added to give a 
comprehensive idea of the present condition of the department 
and the requirements which are made of it. A brief sum- 
mary may be stated as follows: — 

The maintenance has been' marred by no accident to the 
pumping machinery or pipe system, and nothing but the usual 
has happened. There have been no leaks in the street-mains, 
and but one leak in the force-main. 

The féw leaks in the service pipe were caused in every case 
by the breaking or bursting of the lead connections leading 
from the main. No service pipe has been SLOP Pe up by rust 
or from any other cause. 

The hydrants have received careful attention, and many of 
the older ones have been repaired, and made nearly as good as 
new, and at a moderate expense. All have been painted. 

Two inspections of unmetered water fixtures have been made 
and all leaks thus found were reported to the owner or occu- 
pant of the buildings. A week or ten days later a second 
examination followed, to determine whether these leaks had 
been stopped. 

The time required to test and repair meters is greatly i in- 
creasing as the meters grow older, and their number larger. 
In the past twelve months 647 have been tested, and 296 
repaired. A record of each meter is kept for future reference. 

The consumption of water as a whole, shows but a slight 
increase—an increase smaller than that due to the growth 
in population. It is probable, however, that the new bath 
house will use about twenty million gallons of water the 
coming year, and this amount will be in addition to the usual 
gain. | 

The yield of the wells is not decreasing and no outlay has 
been made on them. <A fence has been built a portion of the 
way around the land owned by the town in this neighborhood, 
and the coming spring the remaining part will be finished so 
that no animals can wander over these meadows. 

The usual care has been taken of all the grounds and build- 
ings under the charge of this department, and in addition to 
this, quite a quantity of filling has been done to extend the 
lawn on the river side of the low-service pumping station. 
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The high duty pumping engine has given better economic 
results than in any previous year, as the table immediately 
following will show. 

The high-service tank should be painted inside and out in 
early summer. 

It will also be necessary to employ a second engineer at the 
high-service pumping station. One permanent man has been 
_ able to do all the work at this station to the present time, but 
as pumping must now be done every day, Sunday included, 
the larger part of the year, more help is needed.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


LOW-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
West Roxsury, February 1, 1897. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to present the report of the 
Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1897. 

The total amount of water pumped by engines No. 1 and 
3 is 494,033,303 gallons, an increase of 3,785,862 gallons over 
last year. The coal consumption shows a decrease of 68,940 
lbs., and the pumping time an increase of 144 hours. 


Boilers. 

The boilers are in good condition. They have been inspected 
internally and externally, several times during the year. 
Slight repairs have been made on the furnace linings. A 
number of experiments have been made to determine the most 
efficient area of grate surface. Tests were made at 22.5, 25 
and 30 square feet of grate area. The efficiency of the 
boilers was not so good at 30 square feet as at 22.5 and 25 
square feet. The two latter areas gave about equal efficiency, 
it being somewhat easier to maintain an even fire with 25 
square feet. 

A device was tried in September to increase the economic 
results of the boilers, with good success. The smoke flue and 
boiler fronts were encased in a jacket, leaving a space of about 
10 inches between boiler front and casing. From the top of 
this jacket a flue extended to within two feet of the roof of 
boiler room. All the air for combustion passed through the 
jacket and was heated 100° by the time it reached the ash-pit. 
A test of this apparatus showed that it saved 4 per cent in 
fuel, besides ventilating the boiler room thoroughly. 


Pumping Engines. 

Engines No. 1 and 2 are in good condition. Engine No. 1 
has been used for a few hours only, while repairing a leaky 
joint in the high-pressure cylinder head of engine No. 3, so 
practically all the water was pumped by the Allis engine. 
This engine has been kept in the highest state of efficiency 
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without shutting down a single day during the year. It has 
needed no repairs excepting the renewal of a few of the 
water valves. The discharge pipe from the steam traps on 
bottom of high-pressure steam chest and high-pressure cylinder 
has been connected with the second receiver, thereby utilizing 
the heat of the water discharged in the low-pressure cylinder. 
The connection is made in such a way that only steam enters 
low-pressure cylinder. 

The duty of engine No. 3, based on total coal, is nearly 5 
per cent better than last year, and the duty, based on pumping 
coal, although apparently only slightly better, is in reality 
very much better, when the following facts are taken into 
consideration. 

Last year 350 lbs. per day was deducted from the total coal 
and charged to starting and banking fires. This year the coal 
for starting and banking was cut down to the lowest possible 
amount necessary to do the work. Allowing 350 Ibs. for 
starting and banking, the duty this year would have been 140 
millions, showing that the engine is doing better every year.

To the Brookline Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineer of the high-service pumping station 
for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897. 

The amount of water pumped shows an increase of about — 
eleven per cent. During a larger part of the time from May 1 
to December 1 it was necessary to run the engine every day, 
in order to keep up the supply of water, and it is quite probable 
that after April 1, next, the pumps cannot remain idle a single 
day. 

No unusual outlay has been required during the past twelve 
months, and the engines and boilers with all their connections 
are in good repair. The furnace of boiler No. 1 was relined 
with fire brick in December. 

The customary care has been taken of the grounds around 
the station. The wood-work on the outside of the buildings 
needs painting. 

The following table will show the work done at this station 
the past year.

FORTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





Our board of Trustees remains unchanged, as to its compo- 
sition, from that of a year ago, working together quietly, 
regularly, and we trust faithfully. Therefore there is little 
extraordinary to report in respect to the library. 

With the growth of the town, steady and perceptible, the 
growth of our library keeps abreast, new constituents constantly 
appearing, finding an ample number of books to meet their 
wants. Everything in the way of literature at all desirable 
and interesting, it has been the aim of our board to purchase, 
and particularly has there been added during the past year 
much in the way of art books and music. 

Duplicates of fiction have been supplied, and many volumes 
worn by use and time, replaced, so that we can truly feel that 
the demands of the reading public have been fully met. The 
shelving capacity of the art books has been more than doubled 
in the reading room, both for present and prospective needs, 
a fact which alone shows how this department of our library 
work is appreciated. 

We have, during the past year, adopted a custom quite 
general throughout the country with the stronger libraries. 
It is what is known as the Inter-Library Loan. It quite often 
happens that some weaker and smaller libraries find themselves 
without certain books that their patrons want, and that they 
are unable to purchase the same. Then an application for such, 
more or less, is made to a library known to possess the desired 
volumes in duplicate, and for a limited time the loan is made, 
the borrower being responsible for loss or damage or detention. 
The scheme thus far is working well and satisfactorily. 

We found that our children’s reading room in the basement 
had become entirely too small for comfort, often being quite 


congested by the large number of little ones seeking recreation 
14 
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in it. During the past summer, therefore, by removing parti- 
tion walls which formed an entry between it and the opposite 
room, we more than doubled its size, furnishing it also with fix- 
tures and heat, and making it in every way one of the most 
attractive rooms for young children, to be found in any lbrary 
building. The patronage which it has had proves the wisdom 
of this move. 

A life-like crayon portrait of the late Miss Woods, our much 
esteemed assistant for so many years, has been placed in the 
reference room, opposite the crayon of Miss Bean, with whom 
she labored so long and with such perfect harmony and friend- 
ship. Also to our reading room has been added a portrait 
in oil of the late Rev. John Pierce, for many years the minister 
of the First Parish, and for fifty years the chairman of the 
school committee of this town. 

The Librarian’s report will give in detail the work of the 
past year.

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Reminiscences concerning the Foundation and Early Days of the 
Public Library of Brookline, by Benjamin F. Baker, one of the 
First Trustees and long time Secretary of the Board. 


At a meeting of the trustees held on the 16th of February, 1897, the 
secretary of the board read the following account of the early history of 
the library. The trustees were of opinion that this paper was of 
permanent value and importance, and it was therefore voted to print the 
same in their annual report. 


In the autumn of 1846 a number of young men in this town, with the 
writer, feeling desirous of some opportunity whereby they could improve 
themselves by obtaining better facilities for information, as well as a 
better knowledge of what was going on in different parts of the country, 
agreed to hire some place where they could meet evenings and dull days 
when they were obliged to be idle, each to contribute such books as he 
imight have, whether of biography, travels, fiction, or any works that 
might be of interest or information. 

In pursuance of that object a small room was hired and fitted up with 
some rough shelves, tables and chairs, and each one brought to it such 
books as he had, in all, as I recollect, some fifty to seventy volumes, and 
they were interchangeably used by them. We also subscribed for and 
took newspapers from Boston, New York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Washington and New Orleans. 

This room was opened for use about the middle of October, 1846, and 
was kept open evenings through the winter and the following spring, 
and during the summer, so that the members could visit it as they had 
opportunity, each member being provided ‘with a key so that he had 
access at any time. 

We also occasionally hired a larger room and had discussions on 
various questions of the times, read papers on some subjects, or recited 
pieces of poetry or verse. 

The only persons, as I remember, who used to meet with us and take 
an active part, and who helped to pay the expenses, were B. F. Baker, 
Elisha Hall, Edward Hall, Jr., Ivory Ross, Isaac Farrington, Jr., Eben 
Haskell, Jonathan D. Long, Isaac R. Atwood, Nathan Sanford and Ansel 
H. Waterman, although others in the town and neighborhood used 
frequently to visit us and spend an hour or an evening in our room. 
This we kept up for some four or five years, varying our attendance 
as we were more or less busy in our various pursuits. 

Sometime in eighteen hundred forty-seven or eight the idea came 
into my mind that a library that would be free to the public, or where 
books could be taken out for a small sum, would be of great use and 
benefit to those persons who were desirous of improving their minds 
and were fond of reading, but were unable to gratify their tastes in that 
direction from their inability to purchase books, and who were obliged to 
live in boarding-houses where it would not be convenient to take up too 
much room. 
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At that time we had no means of getting books except from the 
Boston or Roxbury circulating libraries, and as it was difficult to get 
them to take away from the places where they were located, and as we 
could only go in the evening and then had to walk, but very few were thus 
obtained. 

TY mentioned the matter of a library to Mr. Elisha Hall and asked him 
if he thought anything could be done in that direction, and how it 
appeared to him. He at once endorsed the idea, and thought that it 
would be of great benefit to that class in the community who were being 
employed in places away from home and wished to occupy their leisure 
time in some profitable pursuit, and thereby prepare themselves for 
future usefulness. We had a great many conversations on the subject, 
but could not seem to come to any definite conclusions. In one of our 
talks I suggested the idea that such a library might be established by 
the town and be made something like the schools, but this difficulty 
presented itself, that the town could not raise money enough for such a 
purpose. This was some eighteen months after first starting our room. 

At this time Mr. Horace Mann was taking a very active part in 
educational matters. Mr. Mann lived in Newton; it was also Mr. Hall’s 
home, and as he was well acquainted with Mr. Mann, I suggested to 
Mr. Hall that he see Mr. Mann and see if he could not bring something 
about in the direction of what we had been thinking and talking. Mr. 
Hall accordingly saw Mr. Mann and brought the subject to his attention. 
Mr. Mann thought favorably of the matter, and believed it would be in 
the line of educational work, but he told Mr. Hall that while he did not 
think that he could help us, he would use his influence to help bring 
the thing about; here we let the matter rest. 

In the fall and winter of 1849 the news that gold had been discovered 
in California reached us, and at once much excitement prevailed among 
the people in relation to the matter. A large number of men from 
this vicinity gave up their business and started for that land of gold, 
and several of our number went to better their fortunes. This in some 
degree broke up our circle, and we did not take so much interest after- 
wards as we had done before, and in 1850 we gave up our room and 
divided the books and papers among those of us that were left. 

But from some source or other the idea of a free library to be estab- 
lished and maintained by the towns and cities had been working, whether 
from anything Mr. Mann had said or done I do not know, but in 1851 
the Rev. John B. Wight of Wayland, introduced a bill into the Legis- 
lature allowing towns to levy a tax of twenty-five cents on each ratable 
poll, to be expended for books to establish free public libraries. This 
act was approved and became a law May 24, 1851.* 








[*CHAPTER 305, ACTS OF 1861.] 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND TOWNS TO ESTABLISH AND MAINTAIN 


A PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: — 


SECTION 1. Any city or town in this commonwealth is hereby authorized to estab- 
lish and maintain a public library within the same, with or without branches, for the use 
of the inhabitants thereof, and to provide suitable rooms therefor, under such regulations 
for the government of such library as may from time to time be prescribed by the city 
council of such city, or the inhabitants of such town. 
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At this time I was very busy in other matters and gave but little 
attention to the subject of a library, and as no particular incident called 
the subject up I thought no more about it. But in the fall of 1856 an 
occasion arose in which I wanted to consult some book of reference, 
and as [ could not obtain it the old subject of a library was revived. I 
then endeavored to see what, if anything, could be done to establish 
a library, and took advantage of the new law to make a beginning for 
the same. With this end in view I commenced canvassing the town to 
consult those of our citizens who paid the largest taxes, and find out 
how they would regard such a project, and what the chances were of 
getting a favorable opinion, and if possible bring it before the town, for 
this was a new departure and at that time a thing unheard of; and 
remembering the great opposition which had been made to the establish- 
ment of the High School, I had very serious doubts of my success. But 
lam glad to say that although some were somewhat in doubt as to the 
advisability of the scheme, they all, after examining into the subject, 
gave me their support and encouragement. Accordingly, I succeeded in 
getting the following articles inserted in the warrant for the annual, 
town meeting held March 16, 1857, to wit :— 


*< Seventh, To see if the town will, under the provisions of the 305th 
Chapter of the Statutes of 1851, establish and maintain a public library 
within the town for the use of its inhabitants, and provide. suitable 
rooms therefor, and prescribe regulations concerning the same, and 
make appropriations for the foundation and commencement and increase 
thereof. 


‘“« Highth, To see if the town will take any action with respect to 
calling in the school fund, which was loaned to the town for the erecting 
of the Town Hall in 1845, and appropriate such fund to the erecting of 
a building to contain suitable rooms for an evening school and a public 
library.” 


At the annual town meeting of the inhabitants of Brookline, held on 
Monday, March 16, 1857, under the seventh and eighth articles in the 
warrant calling said meeting, it was 


‘¢ Voted, That the seventh and eighth articles be referred to a com- 
mittee of five persons to be appointed by the chair, to take the subject 
into consideration, and report thereon at the next meeting.” 


The chair accordingly appointed the following gentlemen to serve 
on the aforesaid committee, to wit: Messrs. Edward A. Dana, Abijah 
W. Goddard, Samuel Philbrick, George F. Homer and Charles Follen. 


At the adjourned annual meeting held March 30, 1857, the following 
action was taken, to wit :— 


SECTION 2. Any city or town may appropriate for the foundation and commence- 
ment of such library as aforesaid, a sum not exceeding one dollar for each of the ratable 
polls in the year next preceding that in which such appropriation shall be made; and 
may also appropriate annually for the maintenance and increase of such library a sum 
not exceeding twenty-five cents for each of its ratable polls, in the year next preceding 
that in which such appropriation shall be made. 

SECTION 38. Any city or town may receive in its corporate capacity, and hold and 
manage, any devise, bequest or donation for the establishment, increase or maintenance 
of a library within the same. Approved by the Governor, May 24, 1851. 

This act was amended in 1859, allowing cities and towns to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding fifty cents for each ratable poll for the year next preceding. 

Approved February 14, 1859. 

This act was accepted by the town. 
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‘‘¢The seventh and eighth articles were taken up and Edward A. 
Dana, chairman of the committee appointed at the last meeting to con- 
sider the subject-matter of said articles, presented the following votes, 
which were passed, to wit, the same being on the seventh article :— 


‘« Voted, To establish a public library in this town for the use of the 
inhabitants thereof, and to appropriate for the foundation and com- 
mencement of such library the sum of nine hundred and thirty-four 
dollars, being at the rate of one dollar for each of the ratable polls in 
this town in the year next preceding the present year. 

‘¢ Voted, To appropriate for the maintenance and increase of such 
library for the current year the sum of two hundred and thirty-three 
dollars, the same being the sum authorized by the statutes of this com- 
monwealth. 

‘* Voted, To assign for the reception of such library and its accommo- 
dation the hall on the first floor of the Town Hall building. 

‘« Voted, To choose annually from the inhabitants twelve persons, who 
shall constitute a board of trustees, with authority to make suitable 
regulations for the government and management of said library. Said 
board of trustees shall select and purchase books and periodicals for the 
library and fit up the room therefor, and have the general charge of the 
library and room. 


‘¢ Voted, To raise the above amount provided, by taxation the present 
year. 


‘« Voted, That a committee of three be appointed by the moderator, 
who shall report to this meeting the names of twelve inhabitants to act 
as the board of trustees aforesaid. 


‘¢The chair then appointed for the said committee the following- 
named gentlemen, viz.: Messrs. James M. Howe, James Bartlett and 
Augustus Allen. 


‘¢ Voted, To indefinitely postpone the eighth article. 


‘¢ Voted, That the sum of three hundred dollars be, and hereby is, 
appropriated to fit up the room now unoccupied on the lower floor of the 
Town Hall building, for the reception and use of the public library. 


‘“«The committee appointed to select alist of twelve citizens to act as 
a board of trustees, reported the following list of names to the meeting, 
viz. : — 


‘* Thomas Parsons, B. F. Baker, James M. Howe, John N. Turner, 
Amos A. Lawrence, Marshal Stearns, T. P. Chandler, F. H. Hedge, D.D., 
W.I1. Bowditch, James Bartlett, E. A. Dana, and Edward Atkinson. 


‘* Voted, That the above-named gentlemen be the board of trustees of 
the public library for the ensuing year.” 


In pursuance of the foregoing action of the town in relation to the 
establishment of a public library, the trustees immediately commenced 
to put the work in form and carry out the designs. 


April 11th, 1857. 


The first meeting of the trustees was held in the school committee 
room in the old Town Hall. 

Present: Parsons, Hedge, Lawrence, Baker, Bartlett, Stearns, Chand- 
ler and Howe. Thomas Parsons was chosen chairman, and Edward A. 
Dana secretary. 

A committee on rules was appointed; a committee on fitting up the 
library room; a committee on books. 

September 11, 1857, the committee on fitting up the room had every- 
thing ready, except the gas fixtures; the work of putting in the books 
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was soon after commenced, and the committee on books had the able and 
efficient help of Mr. John E. Hoar, the principal of the High School — 
which was voluntarily rendered. 

Nov. 11, 1857, the rules and regulations of the library having been 
adopted, the trustees proceeded to organize the board as follows, viz. :— 
President, Thomas Parsons; Secretary, Edward A. Dana; Treasurer, 
Wm. I. Bowditch. 

The committee on the library was directed to engage the services of 
Mr. John E. Hoar, as librarian. 


Voted, That the library be opened for the use of the public on Wed- 
nesday, Dec. 2, 1857. 


In accordance with the appointment of the trustees the library was 
opened to the public on the 2d day of December, 1857, and books were 
delivered to those who applied for them. 

The library was contained in one room on the lower floor of the old 
Town Hall (now the police station), about 364 x 29 feet, with shelving 
on one side and one end, and a desk for delivery. 

Mr. John E. Hoar, whom the committee on the library was directed 
to engage, was kind enough to accept the position, and served with 
loyal zeal in furthering its interests and promoting its efficiency. He 
served as librarian from that time until September 19, 1871, when he 
resigned, owing to his increasing duties as principal of the High 
School. Mr. Hoar was assisted by scholars from his school who cheer- 
fully gave their services. 

From the start the library has been a success, and has more than met 
the expectations of its most ardent advocates, and is the first one estab- 
lished entirely by municipal action that I can learn of, and diligent 
search has been made to find any other so established.* 

Immediately after the commencement of the plan, and it had proved 
successful, many inquiries were received from other cities and towns, 
seeking for information in relation to its workings and the manner in 
which it was brought about. And now free public libraries established 
after the manner of this are scattered all over the land. 

In April, 1860, by vote of the town the trustees were divided 
into three classes, whereby four trustees would be elected each year for 
a term of three years. This has been found to work well. 

The library, which then contained about 11,000 volumes, continued to 
increase so much in public favor that in 1861 the subject of providing a 
new building suitable for the library was brought before the town. 
This subject was not abandoned, but pressed upon the attention of the 
citizens, until in 1867 the sum of $37,000 was appropriated to purchase 
land and erect a library building thereon. This work was carried out, 
and in the autumn of 1869 the first part of the present building was 
erected, at a total cost of $45,000, and opened to the public for the deliv- 
ery of books on Saturday, the 9th day of October, 1869, about 22 years 
after my visionary ideas of a free public library were first spoken of. 
The good work has not been confined to this town alone, but through 
all the northern, middle and western states, almost all the large towns 
and cities have their free public libraries. 


* The town of Wayland and the city of New Bedford availed themselves of the Free 
Library Act before Brookline established this library under the Act. 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN.

To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN,— My fourth annual report, for the year Par nce 
January 31, 1897, is herewith respectfully submitted. The 
last twelve months have brought few radical innovations, but 
it may be hoped that the day-to-day work of the library has 
not been unavailing in its influence upon the life of the town. 


Accessions. 

The catalogue of accessions for the year records 1,588 volumes 
and 202 pamphlets, besides two valuable framed engravings, a 
stereoscope, a number of photographs, and an Indian spear- 
head, in perfect condition, found recently in the bed of the 
Village Brook by Mr. Snow and given to Mr. A. H. French, 
who presented it to the library.

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The total circulation for home use exceeds that for last year 
by 3,478. As the trustees have not purchased certain morbid 
works of fiction which have of late been somewhat in demand, 
and as the more valuable illustrated books have been placed 
where everyone could see and use them, this increase in the 
circulation of the library’s books is healthy and creditable. 

The average daily circulation for home use was 305. The 
largest circulation in one day, January 30, was 613. The cir- 
culation for March was 9,498. 

This year 1,569 new cards have been issued to borrowers, 
making a total of 8,528 names now registered. Some of these 
names, however, represent borrowers who have left the town 
or have died. Whenever possible, their names are being re- 
moved from the register ; 179 cards have been returned to the 
library and destroyed this year. The library has sent 1,202 
notices for books overdue. The sum of $470.21 has been col- 
lected in fines. The record of books bound and rebound is 
910. During the year 7,521 volumes of fiction were covered. 

The number of children who used the children’s room was 
16,107. 


Helps to Readers. 


In February the bulletin contained facts and suggestions 
relating to the library, likely to be of service to readers and to 
citizens of the town. These were reprinted in the form of a 
library hand-book, under the title “ Information for Readers.” 
It contained an historical sketch, a list of trustees since 1857, 
library rules and privileges, reference lists, and the regulations 
as passed by the town. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons issued recently a very attractive 
catalogue of one thousand good books, prepared by an experi- 
enced librarian, and called a “ Model Library.” The books in 
this list were, in the main, in our library. Those which were 
not here were purchased by the trustees, and by so doing the 
library received a number of the catalogues. These, with our 
shelf numbers added in the margin, became very useful cata- 
logues of good literature. 

The library trustees and the school committee printed in 
October, 1896, a list of “Books for boys and girls in the Brook- 
line Public Library, arranged for the existing course of study 
in grammar grades of the public schools.” The titles were 
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selected and annotated by Miss Mary McSkimmon, and the 
list has not only been of practical help to teachers and chil- 
dren, but was received with approval by other libraries. 

A list of books and articles relating to Thanksgiving Day, 
was printed in November. Much help was received from a 
list prepared by Miss Stearns of Milwaukee. A list on the 
Battle of Lexington was prepared and printed in March. 

An historical fiction list has been needed and is now appear- 
ing in our bulletin. 

On the 4th of April thirty-three members of the Library 
School at Albany, visited us and expressed their interest in our 
methods. 


Examination of the Shelves. 


During the summer of 1896, for the first time in some years, 
the entire shelf list was carefully compared with books as they 
stood on the shelves. To do this carefully was a long and 
tedious undertaking, and yet the results were important. The 
examination offered an opportunity of finding books that had 
been misplaced, and of completing sets that had been neglected. 
Our shelf list is now in good condition. 

The following table is larger than will be the case in future 
examinations, but it represents a very small loss in money as 
compared with the privileges which the public enjoy in a 
library liberally administered.

These forty-one books will cost the library about $50. 


Anniversary Day. 


December 2, 1857, the library was first opened to the public, 
and in commemoration of this event the whole library was 
thrown open for one day, on the 2d of December, 1896, so that 
people might examine the books on the shelves. The work of 
the library was explained to visitors and the library publica- 
tions were exhibited together. 

A large collection of views taken in the West Indies was 
loaned by Mr. J. M. Codman; photographs of the works of 
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Frederick Macmonnies, the sculptor, were loaned by Mrs. 
Macmonnies through the courtesy of Mr.{H. H. Sylvester; 
and Miss Susan G. Whyte placed a number of rare early 
English prints atour disposal. Many curiosities of local history 
were exhibited. All who availed themselves of this first 
anniversary day seemed to appreciate the plan, and many 
expressed a hope that it might become;an annual observance. 
Some age limit, however, should be set in the future. 


Exhibitions. 

Mr. Sylvester has loaned from time to time original drawings 
by artists of recognized standing. The opportunity to see 
these drawings which had the peculiarities necessary for suc- 
cessful process reproduction could not but be of value to our 
young people. 

Mr. Codman loaned groups of photographs of Egypt and of 
the Alhambra, which attracted much attention. 

Mr. John C. Packard has permitted us to exhibit photographs 
showing the progress which has been made in X-ray photog- 
raphy. Many of these were the result of his own experiments. 

The library sent to the High School a large collection of 
mounted portraits which had been exhibited on our bulletin 
boards. These extended nearly the whole length of one of the 
corridors. 

Minor Matters. 

An important work during the year has been the adding of 
printed lists of contents to the catalogue cards. These slips 
have been cut from old catalogues and other library lists. 

The art books were rearranged in May and June, and are 
now much more useful. At the same time books on sociology 
and government were more closely classified and placed tem- 
porarily in the music room, where they might be open to the 
publi. 

Pockets were placed in all the new books this year to hold 
the borrowers’ cards. | 

Very easy music for children has been added to the music 
library, and the scope of the collection has thus been enlarged. 


Conclusion. 

In April Miss Winifred B. Smith of the Cambridge Public — 

Library accepted the position made vacant by the death of 
Miss Woods, and has carried on the work successfully. 
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The binding and current periodicals in Miss Marston’s charge 
have been handled expeditiously in spite of the increase of 
work. The desk under Miss Starkweather has been well ad- 
ministered, and the special task of preparing an historical 
fiction list has been done with care by Miss Hooper. 

John R. Marvin felt that his school studies required more 
time, and Edward Sharp, Jr., has taken some of his hours. 
John T. Floyd continues to do excellent work. 

Mr. Orcutt, in charge of the children, has had a busy year, 
due in part to the completion of a larger children’s room. Mr. 
Robie, besides his usual duties, has found time to turn his 
skill to account in devising a number of improvements.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 





The School Committee of the town of Brookline herewith 
submit their annual report for the year closing February 1, 
1897. The members of the board as now constituted, with 
the dates when their terms of service expire, are indicated on 
the opposite page. 

Immediately after the annual meeting the committee organ- 
ized by the election of Mr. William. H. Lincoln as chairman, 
and Mr. William T. R. Marvin as secretary.

In addition to these sub-committees, which have been regu- 
larly appointed for many years under the rules of the board, 
it has recently been thought expedient to appoint a sub-com- 
mittee on text-books, in order to have the selection of books 
which it may be thought desirable to introduce, more carefully 
considered, and also to enable the board to obtain the views of 
the Superintendent and of those teachers who will be called 
upon to use them, before any shall be definitely recommended. 
The following members of the board were appointed to 
constitute this committee: Prentiss Cummings, William T. h. 
Marvin and Mrs. Elizabeth Cabot. 
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Changes in Teachers. 

During the year some of our teachers have left us to accept 
positions at an increased salary, and others in view of their 
approaching marriage. Several transfers have been made 
which need not be specified, the names of the teachers being 
given with the schools to which they are attached, in the 
tabular view of the schools on a subsequent page. The

Miss Lamprey has resumed her work in the Lincoln School, 
and Miss Adeline T. Joyce, after a year spent in study abroad, 
has also resumed her position in the Winthrop Kindergarten. 
In consequence of the discontinuance of instruction in military 
drill in the High School, for the present, Captain Sutton, 
whose work while in that position was entirely satisfactory to 
the board, was not reappointed. A few other changes, chiefly 
in the Kindergarten assistants, have also been made.

The New School on Druce Street. 


During the year the new school-house on Druce street has 
been completed and accepted by the board. A special report 
of the building committee will be found on a subsequent page, 
. which will give the particulars concerning its erection. It is 
the intention of the committee to begin work in this building 
on the 8th of February, 1897; it will afford relief to the 
Cabot School, and will be appreciated by a large and growing 
neighborhood. 

The High School. 


A clock has been placed on the tower of the High School, 
which is operated by the electric clock already installed. A 
few minor details have also received attention during the 
year, and there are still some further matters which are under 
consideration, but the substantial completion and occupancy 
of the entire building was announced in the last annual 
report. 

The interest of our citizens in the work and equipment 
of this school has been shown in many ways during the 
year. Some of the gifts of works of art which have 
been placed in the art room and in the corridors were 
reported in 1896. This interest still continues. Recently 
Miss Ellen Chase has presented the school with a fine cast 
of the statue of St. George by Donatello, as a memorial of 
her brother, the late Col. William Leverett Chase; this has 
been placed on one of the landings in the western corridor 
—the side used by the boys of the school,—where it cannot 
fail to serve as an incentive to follow the example of one 
whose generous and noble character will long be remembered. 
It is hoped by the High School Committee that this custom 
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so happily begun will long be continued; and the members 
of the Committee, the Head-master of the school, or the 
Superintendent can be consulted at any time by those who 
contemplate making any gifts to the school. 


The Mabelle Armstrong Shepard Collection. 


The chairman of the board was entrusted with the expend- 
iture of the $1,000 contributed by Mr. Armstrong for the 
purchase of works of art for the High School. On his visit 
to Paris last summer a selection was made from the statuary 
in the Louvre, and orders were placed in the hands of the 
government agent for the reproduction in plaster of the 
following statues: first, Augustus; second, Commodus; third, 
Venus Genetrix; fourth, Atalanta; fifth, Euterpe; sixth, a 
young Roman; seventh, another statue of a young Roman; 
eighth, bust of Venus; ninth, bust. 

There were also purchased of Messrs. Caproni of Boston 
two statues, one of Diana and one of Demosthenes. A fine 
collection has thus been obtained, which will be of great value 
to the school, and especially to the students of art. The two 
statues of the young Romans have been placed in the niches 
in the corridor on the main floor. They are finished in green 
bronze, and are admirably adapted to the place and are highly 
ornamental. 


School Accommodations. 


The board has previously called the attention of the town 
to the fact that additional school accommodations and facilities 
are much heeded in connection with the Pierce Grammar 
School. There have been other problems connected with this 
one, which have increased the difficulty of its satisfactory 
solution. It was thought at one time that the building now 
occupied as a Police Station and Court House should be 
abandoned, the Pierce Primary School building be altered so 
as to meet the requirements of the Police Station, ete., and 
that two new buildings for primary and grammar schools be 
constructed upon the lot now occupied by the Pierce Grammar 
school-house and the Police Station. 

The Committee are entirely satisfied to have the Pierce 
Primary remain where it is, and attempt to solve only the 
question of additional room for the grammar school. It has 
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been suggested that the present building be enlarged. It is 
true that the exterior is quite satisfactory and compares 
favorably with our modern structures. But the same cannot 
be said of the interior, a matter which is of more consequence. 

Provision should be made not only for additional pupils, 
but for instruction in manual training, both for boys and 
girls. At present they are obliged to go to the Lawrence 
School for this instruction, and this consumes considerable 
time that is valuable. The present school building contains 
but four rooms, whereas a building of eight or ten rooms is 
needed, besides the space for manual training. <A large hall 
with a seating capacity for five hundred persons is desired. 
With all these ends in view it seems impracticable to enlarge 
the present building, and it would probably cost as much to 
undertake it as to construct an entirely new one, while the 
result would not be so complete or satisfactory. 

Inquiries have been made upon what terms the estates at 
the end of the triangle bordering upon School and Washington 
streets could be purchased, but the owners decline to sell or 
name a price. If the town desires to locate a building upon 
this corner, these estates can be taken by right of eminent 
domain. If otherwise, the site of the old High School or the 
Pierce Grammar School would be suitable for a new school- 
house of the size indicated. The town owns sufficient land 
to meet the necessity. [If a building is to be removed or 
demolished, it would seem that the old High school-house 
should be the one selected. Some definite action should soon 
be taken. Unless land is purchased in that vicinity for the 
purpose, one or the other of the two buildings named must 
be removed, or the Pierce Grammar enlarged. The latter we 
do not recommend. 

At the February meeting the Committee received a petition 
from a number of citizens residing near the Edward Devotion 
School, requesting that additional school accommodations be 
furnished in that neighborhood, and also that the board ask 
for an appropriation to erect a grammar school-house on the 
land belonging to the town near that building. 

The Committee fully recognize the necessity of providing at 
an early date for such pupils. Some will be ready for eighth 
erade work there at the beginning of the next school year, 
and we have decided to open a room and appoint a teacher to 
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take that work from September next. There is now abundant 
room in that building for such a class. This provision, with 
the opening of the Druce street school-house, which will take 
some of the scholars now in the Devotion School, will, in our 
judgment, supply the facilities needed at present and enable 
those who are preparing for the High School to complete their 
grammar school work in this building. But it will be neces- 
sary at no distant time to carry out the original plans which 
were reported to the town when this lot was purchased, and 
erect a grammar school there. : 

By the opening of the new public Bath-house and swimming 
school near the playground, Brookline has obtained peculiar 
advantages for instructing the pupils of our schools in the art 
of swimming. For several weeks after it was opened, the 
scholars of the High School were allowed to use the period 
devoted to physical training in practice there, and instruction, 
until some plans under contemplation in that department 
could be matured; and we are informed that of those who had 
not learned to swim when the Bath-house was opened, nearly 
all the High School boys have now acquired greater or less 
facility in the art. In this the cordial codperation of the Bath- 
house committee was rendered, but the board finds that it 
has no power under the statute to make instruction in swim- 
ming,a part of the regular curriculum of the schools. Whether 
& Special appropriation for this can be made by the town is a 
matter concerning which it does not seem proper for this board 
to make any recommendation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee : — 


The past year has been marked by no important changes 
in the conduct of school affairs. The purpose has been to 
secure in every department a more united and hearty agree- 
ment concerning the aims of the work and, as far as possible, 
to improve and strengthen the teaching. | 

The school system has come to have more organic unity 
than was formerly the case, although the highest standard in 
this particular is still to be attained. The perfect adjustment 
of means to end, and the intelligent coordination of all parts 
of the system, can only be reached gradually through long 
and patient labor. 

Progress toward unity and singleness of purpose is made 
along two lines especially. First, by having instructors in 
special subjects supervise in a general way the instruction 
in every grade. Not only is this done in the case of music 
and drawing, but physics, chemistry, nature-study and physi- 
cal training receive oversight from High School teachers. It 
is true that these teachers are not able to inspect to any con- 
siderable extent the instruction given in the grades, but, at 
regular meetings of the teachers, they mark out the lines to 
be followed and give many helpful suggestions concerning the 
instruction. This plan has been pursued for nearly five years 
in respect to elementary science, so that this branch has now 
become well rooted in the schools with little extra expense 
except for materials and apparatus. It is quite desirable that 
High School teachers should be so familiar with the instruc- 
tion given in the lower grades that they may be able to advise 
concerning it. 

The second line of effort toward unity is the correlation of 
studies, of which I will speak later. 


The Course of Study. 

The best course of study is a growth. It must come from 
the united thought and experience of the whole corps of 
teachers. Such outlines as have been prepared from time 
to time are nothing but the bones, which have to be clothed 
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upon and endowed with vitality by the living teacher. Wher- 
ever an attempt has been made to formulate in detail all the 
topics that are to be taken up by the teacher and to specify 
the methods to be pursued, the schools soon sink into a dreary 
sort of routine. It is true that with such a course of study 
there is a tendency to level up, but, in a still greater measure, 
there is danger of leveling down, so that the average quality 
of work is not the highest. 

Able, talented teachers, like highly endowed pupils, should 
have the opportunity of putting forth their best energies. 
The example of such is always an incentive and inspiration 
to those less capable, and so there is a constant movement 
toward what is worthiest and most desirable both in teaching 
and learning. 

Our course of study has been greatly broadened in all 
departments during the past few years. Some people think 
that too many things are taught. They suppose that all the 
old studies are pursued as formerly, and that the new ones 
are added. This of course is a fallacy. When any course 
of study is full, new exercises cannot be added except by 
displacing some of the old or by making some change in the 
arrangement of studies which economizes time. As with 
the introduction of the electric car the slower methods of 
travel are abandoned, so with the schools, the bringing in 
of the new subjects marks the disappearance of much of the 
old, both in matter and method. For example, arithmetic, 
both oral and written, is still vigorously taught along the 
practical lines, but all abstruse and unnecessary portions are 
eliminated. Such subjects as fractions, measurements and 
percentage are taught several years earlier than formerly, 
making it possible to bring algebra and geometry into the 
grammar school. 

Language, instead of being presented as a separate branch, 
is a constant factor in all the school exercises, and is sup- 
plemented by the elements of grammar after the art of 
expression has been measurably well acquired. The new 
course for primary and grammar grades in this department, 
just issued, will help to make the instruction more uniform 
and progressive. | 

Latin, which had previously been begun in the ninth grade, 
was undertaken last year at the middle of the eighth grade. 
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Iam now led to recommend that this language be pursued 
during the entire eighth and ninth years. The burdens 
entailed upon the High School by increased requirements for 
college would seem to warrant this change. Moreover, ele- 
mentary Latin is now taught in such a manner as to be a most 
effective aid to the acquisition of a thorough knowledge of 
English. 

Good progress has been made during the past year in corre- 
lating the subjects of geography, history and literature, with 
some special aim for each year. These subjects, in this way, 
become practically one, and the labor of instruction is much 
economized. But the chief value of the plan lies in the habit 
of mind which enables the student to look out with the eye 
of imagination upon the world as a theater of great events, 
tracing cause and effect in the climate, soil, etc., as determining 
the life and character of the people. History, travel, poetry, 
fiction, science, education, art, music, industry, politics, eco- 
nomics and religion, all make their contributions to this 
fascinating study. The library becomes a workshop, and is 
taxed to the utmost to feed minds that are positively hungry. 

We are still sadly lacking in the best facilities for carrying 
on this work. Books of reference, sets of histories, and stan- 
dard literature and collateral reading are needed. Five hun- 
dred dollars could be profitably expended at once for what is 
required in the grammar and high schools. 

There is need also of photographs and lantern slides in all 
the higher grades. Hitherto these important aids to instruc- 
tion have been supplied largely by teachers and by private 
contribution. The best educational product is forthcoming, 
only as the machinery and tools employed are of the most 
improved pattern. 

The policy of furnishing free text-books, which is done 
under the law of the Commonwealth, requires a considerable 
annual expenditure, and the expansion of the High School, not 
only in numbers but in a broadened curriculum, makes the 
demand in this direction necessarily large. For several years 
it has been customary at the close of the summer term to gather 
up the books that, by hard wear, have become unfit for use, and 
have them repaired during the summer vacation. The patent 
book covers now furnished help to prolong the life of the text- 
books. 
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School Accommodations. 

The town is somewhat in arrears in this particular. That 
no real progress has been made toward a new central grammar 
school is a matter of profound regret to all interested in the 
welfare of the children. There can be no question that the 
citizens are quite ready to make the necessary appropriation 
just as soon as a well-digested proposition is presented. I 
would therefore strongly urge that the matter be taken up 
with vigor and pushed to definite action. 

The proposition from a large number of citizens for a gram- 
mar school on Harvard street is timely. If such a building is 
not provided within two years, there is likely to be inconvenient 
and harmful crowding. 


The town is now. paying $200 rental for the rooms at the 


Union Building for the use of a kindergarten. The question 
arises whether it would not be better to add another story to 
that portion of the Parsons School now occupied by the 
primary department, and so secure more satisfactory accom- 
modations and make it possible to connect more closely the 
kindergarten with the school to which it belongs. 

It is evident that the rapid growth of population in Long- 
wood calls for early action respecting a new primary school. 
The selection of a site was referred to a special committee some 
two years ago, and it is to be hoped that that committee will 
soon take this matter in hand. 


Manual Training. 

Considerable progress has been made in extending the 
manual and domestic arts to all grades. Just what kinds of 
hand-work are best suited for those classes not eligible to the 
shop and the kitchen, must be determined experimentally, and 
this problem is now well in hand. Some good work in clay 
was done by the third grade at the Cabot School last year, and 
this is being continued after the method pursued at the North 
Bennett Street School, Boston. 


At the present time an experiment in card-board work is. 


being tried in the third grade of the Winthrop School and in 
the fourth grade of the Pierce Primary School. The models 
are all Swedish, and the materials are simple and inexpensive. 

At the Heath School, as no shop has yet been provided, 
simple work on the desk with wood of two dimensions is soon 
to be taken up by the boys of the upper four classes. _

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It might be added that, in all these instances, the regular 
teachers have embraced the opportunity of taking lessons on 
Saturday morning at the North Bennett Street School, thus 
showing a commendable desire to prepare themselves to give 
this instruction. 

The exhibit made last summer in the several departments 
of hand-work, as well as the small collection made at the 
meeting of the Education Society recently, demonstrated the 
fact that it is possible to secure creditable results from nearly 
every pupil. The results secured by Miss Woodbury at the 
Lawrence School, by Mr. Owens at the Lincoln, and Mr. 
Hutchinson at the High School, are superior to those hitherto 
obtained. 

The opening of the forge shop is an interesting and valu- 
able feature. No one can enter this laboratory, where the 
fires are burning and the sparks are flying from the strokes of 
the hammer, without being impressed with the newness of 
modern education in its practical phases. 


The Training Class. 

By the vote of the School Committee the Superintendent 
was authorized to continue the Training Class for college grad- 
uates in such a way as might seem most feasible. The ex- 
periment has therefore been conducted, without expense to the 
town, on much the same lines as last year, excepting that the 
work in the theory of education and the scheme for visiting 
schools outside of Brookline has been greatly strengthened. 

The class numbered ten until January ist, when another 
member was added. Four days in each week they have 
observed and taught in some of the grades in the various 
’ schools. It should be said that their service has, in several 
instances, been of much value, and some expense would have 
been incurred for furnishing such assistance had these young 
ladies not been on hand to aid us. 

The Training Class has made it evident for the first time 
that college graduates are ready to devote time to professional 
training, and that too in the lower grades, provided suitable 
opportunities are offered them. Considerable activity is being 
shown toward similar experiments in other places. 


Physical Training. 
A growing recognition of the rightful place of physical 
training and hygiene in any scheme of education makes it 
16 
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necessary to provide liberally for this department. From a 
brief report presented by Miss Howell, the following quotation 
is made : — 


‘In the High School no important change has occurred save 
the supplementary advantages offered by the opening of the 
Bath-house. In the lower schools no time nor provision has 
been made for the regular instruction of the teachers in 
gymnastics. The work in some schools has, however, been 
greatly strengthened and unified by the oversight which has 
been given to the work by some one teacher specially qualified. 
My supervision has been carried on through occasional direc- 
tions given at the teachers’ meetings, and through visits to the 
various rooms from time to time, when the work of classes has 
been inspected, and suggestions have been given to teachers 
as individuals.” 

In view of the fact that the two departments of physical — 
training and biology, which have been under the direction of 
Miss Howell, have become greatly enlarged, it seems absolutely 
necessary to provide assistance in one of them. I would 
therefore recommend that some one be employed at a moderate 
salary to assist In physical training, especially in the lower 
grades, with a view to finally taking charge of this department. 


Cooperation. 


The principle implied in this term underlies all social and 
economic advancement. It is likely to be a sort of watchword 
for the new century which we are rapidly approaching. No 
word better expresses the educational status of the town at 
the present time. There is marked cooperation between 
teachers and pupils as well as between teachers and parents. 
The general attitude of citizens has been generous and helpful 
as expressed in many ways. 

The Education Society grew out of an attempt to secure 
more intelligent and systematic cooperation. The lectures 
and discussions of the society have undoubtedly led to a better 
acquaintance with current educational ideas, and have pro- 
moted a more sympathetic relation between the home and the 
school. The work being attempted by the several committees 
is most promising, and if consistently carried out will tend to 
elevate the standard of education. For example, the Music 
Committee, with the approval of the school board, has invited 
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accomplished musicians to visit certain schools and, for half 
an hour, to render vocal and instrumental music. The grow- 
ing pleasure and appreciation with which the children have 
listened, has been sufficient proof of the value of this under- 
taking. 

The History Committee, by providing courses of lectures 
and the publication of helpful outlines and guides, is also 
supplementing the instruction given in the schools. 

The Art Committee is now laying plans for a loan collection 
of paintings and objects of art, as well as for the continuance 
of the work so well begun of placing works of art in all our 
schools. 

The Child-study Committee is engaged in promoting a plan 
whereby mothers from different portions of the town, and 
from different circumstances in life, are brought together to 
consider the important questions touching the training of 
children, household economy and the general conduct of the 
home. Such community effort as is enlisted in these move- 
ments will do much to promote that genuine democracy, that 
improvement in social order for which all schools exist. It 
need not be said that well directed activity of this sort on the 
part of people deeply interested in education reacts very 
favorably on the schools. Jt not only makes the teachers 
deeply grateful for what is being done to improve conditions, 
but it causes them to be sensible of the great responsibility 
they are under, so that they seek to render a high order. of 
service. 





Monthly meetings for teachers have been held during the 
year, when addresses have been heard from persons of prom- 
inence in the educational field. 

The grade work in drawing and elementary science has 
received special attention at weekly meetings. 

The system of vertical writing meets with increased favor. 
The written work in. all grades is more legible than formerly, 
and while as yet pupils write less rapidly, it is believed that 
time will correct this fault. 

It is proper to recognize the prompt and willing assistance 
received by the school department from the Public Library. 
To know books and to use them wisely is no small part of 
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education, and no town in this favored Commonwealth is 
doing more than Brookline to bring the library and the school 
into the closest codperation. 

Mention should always be made of the heartiness and loy- 
alty of all our teachers in seeking to make every school as 
nearly perfect as possible. Every year brings a new contin- 
gent of workers, and it is not often that unwise selections have 
been made. 

It is but natural in such reports as this to emphasize what 
is best and most promising. This should not be taken as indi- 
cating that there is no consciousness of imperfections. The 
defects that cling to all institutions face us every day, and. 
there is no desire to cover them up, but a helpful, positive and 
constructive policy is always most efficacious. The effect of 
what is less worthy is minimized according as attention is 
fixed upon that which approaches the ideal.

The following are selected from the reports submitted to the 
committee, through the Superintendent and sub-committees, 
and will show what has been accomplished in the departments 
presented. 
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REPORT OF THE MASTER OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 





In making my annual report, I am always at a loss to know 
what aspects of the school to present. So varied is its life, 
that one cannot hope within the scope of a brief report to do 
justice to every phase of it. 

Tabular views of courses of study give a certain kind of 
necessary information; statistics furnish data from which 
deductions may be made and tendencies discovered; graphic 
charts such as were given last year, enable one at a glance to 
gauge the growth of the school; but all such presentations 
lack the color and perspective which are necessary elements in 
a realistic picture. They tell us nothing of the animating 
spirit of the school, of the interaction of mind and mind, of the 
relation of the students to one another and to the teachers, of 
the individual struggles, of the joys and sorrows, the successes 
and failures, of the heedlessness and hopeless indifference 
shown by some, and the encouraging growth of earnestness in 
others; they give us no hint of the ethical code which prevails, 
—and yet a school is the world in miniature, with all its 
virtues and vices in embryo, and a public sentiment, good or 
bad, always operative. 


Good Citizenship. 

This is why the American public school at its best, becomes 
the ideal training-place for good citizenship. There need be 
no artificial or false standards. So close is the school to the 
state which maintains it, and so perfectly does it reflect the 
life of society, that all of school conduct may be dealt with so 
as to prepare the student to properly meet his subsequent 
social and political obligations. He may begin at once by 
proving himself a good citizen and a worthy member of the 
society in which he finds himself. If the teachers habitually 
appeal to his civic sense, his loyalty and cooperation — other 
names for patriotism— may be safely counted on, and his 
ambition stirred to leave the school better than he found it. 
If they are wise enough to put responsibility upon him and 
give him sufficient liberty, he may be made increasingly self- 
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directive. History, economics and manual training, studied 
always with reference to present conditions, will give him an 
intelligent interest in current social and industrial questions, 
make him sensitive to existing evils, put him in sympathy with 
the most promising measures of relief, and send him forth 
unprejudiced and open-minded to do his share in the world. 


Local History. 

The policy instituted six years ago, of encouraging the 
seniors to study intensively some phase of local history, is con- 
tinued. Essays are written every year which represent 
extended research, and afford valuable training in dealing with 
historical material at first hand. Some of these have been 
printed by the Historical Publication Society. This practice 
together with the attention devoted to local government will 
produce, it is hoped, a quality of citizenship not inferior to 
that for which the town has always been distinguished. 


Variety of School Subjects. 

It is essential that we should divest ourselves of preju- 
dice, and comprehend the far-reaching significance of what 
President Hyde calls the social mission of the public school, 
if we are to be saved from misjudging it. Most of its critics 
apply antiquated standards, an educational ideal outgrown, 
or some special school of their boyhood days, forgetting the 
changed conditions, ignoring the close relationship which 
now exists between the school, the home, the work-shop and the 
state, and leaving out of their calculations the diversity of aims 
and destinations of the scholars in a public high school. The 
first glance at our own programme, where Greek and dress- 
making appear side by side, is, I admit, somewhat appalling. 
Butit should be remembered, (1) that there is no subject in the 
curriculum which is not justified by the demand for it; (2) 
that there are, and must be, alternative courses for those whose 
‘destinations are different; (8) that all in the school, save a few 
special students, are following one of these well defined courses, 
the candidate for college or techinal school traveling very 
directly towards the institution of his choice, and the general 
student pursuing a course which, based mainly upon modern 
subjects, is, for his purpose, superior to any of the others. 


Courses of Study. 


There are four such courses: the classical, the sub-classical, 
the technical and the general. A critical examination of these 
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in comparison with college catalogues, will show how well 
calculated they are to accomplish the desired end. In their 
first years they are sufficiently alike to enable a pupil who 
changes his purpose to pass from one to another without 
serious loss. 

By a combination of prescribed and elective subjects, pro- 
vision is made for maxinium and minimum requirements suited 
to the varying capabilities of different students. The subjects 
Which are constants, appearing in all courses, but in varying 
proportions, are English, history, mathematics, physics, art, 
music and physical training. 


Manual Training and Domestic Economy. 


The course which shows the greatest proportionate gain 
during the past year is the technical. I cannot speak too 
highly of the excellent work which is being done by the boys 
at the bench, the lathe and the anvil, and by the girls.in the 
domestic science laboratory. It is to be valued not less as 
mental training than as a source of practical knowledge. The 
girls, while mastering the details of housekeeping, are making 
a comprehensive study of the place of the family in society, the 
relation of its members, and the care and administration of the 
home; and the boys, in dealing with the elements of various 
trades, are close upon the border land of the great industrial 
world. Into this world they make excursions from time to 
time, visiting mills and factories under the guidance of their 
instructor, and observing with growing intelligence and 
sympathy, the mechanical processes and the conditions under 
which the productive industries are carried on. 

It is interesting to notice that this course, which is so 
steadily growing in popularity, represents a line of work 
which is soon to be recognized in the requirements for admission 
to the leading technical schools. The last catalogue of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology announces its intention 
to require in the near future, one of a series of elective subjects 
in which are included mechanical drawing and shop work, and 
we are told that the Lawrence Scientific School is soon to move 
in the same direction. 

It should not be forgotten that we shall need next September 
the equipment for teaching this year’s forging class, chipping 
and filing and elementary machine work. This is the next 
logical step, and one to which we stand committed by the 
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establishment of this course. True, economy of the pupils’ 
time suggests that the new plant should, if possible, be located. 
at a place less remote than the Boylston-street shop. 


Improved Organization. 

A very substantial advance has been made during the past 
year in the details of school management. For the first time, 
there has been a secretary who could devote herself wholly to 
the duties of the position. Besides lifting a great burden of 
the clerical work from the teaching corps, she has catalogued 
the library and systematized the work in the office, establishing 
precedents which will be of lasting value to the school. She 
is now making a thorough study.of school organization, with 
a view to making such machinery as may be necessary in a 
large school, as complete and perfect as possible. 


Reference Library. 

No portion of our equipment yields a more constant and 
valuable return than the reference library, small and incomplete 
as it is. Now that the card catalogue has been prepared, 
additions should be made to the shelves systematically, in the 
order of our greatest needs. An endowment for this school, 
the interest yielding a moderate sum annually, would be the 
most satisfactory means of developing it.

The graduating exercises took place in the Town Hall, June

Kdward Atkinson delivered the address. Subject: “Training 
for a Business Career.” Of the thirty-one graduates, six were 
admitted to Harvard University, three to Williams College, 
three to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, two to the 
Lawrence Scientific School, and five to Smith College. 
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Fitness for Business. 

In consequence of frequent requests made by business men 
for reliable information about boys whom they think of taking 
into their employ, we are now keeping a record of. such facts 
as in ahy way reveal a boy’s promise of success in a business 
career. Punctuality, perseverance, honesty of purpose, self 
reliance, and trustworthiness are more significant than scholar- 
ship in gauging a boy’s prospects of success in business; and 
we are prepared to testify as to any and all of these character- 
istics in our students.

Physical Training. 

The girls are reaping the fruits of a sustained effort made 
under the wise direction of a competent instructor. During 
the past two years their attitude has wholly changed. With 
rare exceptions they take gymnastics willingly, I may say 
eagerly. Basket-ball and swimming are welcomed with 
enthusiasm. The limitation imposed by insufficient time 
prevents, however, that close grading of classes which would 
result in progressive physical development; under present 
conditions the individual pupil cannot receive the attention 
she should have. 

With the boys the situation is even more unsatisfactory, 
although they perhaps have less need of such systematic train- 
ing. The lack of a special teacher has been seriously felt; 
on the other hand, the masters of the school in personally 
directing the gymnastic exercises have been brought into 
closer touch with the boys, which is surely a great gain. 
Marching, running, dumb-bell practice for the fourth class, 
and, most popular of all, swimming, have taken the place of 
military drill. 
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The problem of discriminating and progressive physical 
development will never be solved by conceding to gymnastics 
a scant half-hour in the middle of a crowded school session. 
There are serious objections to attempting anything but simple 
recreative class exercises at such a time. To send scholars 
hurrying back to the schoolroom in an overheated condition 
from violent exercise, and with no opportunity to bathe and 
change their garments, is surely to be condemned; and yet — 
this seems inevitable under present conditions. What is the 
remedy? Physical training for all but recreative purpose 
should be relegated to the afternoon, when there would be 
time for greater relaxation as well as more vigorous exercise 
than is now possible. The individual student could receive 
more attention and all would benefit from the greater variety 
and scope of the work. 

The new Bath-house is a or eat addition to our resources for 
physical training; an out-of-door gymnasium on the adjoining 
lot would still further increase them. 


Lectures. 

The following gentlemen have made short addresses to the . 
school: Mr. Archibald M. Howe, Mr. W. H. Lincoln, Rey. W. 
I. Haven, Dr. Reuen Thomas. 

Mr. Joseph Lee has given to the political economy class a 
series of lessons upon graphic methods of representing statistics. 
High School Extension. 

The object of the extension courses is not so much to provide 
popular lectures for the public as to supplement for our own 
students existing school courses, and at the same time to offer 
to adults who are interested an opportunity for consecutive 
reading and study with them. 

The courses for the present winter are of quite exceptional 
interest and value. Hon. Charles F. Sprague has generously 
provided a series of political economy lectures to be given by 
Prof. Davis R. Dewey of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. The music committee of the Education Society 
have provided a course of four interpretative concerts. Miss 
Weir offers six illustrated lectures on Ancient Art; Mrs. Norton 
and others, a most valuable course on The Home and the 
Family. <A detailed announcement of these follows this report.

EVENING SCHOOL. 


Mr. George F. Spring, principal, reports as follows: — 


The school commenced October 19. The whole number registered, 
(including the drawing class), is 119. The membership for October was 
85; November, 45; December, 39; January, 42. The average attendance 
for each month has been about three-fifths of the membership. It is a 
very gratifying fact that from the first of January until the present time 
(Feb. 9), both the membership and the attendance have been fully equal 
to those of December, which is not usually the case with evening schools, 

The drawing class has been patronized by a less number than attended 
last year, owing to the smaller number of mechanics employed in the 
town; but there has been a greater variety of work done than usual, 
and much interest and improvement manifested by the pupils. 

A large amount of the work in the school has been, from necessity, 
individual, but this has not been without its advantages, as it has 
brought the teachers into more intimate relations with the pupils, and 
has enabled them to judge more wisely of the special needs. The greater 
part of the time has been spent on the elementary studies, although . 
some of the pupils have been given advanced work in the commercial 
branches. 

The plan for brief talks arranged by Mr. Sanford, and carried out by 
him with the assistance of Mr. Packard and Dr. Chase, was a great 
benefit to the pupils and was thoroughly enjoyed. 

The pupils who have attended the past winter have been well behaved 
and zealous, and have shown a thorough appreciation of the opportun- 
ities offered them.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE UPON THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE SCHOOL-HOUSE ON DRUCE STREET. 





This building provides for two stories and a basement, two 
class rooms on each floor. The class rooms are on the south 
side of the building, and the windows are recessed to accom- 
modate shelves for plants, so arranged that the boxes contain- 
ing the plants shall not obstruct the light. Two staircases 
are provided, one at each end of the corridor on the north side 
of the building. The corridors are wide, with coat-rooms 
separated from them by open wire partitions allowing the 
circulation of air for drying the clothing. Each class room 
has three doors opening upon the corridors. 

A teachers’ room is provided on each floor with proper 
closets and toilet rooms. The furnishing of the building 
throughout is of white-wood and the floors are of tongued 
and grooved hard pine. | 

The walls are of hard plaster, tinted, and the black-boards 
are of slate. The walls of the building are of brick, and the 
partitions are also of brick or terra cotta. No wooden parti- 
tions or furrings are used. The plastering is applied directly 
to the masonry of the walls and partitions, thus avoiding any 
concealed air spaces where fire might be conducted. The 
outer walls are built with air space to insure warmth and 
dryness. 

The system of heating and ventilating is that generally 
approved of and recommended by the State Inspectors. 
Warm air is introduced to the rooms at a height of about eight 
feet above the floor, and the vitiated air is taken from the 
rooms at or near the floor. The air is warmed by steam coils 
in heating chambers in the basement, the fresh air supply 
being taken directly to them from outside the building. The 
temperature of the incoming air in any room can be regulated 
by dampers without diminishing the supply of air. 

Care has been taken to provide easy access to the outer 
doors of the building, and the locks on these doors are so 
made that they can always be opened from the inside.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 





The board of Park Commissioners submit herewith their 
sixteenth annual report for the year ending January 31, 1897. 

The appropriations for the work under charge of the Com- 
_ missioners were as follows, viz.: —

In addition to these sums, the Commissioners have author- 


ized expenditures on the Town Hall, Lawrence School and 


Public Library grounds to an aggregate of $404.40. These 
bills are still unpaid, as the appropriation for public grounds is 
exhausted, and there being some doubt as to whether these 
bills could properly be paid from the unexpended balance to 
the credit of park maintenance. 

The Commissioners regret being obliged to report that the 
appropriation of $8,000 for completing the work on the Long- 
wood-avenue playground has been found insufficient, and that 
a further expenditure of $4,000 or $5,000 will be required to 
complete the work. For particulars of the expenditures, 
reference is made to the detailed account herewith. Reference 
is also made to the report of the engineer for the details of 
work done, and especially for explanation as to the error in 
last year’s estimate for finishing Longwood-avenue playground. 

No money has been expended during the year for the pur- — 
chase of new playgrounds and school-house sites, for which 
the town appropriated $100,000 to be used in the discretion of 
the joint boards of the Selectmen and Park Commissioners. 
The prices asked for land have been beyond what the Commis- 
sioners have felt warranted in paying. The reasons for this 
appropriation as set forth in the last annual report still hold 
good, and a renewal of this appropriation is recommended. 
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Understanding it to be in accord with the wishes of the 
town, and acting under the request of the Selectmen, the 
Commissioners have, during the past year, assumed the charge 
of the playgrounds and the grounds surrounding the public 
buildings. There appears to be no statute authorizing the 
grounds aforesaid to be placed in charge of the Park Commis- 
sioners, and if the town desires to have the grounds continued 
in charge of the Park Department, it is advisable that the 
town vote to do so at the next annual meeting. The following 
vote is recommended : — 


Voted, That until further action of the town, the care of all public 
grounds and all appropriations made therefor shall be in charge of the 
board of Park Commissioners. 


Should this vote be passed, the Commissioners will ask for 
appropriations for the ensuing year, as follows, viz.: —

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
WALNUT HILLS CEMETERY. 





OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 
GROVE STREET, BROOKLINE, Mass., Jan. 31, 1897. 


To the Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit the report of the work 
done for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897. The statement of 
money received is given in the report of the Treasurer. 

Lots. 

Two lots of 400 square feet in each, on Walnut Hills avenue, 
were trenched and graded. On account of the scarcity of 
filling for lots, it has been my custom to use the material in 
the five-foot space between lots and avenues, and between lots 
and paths, replacing its equivalent in stone taken from the 
lots in progress of being trenched. In all cases this method is 
followed, even when a surplus is gained, when by a carefully 
kept account of the labor it can be done at a less cost than 
what the filling could be purchased for. 

The two lots mentioned required raising three feet in the 
back above natural grade, and the large number of bowlders 
took up fully the remaining three feet required for graves; 
thus it is seen that quite a quantity of fillmg was required. 
In opening the space between the lots and the avenue, it was 
discovered that the material under the driveway was of un- 
usually good quality and free of stone, and as it seemed advis- 
able to get out enough at least to meet the demand, a depth of 
eight and one-half feet was continued until 6,000 cubic feet 
were removed, one-half of which was carted to lots requiring 
it, the remainder filling the two lotsadjoining. All the bowlders 
were rolled down into the excavation, otherwise a deal of 
blasting would have been necessary. By dumping waste 
material for a few weeks, followed by a thick‘layer of ashes 
from the pumping station and then a dressing of screened 
gravel, the avenue was again in good condition. Four 400- 
foot lots on Pierce avenue were trenched and graded. Three 
of these being in a ledge, a large amount of gravel filling was 
required. 
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Two lots of the same size in the rear of two of the four just 
mentioned, were trenched and graded. They border on Taniger 
path. Both were completely of ledge. 

A range of five 400-foot lots running from path to path on 
Chapel avenue were trenched, four of which are graded, and 
in the rear nine 200-foot lots, which border on Taniger path, 
were trenched and graded. Two of the larger and three of 
the smaller lots were raised one foot, on an average, above the 
natural grade. In trenching these two ranges, there was 
enough material thrown up from below the depth required for 
graves, to fill the rest of the lots where the ledge was excavated, 
together with the material taken from the brook, when it was 
made wider and deeper. 

Five lots on Occidental path were trenched, the path being 
extended accordingly, and is made up of stones at a depth 
of six feet. The earth taken from the pathway was used to 
raise the grade of the lots. The total number of lots trenched 
was twenty-seven and the number graded was twenty-eight, 
seven of which were trenched the previous year, leaving now 
six ungraded. Eleven lots and fourteen grave lots were sold. 


Employees. 


When work began, March 23, five men were employed. 
This number was increased to nine as the work demanded, 
seven being the number employed the most of the time. 


Interments. 


When interments were made the employees wore appropri- 
ate clothing of a uniform material, in which they make a neat 
appearance, and this, together with their acts of consideration 
and respect due at such times, I believe to have been to the 
gratification of all. 

The whole number of interments was fifty-two; one of 
which had been cremated. The number buried in lots was 
twenty-seven, while twenty-three were placed in grave lots, 
and one in the public lot. One body was disinterred from a 
grave lot and reinterred in a family lot. 


Tombs. 


The receiving tombs were opened eleven times to receive 
bodies, only one of which was taken out of town for burial. 
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Monuments and Headstones. 


There were eight monuments and eleven headstones erected. 
Two granite tablets were inserted on bowlders. 


Improvements. 


The grounds around the cottage were graded and seeded, 
and a walk leading to the stable was made of ashes and cinders 
brought from the pumping station. All the edges along the 
avenues were brought to a more uniform height by filling or 
removing of earth as the case required, and then firmly 
tamping all. The ragged bank composed largely of soft rock 
in the grave lot section, has been cleared away. Besides the 
improvement in looks from the approach, it was in preparation 
of grading for a new range of grave lots.. 

The mudhole where stagnant water stood perpetually, which 
has been used as a dumping place, has been filled to high 
water mark with refuse material. The number of loads dumped 
there this year exceeds five hundred and fifty. Increased 
carting over the avenues suggested the advisability of having 
wider cart tires, and accordingly six-inch tires have been put 
on this winter, and the cart thoroughly repaired and painted. 

About 200 feet of Walnut Hills avenue was repaired. All 
stones which were exposed were either driven down or dug up. 
In most cases where one was taken out a smaller one was put 
back, still leaving room to cover well, and then the strip was 
dressed with screened binding gravel. Downing avenue 
received the same improvement its entire length. 

The attention given to the trimming of trees and repairing 
of sunken graves was about the same as in the previous year, 
that of cutting the grass being greater on account of the 
increased number of newly seeded lots, upon which the grass 
grows very rapidly. 

. Fertilizers. 

The lots and the ornamental grounds were well dressed late 
in the fall, with barnyard manure of the best quality. I think 
that my experiment of dressing with such manure every other 
year and the application of a commercial fertilizer of merit, 
the alternate year, has met with good success.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE ON BATH-HOUSE. 





At the annual town meeting of 1895 it was “ Voted, That the 
subject of improved public bathing facilities be referred to a 
special committee consisting of H. Lincoln Chase, James B. 
Hand and Miss Martha W. Edgerly, to examine and report © 
at a future meeting.” | 

At the special town meeting held October 24th, 1895, this 
committee made a report and recommended the erection of a 
building for bathing purposes on the town land on Tappan 
street, to cost about twenty-five thousand dollars, to contain 
facilities for baths of various kinds, and two swimming tanks. 

The town voted to accept the report, and adopt its recom- 
mendations, and appropriated $15,000 toward the expense of 
constructing a new public Bath-house. 

It was also “ Voted, That a committee consisting of the 
Selectmen, and the Committee on Improved Bathing Facilities 
be a committee to build the new Bath-house.” | 

This committee organized by the choice of Horace James as 
chairman, and George F. Joyce was appointed secretary. 

Mr. F. Joseph Untersee, architect, who had previously 
assisted the special committee in their work, was employed 
to make the plans and specifications and superintend the 
construction of the Bath-house. In order to expedite the con- 
struction of the building, the plans and specifications for the 
mason work only were first prepared, and proposals for this 
part of the work were called for. Eight bids were received, 
the lowest of which was far too high to admit of constructing 
the building proposed within the limit of the estimate of the 
cost as reported to the town. All bids were therefore rejected. 
The plans and specifications were completed, and estimates of 
cost obtained, when it was found that $12,000, in addition to 
the $25,000 previously reported, would be required to carry 
out the original plan. Under these conditions the committee 
did not feel justified in proceeding with the work, and decided 
to refer the matter to the town at the next town meeting. 

_ This was done at the special town meeting held January 30th, 
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1896. At this meeting the committee reported in favor of 
carrying out the plan previously adopted, with the addition 
of a passageway in the rear of the dressing-rooms around the 
large swimming tank. This required an enlargement of that 
part of the building, and entailed an additional cost of $3,000. 
The report was accepted and adopted, and an additional 
appropriation of $25,000 was made for the construction of the 
Bath-house, according to plans presented at the meeting, 
making in all $40,000 appropriated for this purpose. 

As soon as the required changes had been made in the 
plans, proposals for the work were called for, and on March 
9th, 1896, contracts were made with King & Hodge for the 
construction of the building, IXenrick Bros. for heating and 
ventilating, F. F. Muldowney for plumbing. 

The work was commenced soon after and was practically 
finished about the middle of December, at a cost not exceeding 
the limit of the appropriation. 

All bills on account of construction have been paid. For 
details see treasurer’s report. 

No provision having been made for fitting up and fipuiehine 
the Bath-house and grading the grounds about the same, or 
for its future care and management, the town, at the meeting 
held December 16th, 1896, “ Voted, That the Selectmen be and 
they hereby are authorized and instructed to appoint a com- 
mittee of nine citizens who shall serve without pay, and who 
shall have the care and management of the new Public Bath 
when completed, the members of the said committee to be 
appointed from the Board of Health, School Committee and 
Water Board, or their appointees, and at least two citizens at 
large. The said committee so appointed shall establish such 


rules and rates for the regulation and use of the Public Bath 


as they deem best, and shall appoint such officers and assist- 
ants for the care and conduct of the establishment as are 
necessary, and shall fix the terms of their compensation. The 
said committee shall hold office until their successors are 
appointed after the annual town meeting. The Selectmen 
shall have power to fill any vacancy upon the said committee.” 

Three thousand dollars was appropriated for fitting up and 
furnishing the Bath-house and for grading the grounds around 
the building, and $1,000 was appropriated for the maintenance 
of the Bath-house to February 1st, 1897. 
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December 21st, the Selectmen appointed as \the committeé 
to have the care and management of the public bath: James 
M. Codman, Jr., Fayette F. Forbes, C. E., Oscar B. Mowry, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cabot, H. Lincoln Chase, M. D., James B. Hand, 
Miss Martha W. Edgerly, Alfred D. Chandler, Walter Chan- 
ning, M.D., and upon their acceptance of the appointment, 
turned over the Bath-house to them. 

Of the appropriation of $3,000 for furnishing, grading, etc., 
there has been expended $1877.04; the balance, unexpended, 
will be needed to pay for bills contracted for things not yet 
delivered, additional furnishings, and grading to be done in 
the spring.

Building Committee. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CARE AND 
MANAGEMENT OF THE PUBLIC BATH. 





Brooking, Mass., Feb. 27th, 1897. 


The undersigned have the honor to submit the following 
report :— 

At the town meeting held December 16th, 1896, it was 
unanimously voted, “That the Selectmen be and they hereby 
are authorized and instructed to appoint a committee of nine 
citizens who shall serve without pay, and who shall have the 
care and management of the new Public Bath when completed, 
the members of the said committee to be appointed from the 
Board of Health, School Committee and Water Board, or their 
appointees, and at least two citizens at large. ‘The said com- 
mittee so appointed shall establish such rules and rates for 
the regulation and use of the Public Bath as they deem best, 
and shall appoint such officers and assistants for the care and 
conduct of the establishment as are necessary, and shall fix 
the terms of their compensation. The said committee shall 
hold office until their successors are appointed after the annual 
town election. The Selectmen shall have the power to fill any 
vacancy upon the said committee.” 

Under this vote, the board of Selectmen appointed, Decem- 
ber 21st, 1896, the following-named citizens: From the Board 
of Health, James M. Codman, Jr.; from the School Committee, | 
- Elizabeth Cabot; from the Water Board, Oscar B. Mowry; 
H. Lincoln Chase, M. D., Agent of the Board of Health; 
Fayette F. Forbes, C. E., Superintendent of the Water 
Works; citizens at large, Walter Channing, M. D., James B. 
Hand, Martha W. Edgerly and Alfred D. Chandler. 

The committee met in the Selectmen’s room December 24th, 
1896, and organized with Dr. Channing as chairman and Dr. 
Chase as secretary. The two officers with Mr. Chandler were 
chosen as the Executive Committee. George S$. Rich was 
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appointed Superintendent of the Public Bath, John S. Edgar, 
Engineer, and Walter R. Carroll, assistant to the Superin- 
tendent. An arrangement was made for the employment of 
two women to do laundry work and cleaning, and the Execu- 
tive Committee was authorized to prepare and submit to the 
full committee rules, regulations and rates for the use of 
the Public Bath, and also rules governing the officers and 
attendants. ; 

It was decided best to have no formal opening of the new 
building, but instead to invite all the citizens to inspect it on 
New Year’s Day and the day following, from 10 a. m. to 10 
p. M. The response to the invitation was very gratifying, 
thousands of citizens visiting the building, especially during 
the afternoon and evening of both days, when the committee 
had arranged for exhibitions of swimming, diving, life-saving 
practice, etc., by members of the recently formed Brookline 
Swimming Club, the Boys’ Club and invited guests, to all of 
whom the committee extended a vote of thanks for contribut- 
ing to make the opening a success. 

The officers and attendants having learned their respective 
duties before the opening, and the schedule* of hours for use, 
with rules, regulations, etc., having been printed, the Bath 
was thrown open for use immediately after the opening, and 
except on Sundays has been open daily ever since. 

A request was received from the Brookline Swimming Club 
for the use of a portion of the building Thursday evenings, 
when water polo and other swimming exercises might be 
practiced.. After due consideration, the committee passed the 
following vote, viz. :— 

Voted, That the members of the Brookline Swimming Club may use 
the Brookline Public Bath on Thursday evenings, upon the payment of 
fifteen dollars for each evening, such payment to be made monthly, in 
advance, and such use of the Public Bath not to exclude other‘ citizens. 
The right is reserved to terminate this privilege upon a month’s. notice 
in writing to the said club. 

_ It may be proper to state that the club is a representative 
body of citizens, organized for the promotion of the healthful 
art of swimming, and numbering about two hundred members. 

During the first fortnight, the experiment was tried of 
having considerable “tree time” for bathers. The consequent 


- *See schedule at end of report. 
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lack of consideration for the privileges offered, the disorder 
that had constantly to be suppressed, with other reasons, 
caused the committee to amend the schedule to its present 
form. Though free use of the cleanliness baths is still to be 
had every Tuesday and Saturday, as well as free use of the 
Natatorium by school children of certain grades while receiy- 
ing their swimming instruction, at all other times fees 
are charged, thus making the establishment partly self- 
supporting, as well as tending to make its privileges better 
appreciated. 

After a few weeks’ trial, it was found necessary to appoint 
an assistant engineer, and Patrick E. Welch was chosen to 
fill the position. 

There being numerous and urgent requests that swimming 
instruction be provided for certain grades of the public school 
children, and for such persons as might wish to pay for 
instruction, the Bath Committee appointed John P. Fletcher, 
Lionel A. B. Street, and Beatrice K. A. Street as. swimming 
instructors, their compensation for other than school instruc- 
tion being a percentage of the receipts from pupils. The 
arrangement was made for only a month at a time, and 
thus far works satisfactorily. Late in January, the School 
Committee made a temporary arrangement with the Public 
Bath Committee for instruction of certain grades of the school 
children in swimming, the Public Bath Committee assuming. 
no obligation to pay for the same; but on investigation not 
finding swimming or life-saving mentioned with calisthenics 
and military drill in the Public Statutes, the School Committee 
felt obliged, though reluctantly, to discontinue what it had 
undertaken and so successfully carried on for six weeks. 

Believing with Franklin that “Swimming should be a part 
of the national education,” the Public Bath Committee is un- 
willing to let the instruction for our school children fall to 
the ground, neither does it believe it to be the wish of the 
citizens to abandon this branch of practical physical education 
$0 well begun, valuable alike to boys and girls, and fully 
appreciated by all who were entitled to the privilege. 

The School Committee, the teachers, and every one. else 
familiar with what has been accomplished, earnestly desire a 
continuance of swimming instruction, and a plan is in prep- 
aration, approved by the School Committee, by which the 
instruction may-go on as before, and wholly in charge of the 
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Public Bath Committee. Meanwhile, the executive committee 
of the Public Bath Committee has personally guaranteed the 
instructors their pay until the plan alluded to can be adopted. 

Since the value of a Public Bath depends upon the extent 
of its use, it is very gratifying to find that even in the months 
of January and February the attendance has been so large, 
the average daily attendance having been 131, the weekly 
attendance 782, and now steadily increasing.* As will be seen 
by the following table, 1467 of the baths taken were by school 
children, under systematic instruction in swimming and 
life saving, in which many boys and girls are becoming 
proficient.

The total receipts from January 4th to February 27th were $436.20, of 
which sum $90 was received from the Brookline Swimming Club for six 
Thursday evenings.f 


The subject of fees continues to receive the attention of the 

committee, and such changes will be made as the best interests 
of the town may demand. 

_ A wide interest has been shown in the Bath-house by non- 
residents, a number of whom have from time to time made 
use of its privileges. They have in no way interfered with 
resident bathers, have carefully obeyed all rules, and in the 
way of fees have contributed to the support of the establish- 
ment. But there being some question as to the legality of 
their use of the public bath, the opinion of Charles A. Williams, 


isd the tang number (321) who had tub or shower baths, only 17 men, 3 women and 1 
bey paid a fee. 


+ This use by the Club was not to the exclusion of other citizens. 
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- Esq., has very recently been obtained, who states that except 
under certain unusual conditions its use by non-residents can 
“not be considered legal until further legislation is secured. 
The exclusion of non-residents, however, has not yet been or- 
dered, and this matter may be determined by the town. 

At the town meeting held Dec. 16th, 1896, the sum of $1000 
was voted for maintenance of the Public Bath to the end of 
- the financial year, Feb. 1st, 1897. The building had to be 
kept warm, and an engineer employed, from Noy. 3d, 1896, 
the expense of which was charged to this appropriation. Of 
this sum $965.19 was expended. The estimated expense for 
maintenance the coming year will be about $5000 and 
receipts. As will be seen by the table of attendance during 
the two winter months just passed, the use of the Public Bath 
is likely to exceed the hopes of even its best friends, and it is 
now safe to predict a splendid attendance throughout the 
year, and consequently great usefulness to the citizens, not 
only by encouraging the bathing habit, but also by giving the 
rising generation in Brookline a safe and suitable place to learn 
and practice the healthful and life-saving art of swimming.* 

In closing, the committee desire to thank the Board 
of Selectmen for its cordial support and codperation 
on all occasions, and also the many: persons who have in 
various ways greatly assisted in its work, especially the 
members of the medical profession, the School Committee, and 
those teachers who have generously given of their time to 
assist in the swimming instruction of the school children. 
The committee also wishes to commend the fidelity and effi- 
ciency of Superintendent Rich and his assistants in .the 
discharge of their respective duties, and to express to the 
citizens its appreciation of their interest and support.

Swimming Instruction. 


The Superintendent will give full information as to swimming instruc- 
tion in classes of six, and special individual instruction. 


NotTe.— (a4) The maximum time allowed for a bath in the natatorium or swimming 
school, including undressing and dressing, is one hour, and on free days only one bath for 
one person is allowed. (6b) Patrons may use their own bathing suits if approved by 
the Superintendent, or those provided by the establishment, but only suits and towels 
furnished by the establishment are to be used on free days. See Rule 1. (c) The use of 
the preliminary shower-bath is limited to three minutes for men and boys, and five 
minutes for women and girls. See Rule 3. 
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Rules and Regulations. 


Strict observance of the following rules, being necessary for the 
safety and comfort of the bathers, will be insisted upon by the Superin- 
tendent and his assistants : — 


1, All persons must wear bathing suits or trunks. Only bathing 
suits of cotton, mohair, Danish cloth, or other material without nap, are 
allowed, and the colors (preferably blue, gray, black or white) such as 
will not run. 

2. No person who is ill, or in the least indisposed, should enter the 
swimming tank. 

3. Every bather, before entering the swimming tank or the instruc- 
tion tank, is required to take a warm shower-bath with soap and to 
wash his feet. The six rain-baths in the natatorium and the swimming 
school afford the necessary facilities. All the soap should be washed off 
the body before leaving the cleanliness bath. The time limit for use 
of the rain-bath is three minutes for men and boys, and five minutes for 
women and girls. 

4. The maximum time in the natatorium or swimming school must 
not exceed one hour, and the time in the water thirty minutes or less, 
-according to the judgment of the instructor or the attendant. On free 
days only one bath for one person is allowed. 

5. Quiet and gentlemanly deportment will be expected in all patrons 
of the establishment. Yelling, running, ducking and other boisterous or 
dangerous practices will not be tolerated. 

6. All bathers unable to swim should enter only at the shallow end of 
the tank, where the water is three feet deep. 

7. Spitting into the water, or any other defilement of the water or 
floor, will be cause for immediate expulsion; cuspidores are conveniently 
located around the tank at the water level and in the dressing-rooms. 
The use of tobacco in any form is forbidden in any part of the building, 
and dogs are not allowed entrance. 

8. Diving or jumping into the swimming tank, except at the deep end, 
is not allowed, and leaving the tank except by the steps is forbidden. 
Diving or jumping from the gallery is absolutely forbidden under any 
circumstances, and great care should be exercised by beginners when 
diving from the springboard, under which the water is six feet deep. 

9. Any injury to property of the establishment, such as scratching or 
breaking the windows or mirrors, or scribbling on the walls of the 
dressing-rooms, will be charged to the person responsible for it. 

10. Valuables may be deposited with the Superintendent or his repre- 
sentative; but the town will take no responsibility in the matter of 
articles lost or stolen in the building. 

11. The inner passageway around the tank is to be used only by 
bathers in bathing costumes. No person shall appear in the rear 
passageway in bathing costume. 

12. The Superintendent and his assistants are required to enforce the 
strict observance of the above rules, and to do everything else in their 
power for the comfort and welfare of the patrons of the bath. All 
complaints and recommendations should be over the maker’s signature, 
addressed to the committee, and deposited in the box provided for the 
purpose.

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Suggestions. 


1. Do not enter the bath immediately after a meal. If from mental 
or physical labor one feels exhausted, he should rest ‘before going into 
the water. 

2. ‘* Cooling off” while undressed is contrary to all good sense. Cool 
off before undressing; never leave the skin unprotected. If the action 
of the heart and the respiration have become normal after exercise, @ 
warm or even a moist skin need not prevent one from plunging into the 
bath, but, on the contrary, it enables him to enjoy h:s bath all the more. 

3. Do not stand still in the water to talk, nor leave it to rest. Keep 
moving after entering the water, and if tired from swimming go and 
dress immediately. Ladies, particularly, should remove their wet 
clothes promptly. 

4. Time. More bathers are, perhaps, injured by remain in the 
water too long than by any other cause. By overtaxing the physical 
energies reaction is rendered slow and: imperfect. Half an hour is the 
maximum time the most vigorous should remain in the water; while for 
many, ten minutes is quite long enough. 

5. Be careful to wipe and rub the skin entirely dry before dreasine- 
the reaction will be more speedy and the bath more invigorating. It is 
advised that women and girls with long hair wear rubber or oil-skin° 
caps in the swimming tank. 

6. After having dressed, do not lounge around the bath to look at 
others in the water, but take a walk in the open air. A little exercise 
before bathing and a good deal after bathing is very essential. © 

7. THE CRAMP. Persons who plunge into the water when they are 
heated by exercise, or who remain in the water too long, or who exhaust 
themselves by violent exertion, that is to say, who violate the above 
simple rules, are the most subject to the cramp. If the swimmer be 
seized with the cramp in the lower extremities, he should not suffer 
himself to feel alarmed, but should strike out with the limb affected, 
with all his might, or turn on his back and extend the limb forcibly in 
the air. Should that not have the desired effect, he must reach the rail 
with his hands or keep himself afioat until assistance is rendered.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES. 





Brooking, Feb. 10, 1897. 


During the past year there were planted 151 trees, as follows, 
viz.: Philbrick road, 39; Corey road, 32; Windsor road, 11; 
Kilsyth road, 7; Toxteth street, 8; Devon street, 17; Babcock 
street, 2; Stetson street, 1; Harvard street, 4; Beacon street, 
2; Tappan street playground, 8; Buckminster road and others 
adjoining, 25. Some few of these were replacements, owing 
to injury, drouth and other causes. 

The town, at its last annual meeting, through the advice of 
its special committee on appropriations, saw fit to reduce the 
appropriation asked for by $200, making the annual sum $1,800 
instead of $2,000. This was presumably due to the fact that 
the available Warren Tree Fund, which was being purposely 
saved for special emergency, amounted to $182.63. 

_ This money has accordingly been spent the past year, and 
we return into the Town Treasury February 1, 1897, $3807.31 
of the $1,800 appropriation. 

It is to be hoped, however, the coming year that the full 
$2,000 will be appropriated, as there is likely to be a very 
considerable amount of new planting in the vicinity of Harvard 
street, and the Committee feel that they should be trusted to 
expend it judiciously, as they have usually returned to the 
Treasury a substantial surplus. 

The benefit of regularly employing a Town Forester, who 
virtually, under your Committee’s direction, constitutes a Town 
Warden, such as was recently authorized to be appointed by 
any town through act of the Legislature, is very apparent. 
He is always on the lookout for injuries or preventive 
repairs, and he has become thoroughly conversant with the 
needs of the town in these directions. 

The Town Nursery has made a fine growth, and we have on 
hand today ample material for tree planting for several years 
to come, in all probability.

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Before the close of another municipal year, the debt for 
which the Sinking Fund was created, which now amounts to 
$592,000, will have been reduced to but $42,000, and the town 
then will have paid the long water loan of 1874, bearing 
interest at 7 per cent, which was actually negotiated just after 
the panic of 1873 on a 6 1-2 per cent basis, the then market 
rate for such loans. | 

The earning capacity of the Sinking Funds upon which the 
annual appropriations have always been based, was estimated 
originally at 6 per cent. For several years the commissioners 
have been obliged to accept not higher than 4 per cent, and in 
many instances as low as 3 1-2 per centfor their investments. 
As a consequence, it becomes necessary in meeting the maturi- 
ties of the coming year, which aggregate $550,000, to call for 
an appropriation somewhat larger than that of any previous 
year. We recommend the sum of $80,000. 

Charged with the responsibility of obtaining the most 
remunerative rates for the funds in their care, consistent with 
safety, the commissioners had a further duty in the necessity 
of keeping down the total of the investments, so that nothing 
should be left in the Sinking Fund after the retirement of the 
$42,000 above referred to, which will occur January Ist, 1900, 
when its office will end. 

After the liquidations of the current year, there will remain 
in the hands of the commissioners, securities of the par value 
of $40,110, which with their accumulations will meet the 
aforesaid $42,000.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 


The Assessors of the town of Brookline submit their report 
for the year 1896. 

The organization of the board was, chairman, R. G. F. Can- 
dage; clerk, Albert Cushman. 

The Assessors recommend to the town, in absence of other 
arrangements, to continue the arrangement with the owner of 
Roslin Cottage for their office, at the rental of $600 per annum 
as heretofore, and with Mr. Charles E. Riley for the care of 
the premises for his rent; the cost of fuel to be shared by him 
and by the town as in the past. 

They also recommend the appropriation of $300 for extra 
clerical work of the board, and $1,500 for the pay of the clerk 
as in the past year. 

The board renews its recommendation of last year, that the 
election of Assessors be for a term of three years, the term of 
one member to expire each year. 

They also recommend that, as the duties and labors of the 
Assessors have increased very largely, and the valuation and 
expenditures of the town have more than doubled since the 
salaries of the Assessors were fixed, the sum of $4,500 be 
appropriated for their salaries. 

In accordance with the requirements of the statutes the 
. "board caused to be printed and posted the legal notices, and 
in addition thereto, published same during the month of May 
in the Brookline Chronicle, and left printed sheets of same at 
all dwellings and places of business in town, asking taxpayers 
to bring in true lists of their polls, real and personal estates. 

The districts and divisions of the town made in 1895 for the 
convenience of the Assessors under the block system, have 
been maintained in 1896, and the members of the board 
assigned to these districts were the same as in the previous 
year. 

The work of visiting dwellings, places of business, and the 
examining and valuing the real estate began on May Ist, and 
was completed in June.

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There was a loss of personal estate of $104,800 from last 
year, and, considering the financial conditions of the past, 
the depreciation in investment securities and loss in personal 
incomes, we feel that the town has reason for congratulation — 
that the loss is so small. 

Real estate, on the other hand, made a gain over that of 
1895 of $2,099,000, largely due to new dwellings and buildings 
erected, and there was an increase of 153 polls; making a 
total of 4,562. 

The probate records have been consulted, and corporation 
and bank stock lists at the Tax Commissioners’ office at the 
State House have been examined as in former years. 

The polls assessed were 4,562; transfers of real estate 562, 
an increase of 161; resident taxpayers, 2,303; estates, trusts 
and firms, 431; non-resident individuals, 350; non-resident 
estate trusts, 59; total, 3,148.
